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BY-LAWS 


ARTICLE  I. 

MEMBERS. 

Membership  shall  consist  of  the  present  members  of 
the  voluntary  association  known  as  the  Lynn  Historical 
Society,  of  the  signers  of  the  agreement  of  association, 
and  such  persons  as  shall  hereafter  be  elected  by  the  Coun- 
cil. The  Council  shall  have  authority  to  drop  members 
from  the  rolls  for  non-payment  of  dues  for  two  years. 

Any  member  who  shall  pay  to  the  Treasurer  the  sum 
of  fifty  dollars  in  one  payment,  and  who  is  not  indebted  to 
the  Society  for  dues  or  otherwise,  may  become  a  life  mem- 
ber, and  be  released  from  the  payment  of  further  dues. 

ARTICLE  II. 

MEETINGS. 

The  annual  meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  second 
Wednesday  evening  in  January,  time  and  place  to  be 
determined  by  the  Council.  Twenty  members  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business.  A  less 
number  may  adjourn.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by 
direction  of  the  Council  or  President,  and  shall  be  called 
upon  the  written  request  of  twenty  members. 

ARTICLE  III. 

COUNCIL. 

There  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  annually  a  Council  of 
twenty.  The  Council  shall  have  the  entire  executive  con- 
trol and  management  of  the  affairs,  property,  and  finances 
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of  the  Society,  and  shall  carry  out  all  its  votes.  The 
Council  shall  appoint  all  committees  for  special  work,  and 
all  subordinate  officers  and  agents,  and  make  all  necessary 
rules  and  regulations  for  itself  and  them. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

OFFICERS. 

The  officers  shall  consist  of  President,  Vice-Presi- 
dent, Recording  Secretary,  Corresponding  Secretary,  and 
Treasurer,  who  shall  be  elected  annually  by  ballot,  from 
the  members  of  the  Council.  They  shall  perform  the 
usual  duties  of  such  officers,  and  such  other  duties  as  the 
Council  may  require. 

ARTICLE   V. 

DUES. 

The  admission  fee  shall  be  one  dollar,  and  the  annual 
assessment  shall  be  two  dollars,  payable  on  July  first  of 
each  year. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

AMENDMENTS. 

These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  at  any  meeting 
regularly  called,  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present. 
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THE    FIRST    METHODIST   MEETING    HOUSE, 
BUILT    IN    1812. 

The  II  istorical  Sketch  of  the  Meeting  House  and  Society  was  Contributed  by  Howard 
Mudge  Newhall. 


On  December  13th,  1790,  Jesse  Lee  came  to  Lynn  by 
invitation  of  Benjamin  Johnson,  and  on  the  evening  of  the 
fourteenth  preached  to  a  company  of  people  who  had  been 
gathered  at  his  house  on  Market  street,  near  the  Marble- 
head  road,  now  known  as  Essex  street.  Jesse  Lee  had 
been  appointed  to  preach  in  Boston,  and  had  preached 
under  "  The  Old  Elm  "  on  Boston  Common,  but  as  no  one 
would  open  a  place  for  preaching  he  gladly  accepted  an 
invitation  to  Lynn. 

On  February  20th,  1791,  a  society  of  eight  members 
was  organized,  and  this  was  the  beginning  of  Methodism 
in  New  England.  Soon  outgrowing  Mr.  Johnson's  house, 
meetings  were  held  in  his  barn,  at  the  house  of  Enoch 
Mudge,  occasional  evening  meetings  in  the  old  Tunnel 
meeting  house,  and  on  June  14th,  1791,  a  building  was 
commenced  on  Common  street,  located  in  front  of  the  meet- 
ing house  shown  as  the  frontispiece,  and  opposite  the  site 
of  the  present  City  Hall. 

On  August  3d,  1792,  the  first  Methodist  conference  in 
New  England  was  held  in  this  building.  Commencing  on 
January  10th,  1807,  after  the  town  was  refused  the  further 
use  of  the  old  Tunnel  meeting  house  for  town  meetings, 
they  were  held  for  several  years  in  this  building. 

In  1812,  the  meeting  house  herein  shown  was  erected 
in  rear  of  the  original  building,  and  was  dedicated  on  June 
3d,  1813.      It  is  said  the  large  part  oi  the  material  used  was 
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prize  timber  captured  in  the  war  of  1812,  the  year  the  build- 
ing was  in  process  of  construction,  and  it  is  also  said  to 
have  been  captured  by  Capt.  John  Mudge  of  Lynn,  who 
was  engaged  in  privateering. 

In  1816,  Master  Blanchardwas  invited  to  procure  a  bell 
for  this  church,  and  one  for  the  First  Congregational 
Church  at  the  same  time,  which  he  procured  from  the 
foundry  of  Paul  Revere,  and  the  bell  procured  for  this 
church  still  summons  the  worshippers  at  the  First  Meth- 
odist Church  across  the  way  as  it  has  done  for  eighty-nine 
years. 

In  1834,  Cyrus  Shepard  went  from  this  church  to 
Oregon  as  a  missionary  teacher  to  the  Indians.  On  Feb- 
ruary  21st,  1819,  the  first  missionary  society  of  the  Metho- 
dist Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  was  formed 
here  and  Joseph  A.  Merrill,  the  first  regularly  appointed 
missionary  of  the  Methodist  Church  was  supported  in  work 
in  New  Hampshire  and  Vermont  for  several  years  by  this 
church. 

Rev.  Enoch  Mudge,  father  of  Hon.  Enoch  Redington 
Mudge,  the  donor  of  St.  Stephen's  Memorial  Church,  went 
out  from  this  church  as  the  first  native  Methodist  preacher 
in  New   England. 

While  the  First  Congregational  Church  has  been  asso- 
ciated with  our  local  history  from  almost  the  beginning  of 
the  settlement  and  is  one  of  the  oldest  Congregational 
organizations  in  the  United  States,  the  First  Methodist 
Church  has  been  the  foremost  of  Lynn's  churches  in 
national  reputation,  and  in  the  history  of  the  great 
Methodist  denomination. 

It  was  the  first  Methodist  society  organized  in  Massa- 
chusetts;  it  was  the  seat  of  the  first  Methodist  conference 
held  in  New   England;   it  raised  up  the  first  native   Metho- 
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dist  preacher  of  New  England  :  it  organized  the  first  Meth- 
odist missionary  society  in  the  United  States  ;  it  sent  forth 
and  sustained  the  first  regularly  appointed  missionary  of 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

In  1877,  the  needs  of  the  society  seemed  to  call  for  an 
enlarged  church,  and  the  large  brick  church  was  built 
near  by  at  the  head  of  Franklin  street.  The  old  church  was 
converted  to  business  uses,  and  is  now  the  rear  portion  of 
Lee  Hall  building  in  City  Hall  square,  where  the  heavy 
timbers  used  in  the  roof  construction  are  stilj  doing  service. 
This  church  building  was  for  many  years  at  the  service  of 
any  great  meeting  in  the  cause  of  humanity  or  patriotism, 
and  great  national  and  moral  issues  have  been  discussed 
within  its  walls. 

After  the  burning  of  Lyceum  Hall  in  1868  there  was 
for  a  time  no  large  public  hall  in  Lynn  and  many  meetings 
of  a  public  nature  were  held  here,  including  lecture  courses, 
which  were  great  features  of  that  period.  This  semi-sec- 
ular temporary  use  of  the  building  caused  it  to  be  called 
"  The  Bowery,"  but  to  those  who  remember  what  this  build- 
ing has  stood  for  in  its  work  for  humanity,  morality, 
loyalty,  good  citizenship,  outside  its  peculiar  work  as  a 
church,  the  colloquial  name  suggests  in  its  best  sense  what 
this  building  really  was, — a  people's  temple,  open  for  all 
that  was  best  in  life.

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ANNUAL    REPORT   OF 
HOWARD    MUDGE    NEWHALL,  Recording  Secretary, 

\i  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Lynn  Historical  Society,  Wednesday 
Evening,  January  13th,  1904. 


The  worker  a  year  in  a  historical  society  resurrects 
and  places  in  permanent  form  much  that  is  valuable  in 
lual  history,  and  adds  to  a  collection  of  relics  many 
articles  which  in  themselves  speak  to  the  present  of  the 
past.  The  year  1903  has  recorded  its  work  for  the  Lynn 
Historical  Society,  has  itself  passed  into  history,  and  we 
come  together  again  to  tell  what  has  taken  place  and  what 
has  been  done. 

The  membership  of  the  Society  is  511,  about  the  same 
as  that  reported  one  year  ago.  Fifteen  members  have 
died  during  the  year,  Emma  R.  Alley,  Frank  F. 
Brigham,  Philip  A.  Chase,  Charles  B.  Clough,  G.  Luella 
Gerry,  Samuel  Hawkes,  Elihu  B.  Haves,  Abby  M.  Hen- 
derson, Frank  Keene,  John  L.  Loring,  Daniel  B.  Moul- 
ton,  James  T.  Moulton,  Edward  S.  Newhall,  Moses 
Sweetser,  Eunice  S.  Witherell,  almost  all  of  whom  were 
prominent  in  our  community,  and  some  of  whom  were 
widely  known. 

Mr.  Philip  A.  Chase,  our  first  President,  the  first 
member  of  the  Society,  and  a  member  of  the  Council 
since  organization,  is  naturally  in  our  thoughts  on  this 
anniversary  occasion.  He  was  always  greatly  interested, 
although  having  been  prevented  from  attending  meetings 
regularly  in  the  past  two  years  by  the  necessity  of  caring 
for    his    health.       His    faithfulness   to    the    Society   during 
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the  period  of  its  organization  and  early  meetings  was  very 
helpful,  and  none  more  than  he  felt  gratified  with  the 
position  it  took  in  the  community. 

During  the  year  many  valuable  papers  have  been 
contributed. 

On  February  12th,  Mr.  John  Albree,  Jr.,  gave  an  inter- 
esting paper  on  "Colonial  Timekeeping,  illustrated  with 
specimens  from  the  collections  of  the  Society  and  members." 
Mr.  Albree  had  a  primitive  clock,  several  old  watches  of 
different  types,  and  the  paper  was  full  of  valuable 
information. 

On  March  12th,  Hon  Abner  C.  Goodell  gave  a  paper 
on  the  subject  of  "The  Quakers  the  Authors  of  Religious 
Liberty."  There  were  many  present  who  were  much 
interested  in  this  presentation  of  the  subject,  and  took  part 
in  a  discussion  at  the  close  of  the  paper. 

On  April  9th,  Miss  Caroline  II.  Holder  gave  an 
exhaustive  paper  on  all  that  pertains  to  that  section  of 
Lynn  known  as  "Pine  Hill." 

On  June  3rd,  Mr.  William  E.  Dorman  gave  a  paper 
on  the  "  Historic  Points  of  the  North  End  of  Boston,"  and 
Mr.  Guy  Newhall  on  "  Bunker  Hill,"  both  of  which  papers 
were  in  preparation  for  an  excursion  to  the  two  places 
which  took  place  on  June  6th.  The  different  points 
touched  upon  in  the  papers  were  recalled  by  the  speakers 
when  upon  the  ground,  and  the  afternoon  was  profitably 
enjoyed  by  the  large  number  who  made  up  the  party. 

On  November  12th,  Mr.  Daniel  B.  Beard  gave  a  paper 
on  "The  Place  of  the  Inn  in  Early  New  England  Life." 
The  paper  was  supplemented  by  local  application  in  a  paper 
on  the  "Old  Village  Inn"  in  Woodend  prepared  by  Mr. 
Isaiah  Graves,  a  paper  on  the  "Mineral  Spring  Hotel,"  by 
Mr.  Eugene  A.  Putnam,    a  verbal   reference  to   the  "Old 
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Tavern,"  on  North  Common  street,  by  Howard  Mudge 
Newhall,  and  many  things  about  the  "Old  Anchor  Tavern," 
by  Mr.  Benjamin  \.  Johnson  whose  ancestor  kept  the 
tavern.  Mrs.  Enoch  S.  Johnson  gave  some  of  the  points 
of  interest  centered  about  the  old  "Lynn  Hotel,"  still 
standing. 

On  December  17th.  at  Oxford  Club  Hall,  one  hundred 
fine  lantern  slides  of  "The  Lynn  Woods,"  which  had  been 
pit-pared  by  Mr.  George  S.  Bliss  of  the  Committee  on 
Photography,  were  shown,  and  a  talk  in  connection  with 
them  given  by  Hon.  Nathan  M.  Ilavvkes,  Chairman 
of  the  Lynn  Park  Commission.  The  work  of  the  Com- 
mitter on  Photography  in  making  this  collection  should  be 
thoroughly  appreciated,  as  the  mere  cost  of  the  photo- 
graphs and  slides  for  which  the  Society  pays  is  only  a 
small  part  of  the  actual  cost  represented  by  the  time  and 
attention  voluntarily  given  by  the  members  of  the  Com- 
mittee. While  the  evening  was  made  interesting  by  the 
views,  and  the  talk  of  Mr.  Hawkes,  the  slides  have 
become  a  part  of  our  collection,  some  of  them  preserving 
roadways  already  changing  for  the  increased  require- 
ments of  Lynn's  water  supply.  And  it  may  be  added  that 
only  a  few  historical  societies  are  doing  the  work  in  pho- 
tography that  compares  with  that  done  by  our  Societv. 

On  May  11th,  1903,  and  on  January  4th,  1904,  the 
ladies  of  the  Reception  Committee  handsomely  provided 
tor  the  members  of  the  Society  at  evening  receptions,  and 
conducted  Monday  afternoon  teas  daring  the  months  of 
January,  February  and  March.  The  social  feature  of  the 
Society  lias  been  given  a  prominent  place  in  the  work,  and 
justbj  so  by  reason  of  the  great  interest  it  has  brought  with 
it.  It  has  brought  people  together  from  all  parts  of  the 
city  who  have  talked  together  of  the   changes  which    have 
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taken  place  in  the  passing  years,  and  created  an  addi- 
tional interest  in  the  meetings. 

Two  excursions  have  been  taken,  in  addition  to  sev- 
eral walks  which  the  Committee  on  Geology  and  Botany 
have  arranged.  On  August  12th,  a  large  number  boarded 
the  forenoon  train  for  Newburyport,  and  at  Newburyport 
took  the  steamboat  Merrimack  for  a  trip  to  Haverhill  and 
return  on  the  picturesque  Merrimack  river.  Most  of  the 
party  had  never  taken  the  trip,  and  the  towns,  the  farm 
houses,  the  meeting  house  spires,  the  green  and  wooded 
banks  were  constantly  interesting.  The  party  were  deter- 
mined to  get  their  money's  worth  of  sailing,  and  instead  of 
disembarking  at  Newburyport  on  the  return,  remained  on 
board  for  Black  Rocks  and  return,  resulting  in  the  loss  of 
the  special  train,  and  a  very  late  supper  in  many  house- 
holds. 

On  November  14th,  a  party  visited  Great  Blue  Hill  in 
Milton,  leaving  just  after  noon  and  returning  after  sundown. 
The  party  enjoyed  the  rare  privilege  of  being  admitted  to 
and  allowed  a  thorough  inspection  of  the  interior,  and 
instruments,  of  the  weather  observatory.  Mr.  Clayton, 
the  observer,  explained  the  use  of  the  different  instruments 
and  appliances,  and  made  the  occasion  very  pleasant  and 
valuable.  It  was  especially  complimentary  to  the  Lynn 
Historical  Society,  as  only  about  two  hundred  people  each 
year,  of  the  thousands  who  visit  the  hill,  are  admitted  to 
the  observatory. 

On  June  24th,  the  Danvers  Historical  Society  extended 
through  the  Bay  State  Historical  League  an  invitation  to 
visit  Winter  Island  in  Salem  Harbor,  and  if  unpleasant  the 
first  fair  day.  Some  members  of  the  Society  went  on  the 
first  fair  day,  enjoying  the  trip,  but  did  not  learn  of  a 
further  postponement  of  the  meeting  until  their  arrival. 
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On  February  24th,  the  Lynn  Woman's  Club  invited 
the  officers  of  the  Society  to  attend  a  lecture  at  Oxford 
Club  Hall  by  Rev.  T.  F.  Waters  of  Ipswich  on  "Glimpses 
.it  Everyday  Lite  in  Colonial  Times,"  which  was  accepted 
by  as  many  as  were  able  to  attend  in  the  afternoon. 

On  April  7th,  the  Old  Planters'  Society  invited  the 
members  of  the  Society  to  attend  a  meeting  to  be  held  in 
Salem. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Society  on  April  9th,  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Council  were  authorized  to  join  the  Bay  State 
Historical  League,  which  the  Council  voted  to  do  on  May 
[8th.  The  Bay  State  Historical  League  is  an  association 
oi  historical  societies,  first  considered  for  Essex  and  Mid- 
dlesex counties,  but  afterwards  enlarged  so  as  to  make 
eligible  all  Massachusetts  societies.  The  object  of  the 
League  is  to  obtain  an  interchange  of  ideas  and  methods 
of  obtaining  historical  information,  keeping  a  record  of 
available  speakers,  and  occasionally  holding  meetings  in 
different  sections  for  the  purpose  of  increasing  interest  in 
historical  matters  and  encouraging  the  formation  of  local 
societies  where  there  are  none.  It  is  expected  that  the 
members  of  the  Lynn  Historical  Society  will  have  the 
privilege  oi  one  of  these  meetings  in  their  rooms  during 
the  present  winter.  Captain  John  L.  Parker,  Mr.  George 
S.  IJIiss  and  Hon.  Nathan  M.  Hawkes  are  the  special 
representatives  of  this  Society  for  conferring  on  any  mat- 
ters oi  local  historical  interest  which  may  be  requested  by 
the   League. 

On  June  9th.  the  Town  of  Greenfield  invited  the 
Society  to  send  representatives  to  the  250th  anniversary  of 
the  town,  and  Mr.  Charles  F.  Peirce  and  Captain  Henry 
N'  Comey  attended,  enjoying  a  cordial  and  courteous 
re<  eption. 
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During  the  year,  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee 
on  Marking  Historical  Locations,  a  stone  has  been  erected 
in  the  Western  Burial  Ground  to  the  memory  of  John  /\dam 
1  )agvr,  the  "Celebrated  Shoemaker  of  Essex,"  who  was  .1 
Revolutionary  Soldier.  Other  graves  have  been  similarly 
marked  by  relatives  of  soldiers.  Hon.  Howard  K.  San- 
derson, as  a  member  of  the  Sons  of  the  American  Revolution, 
has  obtained  from  the  United  States  government  one  hun- 
dred and  twenty-three  marble  markers  for  Revolutionary 
Soldiers'  graves  in  Lynn,  Saugus  and  Lynnlield,  all  towns 
comprised  in  Ancient  Lynn.  Mr.  .Sanderson  obtained 
the  dates  of  death  of  all  these  soldiers,  and  the  Lynn 
Historical  society  paid  for  having  the  dates  inscribed  on 
the  stones.  The  weight  of  the  stones  furnished  by  the 
government  was  about  nine  tons,  and  it  is  one  of  the  first 
and  largest  requests  which  has  yet  been  granted  by  the 
government.  The  stones  have  been  placed  in  position  and 
in  the  early  summer  the  Sons  of  the  American  Revolution 
uniting  with  the  Lynn  Historical  Society,  will  arrange  a 
day  for  the  dedication  of  these  memorials,  inviting  the  City 
Government  and  distinguished  guests  to  be  present  at  the 
exercises,  a  fitting  remembrance  to  Lynn's  part  in  the 
Revolution. 

The  collections  of  the  Society  have  been  considerably 
increased  during  the  vear.  New  cases  have  been  added, 
the  articles  have  been  catalogued  and  numbered,  and  as 
far  as  possible  made  accessible  in  the  limited  space  devoted 
to  them.  There  have  been  a  number  of  additions  to  the 
framed  photographs  of  old  buildings,  and  one  section  of 
the  wall  in  the  room  containing  the  collections  is  well 
covered  with  pictures  of  buildings,  many  of  which  have 
been  destroyed  by  fire  or  the  march  of  progress.  The 
Committee  on  Geology   and   Botany   have   commenced  the 
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collection  of  Lynn  flora,  and  have  made  a  very  substantial 
beginning,  the  number  of  mounted  specimens  continually 
increasing. 

An  interesting  letter  was  sent  to  the  Society  by  Mr. 
Alii  ill  Kimball  of  Haverhill,  being  a  letter  sent  to  a 
United  States  Senator  by  Ebenezer  Breed  on  the  subject  of 
the  increase  of  tariff  on  manufactured  shoes.  We  are  all 
familiar  with  the  history  of  Mr.  Breed's  efforts  in  this 
direction,  but  no  one  would  have  thought  of  obtaining  an 
autograph  letter  of  Mr.  Breed  on  the  subject  .and  written 
to  a  United  States  Senator.  This  letter,  the  sermon 
preached  at  the  funeral  of  Hon.  John  Burrill,  the  printed 
copy  of  the  sermon  preached  over  the  sailors  of  the  wrecked 
bark  Peggy,  all  came  from  people  outside  the  Society,  and 
are  among  our  most  valued  documents. 

Our  Collections  and  Rooms  are  most  carefully  looked 
after  by  our  Custodians,  of  whose  voluntary  and  untiring 
work  we  cannot  say  too  much.  Each  year  the  Recording 
Secretary  has  taken  pleasure  in  referring  to  them,  and 
whenever  we  come  into  our  well  arranged  rooms  we 
involuntarily  realize  what  we  owe  to  them. 

The  readings  for  the  blind  at  the  Public  Library, 
which  was  proposed  by  the  late  Hon.  Elihu  B.  Hayes  at  a 
meeting  of  this  Society,  and  carried .  forward  by  a  com- 
mittee  of  ladies,  has  been  greatly  appreciated  by  the  sight- 
less people,  and  the  attention  of  other  cities  and  towns  has 
been  drawn  to  the  desirability  of  similar  work. 

Once  again  the  Secretary  would  impress  upon  the 
members  that  the  Society  is  just  what  they  are  willing  to 
make  it.  There  is  always  an  opportunity  for  papers  of 
local  historical  interest,  and  there  are  many  members  of 
the  Society  who  could  give  a  great  deal  of  information 
about  localities,  buildings  and   events  if  they  would   apply 
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themselves  to  preparing  something.  Much  valuable  his- 
tory has  been  preserved  in  this  way  since  the  Society 
began,  and  only  portions  of  what  can  be  done  have  been 
done.  Real  historical  work,  thorough,  careful,  accurate, 
work,  is  what  makes  the  Societv  valuable  and  interesting, 
and  each  year  should  show  a  substantial  gain  in  what  we 
ourselves  know  about  ourselves. 


REPORT  OF    COMMITTEE    ON    PURCHASE  OF  BOOKS 
FOR   THE    BLIND. 


There  are  106  volumes  on  the  shelves.  Of  these  60 
are  in  line  print,  33  are  in  braille,  13  are  in  point. 

Five  volumes  are  text  books — primers  and  rhetorics. 
Six  volumes  are  English  and  U.  S.  histories.  Two  are 
reference  books.  The  New  Testament,  dictionary,  and 
Constitution  of  the  United  States.  The  remainder  of  the 
books  are  poetry  and  general  literature.  One  monthly 
magazine. 

Mr.  John  Wooldredge  presented  the  Lynn  Public 
Library  some  years  ago  with  the  New  Testament  (2  vol- 
umes) and  the  English  dictionary  (5  volumes).  Since  the 
room  for  the  blind  was  opened  we  have  had  six  volumes 
presented. 

We  have  purchased  a  braille  typewriting  machine  and 
a  braille  slate.

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REPORT  OF   THE  COMMITTEE   ON    GEOLOGY 
AND    BOTANY. 


The  work  of  the  Committee  on  Geology  and  Botany 
has  been  along  three  lines  : 

i st.      The  beginning  of  an  herbarium  of  the  Lynn  flora. 

2d.  The  grouping  of  the  trees,  in  their  respective 
botanical  orders,  in  the  grounds  controlled  by  the  Lynn 
Park  Commission. 

3d.      Local  Saturday  afternoon  excursions. 

The  herbarium  at  present  consists  of  one  hundred 
specimens,  collected,  scientifically  mounted,  and  properly 
indexed,  by  Mr.  Louis  A.  Wentworth.  They  are  deposited 
in  a  suitable  case  in  the  museum.  The  offer  to  the  school 
children  of  Lynn,  for  the  collection  of  a  permanent  exhibit 
of  plant  life  under  competent  direction,  met  with  no 
response,  so  far  as  is  known  to  the  Committee. 

The  systematic  grouping  of  the  trees  and  shrubs  of  the 
Lynn  Public  Parks  is  a  different  matter.  In  order  for  the 
work  to  be  of  use,  and  the  results  authentic,  every  rod  of 
ground  must  be  gone  over  and  every  tree  determined. 
The  Committee  can  do  but  little  more  than  report  progress. 

During  the  "outdoor  season"  the  Saturdav  afternoon 
walks  have  proven  popular  and  satisfactory.  Ten  such 
outings  have  been  enjoyed,  viz.  : — In  April,  the  Lynn 
Woods;  May,  the  Peabody  Boulders;  June,  Hamilton,  as 
the  guests  of  Mrs.  Sawyer  and  Miss  Nichols:  the  Lynn 
Woods,  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Harris;  Gloucester, 
with  the  private  excursion  of  Miss  Breed  ;  July,  the  Lynn 
Woods,  with  Mr.  Harris;  August,  picnic  supper  at 
Walden    Dam,  with   Capt.  Comey  ;   October,  the    Swamp- 
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scott  shore  :   mushroom  walk  with  Dr.  Dearborn;    Novem- 
ber, the  Great  Blue  I  [ill. 

The  Committee  has  already  made  plans  for  the  care 
<>t  and  additions  to  the  herbarium.  It  contemplates  also 
the  beginning  of  a  collection  of  Lynn  minerals.  It  is 
also  maturing  plans  whereby  it  is  believed  that  the  Satur- 
day afternoon  excursions  will  be  more  systematic  and  of 
greater  pleasure  and  profit.

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REPORT   OF  THE   COMMITTEE   ON    GENEALOGY. 


The  motto  of  the  Genealogical  Committee,  selected 
as  most  appropriate  to  the  situation,  is  the  following  : — 
"  And  let  us  not  be  weary  in  well  doing  ;  for  in  due  season 
we  shall  reap,  if  we  faint  not."  Some  progress  has  been 
made  during  the  past  year.  A  year  ago  only  53  members 
of  the  Society  had  furnished  genealogies,  and  we  had  on 
file  113  family  records.  To-day  we  have  134.  a  gain  of 
21  for  the  year,  and  eight  more  members  have  contributed 
to  our  store  of  genealogies.  We  appreciate  the  difficul- 
ties that  confront  the  members  when  they  attempt  to  till 
out  the  blanks  furnished  them  by  the  committee,  and  wre 
stand  ready  to  give  them  such  assistance  as  they  may 
require,  wherever  it  is  possible  to  do  so. 

In  addition  to  the  manuscript  family  records  we  have 
the  nucleus  of  a  genealogical  library  in  a  small  number  of 
printed  volumes,  which  it  is  the  > desire  of  the  committee 
to  increase.  For  this  purpose  we  invite  contributions  of 
books  of  genealogy  which  members  of  the  Society  may  be 
willing  to  donate.  At  present  our  collection  numbers  less 
than  a  score,  but  may  we  not  hope  that  before  the  next 
report  the  number  may  be  doubled  and  perhaps  trebled? 

Frequently  persons  interested  in  genealogical  research 
visit  the  rooms  of  the  Society  in  the  hope  that  a  clue  may 
be  gained  which  will  aid  them  in  establishing  a  fact,  or 
supplying  a  missing  link  in  their  ancestral  chain.  Some- 
times we  have  been  able  to  furnish  the  desired  data,  and 
occasionally  some  new  points  are  gained  that  are  of  use  to 
us.  Every  family  record  furnished  by  a  member  is  an  aid 
to  the  committee,  and    it    is  hoped    that  those  who  have  not 
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prepared  their  lines  of  descent  may  be  inspired  to  do  so  by 
the  thought  that  in  helping  themselves  they  are  aiding 
others. 

We  would  again  remind  the  members  that  the  com- 
mittee meets  on  the  second  Monday  of  the  month  from 
(  K  tuber  to  June,  inclusive,  and  it  will  be  a  pleasure  at  any 
time  to  display  our  genealogical  treasures,  and  give  such 
information  as  we  possess  and  all  the  assistance  desired. 
We  are  grateful  to  the  Oi  who  have  rilled  out  blanks,  and 
especially  to  the  eight  who  came  forward  during  the  past 
year,  and  we  confidently  anticipate  a  large  increase  in  the 
year  to  come.

And  the  Common- 
wealth, fortunate  in  placing  him  at  the  head  of  her  original  Park 
Commission,  has  also  reaped  the  benefit  of  his  foresight  and 
knowledge  of  affairs.  His  long  business  career  is  well  known  to 
all,  marked  by  industry,  skill  and  integrity  which  broughl  suc- 
cess to  all  his  many  undertakings. 

Resolved,  That  the  members  of  this  Society  extend  heart- 
felt sympathy  to  the  family  of  our  late  associate  and  order  that 
a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be  forwarded  and  also  placed  upon 
our  records. 
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NECROLOGIES. 


CHARLES  BARTLETT  CLOUGH, 

A  member  of  the  Lynn  Historical  Society,  and  an  old  and 
highly  respected  citizen  of  our  city,  passed  away  at  his 
home,  60  Cherry  street,  January  16,  1903,  at  the  age  of 
69  years.  He  was  born  in  Lynn,  November  11,  1833,  the 
son  of  Charles  B.  and  Abbie  M.  Clough,  and  eldest  grand- 
son of  Hon.  Isaiah  Breed  ;  educated  in  Lynn  public  schools 
and  the  old  Lynn  Academy,  being  a  member  of  the  first 
class  in  our  High  School.  A  part  of  his  early  training 
was  received  under  Master  King,  and  he  was  one  of  the 
organization  well  known  as  "Master  King's  School  Boys." 
During  his  voungeryears  he  was  connected  with  the  Lvnn 
Light  Infantry,  and  later  a  member  of  the  Lynn  Veteran 
Light  Infantry.  He  represented  Ward  Four  in  the  Com- 
mon Council  of  1861,  and  was  active  in  the  City  Govern- 
ment's earliest  preparations  for  the  great  war.  For  a  long 
term  of  years  he  was  an  able  assistant  to  his  father-in-law, 
Benjamin  II.  Jones,  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties  as  City 
Clerk  and  Collector  of  Taxes,  and  in  187 1  was  elected 
Cit\  Auditor,  holding  that  office  tor  five  consecutive  years. 
Mr.  Clough  was  an  efficient  and  popular  public  officer,  a 
most  genial  companion,  a  true  friend,  a  student  and  lover 
oi  nature,  whose  reading  was  extensive  and  appreciative: 
and  his  death  was  deeply  regretted  by  a  large  circle  of 
friends.  lie  had  been  in  failing  health  for  several  years. 
He  was  deeply  interested  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  his 
native  city.  A  widow,  two  daughters  and  three  grand- 
children survive  him. 
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/  /,'  I  \  A     KEENE. 
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Was  born  November  14,  1846,  and  died  February  n, 
1903.  His  whole  life  was  spent  in  Lynn,  which  changed 
from  its  old  regime  as  a  town  to  its  growing  life  as  a  city 
when  he  was  but  four  years  old.  He  was  the  son  of 
George  W.  Keene  and  Mary  Ann  Breed.  His  father, 
George  W.  Keene,  was  born  in  Leicester,  Massachusetts, 
February  11,  1815,  removing  to  this  city  in  early  life  and 
becoming  one  of  its  most  prominent  business  men.  He 
was  the  son  of  Josiah  Keene  who  was  born  in  Pembroke, 
Massachusetts,  September  20,  1781,  and  Avis  Swift,  who 
was  born  in  Sandwich,  Massachusetts,  March  3,  1781,  and 
who  afterwards  became  beloved  and  famous  in  Lynn  as  a 
preacher  among  the  Quakers. 

Frank  Keene's  mother,  Mary  Ann  Breed,  who  was 
born  October  20,  1816,  was  the  daughter  of  Isaiah  Breed 
and  Mary  Blake,  the  former  being  one  of  the  most  active 
and  forceful  business  men  of  this  city,  and  descended 
directly  from  the  original  Allen  Breed.  On  October  8, 
1868,  Mr.  Keene  married  Georgianna  Wheeler,  who 
together  with  five  children,  two  sons  and  three  daughters, 
have  survived  him. 

Beyond  these  dry  genealogical  facts  it  seems  proper 
to  place  on  our  files  an  estimate  of  the  character  of  the 
man  as  he  showed  himself  to  us. 

Truth  compels  us  to  concede  at  the  outset  that  we 
cannot  portray  in  words  the  distinctive  personal  charm 
which  belonged  to  his  bodily  presence,  and  which  only 
those  of  us  who  knew  him  can  understand.  lie  was  a 
man  about  whom  there  clung  an  atmosphere  or  halo  of 
generous  good-fellowship.  This  delightful  phase  of  his 
personality  was  his  own  unique  possession.      It  went  out  of 
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the  world  with  him  ;  and  while  it  lingers  in  the  memories 
of  those  who  knew  him  in  life,  it  is  too  spiritual  to  be  com- 
municated to  those  who  knew  him  not.  What,  therefore, 
is  one  of  our  most  cherished  recollections  will  pass  away 
with  us  and  must  become  at  length  only  a  tradition. 

Frank  Keene  was  a  man  whose  natural  open-minded- 
uess  and  sincerity  were  marked  by  all  who  knew  him. 
The  most  salient  feature  of  his  character  was  his  passionate 
love  for  the  true  and  the  beautiful,  and  his  equally  intense 
hatred  for  all  forms  of  sham  and  ugliness.  He  was  most 
uncompromising  in  his  insistent  determination  to  get  into 
touch  with  the  very  truth  of  any  matter.  He  was  quick  to 
detect  the  pretentious  or  the  unreal  in  any  person  or  thing, 
and  with  an  earnestness  that  was  refreshing  in  a  world 
like  this,  he  would  tear  and  strip  away  the  false  accessories 
that  surrounded  any  subject,  and  then  point  to  it  with  the 
exclamation  :  "  There,  see  it  as  it  is."  The  best  part  of 
this  trait  of  his  character  was  that  he  made  others  feel  the 
same  as  he  felt  in  this  regard,  and  he  in  that  way  helped 
men  to  know  and  accept  the  truth  and  to  detect  and  dis- 
card the  false. 

His  disposition  was  as  delicate  and  sensitive  as  it  was 
upright.  I  lis  love  of  nature,  his  delight  in  the  study  of 
birds,  the  depth  of  feeling  to  which  he  was  always  moved 
by  good  music,  his  tender  and  jealous  regard  for  his  friends, 
these  were  only  some  of  the  evidences  of  a  character  aspir- 
ing, sound  and  pure. 

lie  was  a  lover  of  rare  books,  and  was  possessed  of 
discriminating  knowledge  and  taste  in  that  regard.  He  was 
especially  interested  in  the  original  and  early  editions  of 
works  on  the  history  of  New  England  and  its  institutions. 
As  a  result  of  wide  and  careful  reading  on  these  subjects, 
he  was  possessed  of  much  valuable  and  unusual  information. 
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Mr.  Keene  was  one  of  the  charter  members  of  this 
Society  and  until  about  a  year  prior  to  his  death  was  a 
member  of  its  Council. 


MOSES    SWEETSER 

Who  died  in  Lynn  March  10,  1903,  was  born  in  Lynn, 
March  24,  1823,  in  the  old  Goodridge  house,  which  is  still 
standing  on  its  original  location  near  Floating  Bridge.  He 
was  a  direct  descendant  of  Seth  Sweetser,  of  Tring, 
Hertfordshire,  England,  who  came  to  America  with  the 
Puritans,  in  1635,  and  settled  near  what  is  now  Saugus. 
His  father  was  Moses  Mansfield  Sweetser,  a  native  of 
Sangus,  and  his  mother  was  Mary  Dixon,  of  Marblehead. 
He  was  one  of  a  family  of  six  sons  and  six  daughters.  In 
1830  his  parents  removed  to  Salem,  where  he  received  his 
early  education  in  the  old  Pickering  School,  under  Master 
Dodge. 

In  1845  Mr.  Sweetser  established  himself  in  New- 
buryport  in  the  clothing  trade,  and  was  so  engaged  for 
twelve  years.  At  the  breaking  out  of  the  California  gold 
fever,  he  equipped  the  brig  Annah  for  a  voyage  around 
the  Horn.  The  venture  was  so  successful  that  he  pur- 
chased another  vessel,  which  made  trips  between  New 
York  and  Aspinwall,  where  his  cargoes  were  sent  across 
the  isthmus,  to  be  carried  up  by  the  Annah,  which  took 
them  to  California. 

When  the  Civil  War  opened,  he  arranged  to  organize 
a  company  for  the  12th  Mass.  Infantry  Regiment,  but  meet- 
ing with  a  serious  accident  in  a  runaway,  whereby  his  right 
ankle  was  broken,  he  was  obliged  to  abandon  all  thought 
of  being  a  soldier.      He  gave  up  his  business  in  New  York, 
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where  he  was  engaged  in  manufacturing  cigars,  and  estab- 
lished an  armv  supply  store  in  Washington.  Throughout 
the  war  he  was  a  Union  surveyor,  forwarding  goods  to  the 
soldiers  in  the  field.  Twice  while  making  trips  to  the 
front  he  was  captured  by  the  rebels.  Once  he  was  taken 
bv  Fit/  Hugh  Lee,  and  was  lucky  to  escape  with  his  life. 
The  guerilla  Mosby  also  gathered  him  in,  near  Warrenton, 
Va.  Mr.  Sweetser  having  at  one  time  shown  courtesy  to  a 
lady  friend  of  Mosby's  his  life  and  property  were  again  saved. 

After  the  war  Mr.  Sweetser  formed  a  partnership  with 
Col.  John  W.  Forney,  of  the  Washington  Chronicle^  estab- 
lishing a  farm  agency  for  the  sale  of  land  in  the  Southern 
States.  Later  he  went  into  oil  producing  and  refining, 
and  erected  a  large  oil  refinery  in  Glascow,  Ky.,  near  the 
Mammoth  Cave,  and  was  president  of  the  Sweetser  Oil 
Co.,  which  was  profitable  for  several  years,  until  crushed 
out    of  existence   by  the    Standard  Oil  Company. 

In  1847  he  married  Elizabeth  D.  Foster,  of  Andover. 
Three  sons  and  one  daughter  were  the  fruit  of  this  union,  all 
of  whom  have  passed  away,  his  wife  dying  in  1882.  Up  to 
within  a  short  time  of  his  death,  Mr.  Sweetser  was  engaged 
in  real  estate.  He  offered  a  portion  of  the  Sweetser  estate 
near  Elizabeth  City,  N.  J.,  for  the  purpose  of  founding  a 
home  for  aged  and  indigent  printers,  but  the  project  fell 
through. 

One  of  Mr.  Sweetser's  sons,  Moses  Foster  Sweetser, 
was  ;i  well  known  compiler  of  guide  books  and  biographies, 
his  work  being  represented  by  forty  volumes.  Mr. 
Sweetser  was  an  active  member  of  the  Lynn  Historical 
Society,  the  Essex  Institute,  and  the  Marblehead  Historical 
Society,  and  took  a  deep  interest  in  their  work.  He  was 
a  keen  observer,  a  man  of  wide  information,  broad  minded, 
genial  and  companionable,  and  a  good  citizen  in  the  full 
meaning  of  the  term. 


SAMUEL    HA  WKES. 
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DR.   FRANK    F.   BRIGHAM, 

A  valued  member  of  the  Lynn  Historical  Society,  died  at 
his  home  on  Franklin  street,  March  10,  1903,  at  the  age  of 
43  years  and  5  months.  lie  was  born  in  Westboro,  Mass.. 
Oct.  15,  1859;  educated  at  Brown  University,  graduating 
in  class  of  1882,  and  at  Harvard  Medical  School,  gradua- 
ting in  1885.  Came  to  Lynn  in  1887,  and,  by  his  skill 
and  conscientious  attention  to  all  patients,  soon  acquired 
a  large  practice.  Was  house  surgeon  at  the  Lynn  Hospi- 
tal one  year,  and  remained  on  its  medical  staff  until  his 
decease  ;  and  was  also  medical  examiner  of  the  Ancient 
Order  of  United  Workmen,  and  from  1888  to  1891  served 
the  city  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Health,  while  his 
membership  of  the  School  Committee  for  three  years  was 
efficient,  and  valuable  to  the  cause  of  education,  in  which 
he  took  deep  interest.  lie  was  a  member  of  the  Wash- 
ington Street  Baptist  Church,  and  an  active  worker  in  the 
V.  M.  C.  A.,  serving  on  the  Board  of  Directors.  He 
married  in  1888,  Ida  McDonald,  who,  with  two  children, 
Ruth  and  Frank  Donald,  survive  him. 


SAMUEL    HAWKES 
Who  was   born   in   Saugus,  December  4,  1816,  died   there 
March  24,  1903. 

He  was  the  son  of  Ahijah  and  Theodate  (Pratt) 
Hawkes. 

His  paternal  line  of  ancestry  was  from  Adam1,  (the 
immigrant)  John2,  Ebenezer1.  Samuel4,  Ebenezer5,  Ahi- 
jah1', Samuel". 

His  mother  descended  from  Richard  Pratt  (the  immi- 
grant) of  Charlestown,  who  came  from  Maldon,  Co. 
Essex,  England.

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The  succeeding  generations  of  the  Pratt  Family  lived 
in  Maiden  and  Lynn. 

Adam  Hawkes  also  came  to  Lynn  through  Charles- 
town,  where  he  sold  his  property  in  1634,  an^  ne  *s  found 
in  Lynn  in  the  original  division  of  the  land  in  1638  with  a 
grant  of  one  hundred  acres.  This  grant  was  in  that  part 
of  the  town  now  well  known  as  Hawkes'  Corner,  North 
Saugus,  and  the  site  of  Adam  Hawkes'  first  home,  Close 
Hill,  has  been  in  the  unbroken  holding  of  his  descendants 
since,  and  was  a  treasured  possession  of  Samuel  Hawkes, 
through  life. 

The  place  of  his  death  was  the  house  of  Richard 
Hawkes,  which  is  upon  the  site  of  the  second  house  built 
by  Adam  I  lawkes. 

Most  of  his  life  was  spent  in  the  near-by  house,  also 
upon  the  original  grant,  which  was  the  home  of  his 
father,  Ahijah  Hawkes,  who  the  year  before  Samuel's 
birth,  became  Chairman  of  the  first  Board  of  Selectmen 
of  the  newly  detached  town,  to  which  was  given  the 
ancient  name  of  the  original  plantation,  Saugus. 

Mr.  Hawkes  cast  his  first  Presidential  vote  for  Martin 
Van  Buren. 

He  was  a  democratic  member  of  the  General  Court  in 
1854,  tnc  ':ist  year  tnat  the  Commonwealth  had  a  Whig 
governor.     This  governor  was  Emory  Washburn. 

One  of  the  pleasant  memories  of  his  life,  to  which 
he  frequently  referred  was  his  appointment  by  Governor 
William  E.  Russell  as  a  delegate  to  the  National  Farmers' 
Congress  held  at  Sedalia,  Missouri,  November  10-11-12, 
1891.  He  attended  the  Congress.  His  associates  from 
Massachusetts  were  Ex-Governor  George  S.  Boutwell  and 
Philander  Williams  of  Taunton. 
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He  rendered  ellicient  service  as  Chairman  of  the 
Boards  of  Selectmen  and  Overseers  of  the  Poor  and  as 
Moderator  of  Town  Meetings. 

By  general  consent  his  suggestions  as  to  the  amount 
of  the  annual  appropriations  of  the  Town  were  adopted. 

He  was  deeply  interested  in  the  Essex  Agricultural 
Society  of  which  he  for  many  years  was  the  Saugus 
Trustee. 

He  was  a  frequent  and  effective  speaker  at  the 
Farmers'  Institutes  throughout  the  county. 

Although  reared  on  the  farm  he  never  followed 
general  farming,  but  was  known  as  a  successful  cranberry 
grower. 

He  was  also  a  lar^e  land  owner  and  from  him  the 
City  of  Lynn  acquired  the  title  to  the  greater  portion  of 
what  is  now  Walden  Pond. 

Mr.  Hawkes  was  never  married.  He  was  a  birth- 
right member  of  the  Society  of  Friends  and  through  life 
was  a  frequent  attendant  at  its  meetings. 

From  its  establishment  in  1888,  he  had  been  a  member 
of  the  Sinking  Fund  Commission  of  Saugus,  to  which 
he  was  re-elected  at  the  March  meeting,  though  known  to 
be  seriously  ill. 

In  his  death  the  Town  loses  its  best  equipped  and 
most  thoroughly  trustworthy  public  man. 

He  was  the  President  of  the  Hawkes  Family  Asso- 
ciation and  delivered  an  able  genealogical  address  at  the 
great  family  gathering  at  the  old  homestead  at  its  250th 
Anniversary  in  1880. 

Of  late  years  his  favorite  place  of  work  was  the 
Registry  of  Deeds  at  Salem,  where  he  became  the  recog- 
nized authority  upon  woodland  titles. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  Lynn  Historical  Society  and 
an  interested  attendant  at  its  meetings. 
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ELIHU    BURRITT    HAYES 

Was  horn  in  Lebanon,  Me.,  April  26,  1849.  H's  father 
was  a  tanner  and  also  a  shoemaker,  having  spent  some 
years  in  Lynn,  and  his  sons  were  instructed  in  both 
departments  of  labor.  He  attended  school  in  his  native 
village,  supplementing  his  instruction  with  a  course  in  a 
neighboring  academy,  and  became  a  school  teacher  in 
Farmington,  N.  II.  The  desire  for  an  education  was 
strong  within  him,  and  he  supplemented  his  meagre  school- 
ing with  a  course  of  extensive  and  selected  reading  which 
broadened  his  mind  and  trained  his  intellectual  powers, 
preparing  him  for  the  position  he  afterwards  attained  among 
thinking  men.  He  came  to  Lynn  in  the  early  70's,  find- 
ing employment  in  the  factory  of  the  late  Isaac  M.  Attwill, 
where  his  skill  as  a  craftsman,  and  his  frugality  enabled 
him  to  accumulate  suflicient  capital  to  embark  in  the  news- 
paper and  variety  goods  line.  Here  he  laid  the  foundation 
of  the  periodical  business  which  under  his  skillful  manage- 
ment became  one  of  the  best  paying  enterprises  of  the 
city.  He  disposed  of  his  general  business  in  1882,  and 
thereafter  devoted  himself  exclusively  to  the  newspaper 
trade  and  the  establishment  of  the  Hayes  Electrical  Svstem 
whereby  newspapers  are  distributed  by  the  various  trolley 
lines  to  the  sub-agencies. 

lie  was  early  drawn  toward  journalism  and  had  he 
devoted  his  whole  mind  to  it  would  have  become  a  noted 
member  of  the  profession.  He  was  a  stockholder  in  the 
Lynn  Bee,  a  paper  that  had  a  career  of  a  dozen  years  or 
more,  and  a  constant  contributor  to  its  columns.  For  two 
years  he  was  managing  editor  of  tin-  Boston  Advertiser. 
Frequently  preparing  articles  tor  the  press,  be  was  also  in 
touch  with  the  regular  staff  of  the  newspapers  of  this  and 
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other  cities,  and  his  habit  of  suggesting  topics  for  discus- 
sion, caused  him  to  be  recognized  as  at  least  a  semi-pro- 
fessional member  of  the  guild. 

As  soon  as  he  became  of  age  he  interested  himself  in 
politics,  and  from  that  time  to  his  death  he  was  an  acknowl- 
edged factor.  He  was  in  the  Board  of  Aldermen  in  1883, 
having  already  attained  prominence  in  connection  with 
State  and  Congressional  affairs.  He  was  in  the  State 
Legislature  in  1888-9-90  representing  Ward  Four  and 
Nahant.  He  was  the  founder  of  the  Republican  Club  of 
Massachusetts,  its  first  secretary,  and  later  its  president. 
He  was  mayor  of  the  city  in  1892  and  1893.  In  the  latter 
year  he  was  an  aspirant  for  the  Congressional  nomination, 
failing  of  it  by  a  narrow  margin.  His  successful  competitor 
was  defeated  at  the  polls,  and  at  the  end  of  the  term  Mr. 
Hayes  renewed  the  tight  but  without  success.  His  interest 
in  political  matters,  however,  did  hot  wane,  and  he  was  a 
factor  in  public  affairs  to  the  end  of  his  life.  For  three 
years  he  was  president  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  and  was  a 
trustee  of  the  Public  Library  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

During  his  legislative  career  he  succeeded  in  having 
the  Australian  ballot  law  enacted  ;  a  law  giving  a  public 
library  to  every  town  ;  a  constitutional  amendment  to  pre- 
vent loss  of  citizenship  when  a  voter  moved  from  one  town 
to  another ;  and  his  influence  on  general  legislation  was 
recognized  as  powerful. 

During  the  Spanish  war  he  did  magnificent  work  for 
the  soldiers  in  the  Massachusetts  Volunteer  Aid  Associa- 
tion, helping  to  raise  the  money  and  spreading  information 
that  secured  and  held  the  public  interest.  His  latest  work 
of  practical  philanthropy  may  well  be  termed  his  best,  his 
effort  to  secure  for  the  sightless,  books  that  they  can  read, 
and  the  establishment  of  a  department  for  them  in  the 
Public  Library. 
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On  April  26,  1875,  the  twenty-sixth  anniversary  of  his 
birth,  he  was  married  to  Miss  Amy  A.  Farnham,  and  two 
children  were  born  to  them.  One  died  in  infancy,  and  the 
other,  Eugene  F.  Hayes,  is  still  living. 

As  already  mentioned  he  was  a  member  of  the  Board 
of  Trade  and  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library. 
He  was  also  a  member  of  the  Lynn  Historical  Society,  the 
( )xford,  Republican  and  Swampscott  Clubs,  Golden  Fleece 
Lodge  of  Masons,  Abraham  Lincoln  Lodge  of  Knights  of 
Pythias,  and  other  minor  organizations. 

Mr.  Hayes  served  with  Charles  Francis  Adams  and 
William  W.  Crapo  on  the  commission  to  revise  the  State 
Railway  Laws.  He  was  offered  the  governorship  of  Porto 
Rico  and  a  place  on  the  Philippine  and  Panama  Canal 
Commissions,  which  honorable  positions  the  state  of  his 
health  compelled  him  to  decline. 

He  was  a  man  of  strong  individuality,  of  original 
thought,  and  full  of  suggestive  activity.  He  enjoyed  the 
confidence  and  friendship  of  men  high  in  the  councils  of 
the  nation,  and  yet  he  was  a  man  of  the  people,  and  one 
whom  it  was  hard  to  spare. 

He  died  April  1,  1903,  after  a  life  of  usefulness  which 
extended  it  far  beyond  the  limit  indicated  by  his  years. 


JOHN    LEWIS    LORING 

Was  born  in  North  Yarmouth,  Me.,  Jan.  10,  1818.  His 
mother  was  Susan  Robinson,  who  was  born  in  1793, 
married  in  1 S09  Davis  Loring,  of  North  Yarmouth  and 
died  in  Lynn  in  1:853,  at  the  age  of  60  years.  She  was 
the  daughter  of  John  Robinson,  who  married  Lydia  Lind- 
say Wilson  ;    her    grandfather  John    Lewis    lived    in    what 


JOHN  LEWIS   LORIN 
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was  called  the  Lindsay  House,  on  South  Common  street, 
where  now  is  the  State  Armory.  He  was  an  officer  in  the 
English  Custom's  Service,  and  died  in  New  York  City 
October  6,  1780,  at  the  age  of  36  years.  Mr.  Loring's 
father  was  a  sea  faring  man,  and  died  when  John  was 
young.  John  also  followed  the  sea  for  awhile,  and  at  the 
age  of  14  years,  in  1832,  his  mother  moved  to  Lynn  and 
John  was  apprenticed  to  George  Atkinson  to  learn  the 
trade  of  a  shoemaker,  which  trade  he  learned  to  perfec- 
tion, becoming  one  of  the  first  in  the  craft.  He  followed 
the  trade  for  some  20  or  more  years,  and  later  took  up  the 
occupation  of  a  cutter,  and  was  always  in  demand  on 
account  of  his  good  judgment  and  faithfulness.  He 
continued  at  that  .business  tor  many  years  when  he  retired 
from  active  labor,  having  by  his  economical  habits,  secured 
what  he  deemed  sullicient  to  carry  him  through  the  journey 
of  life.  He  was  a  man  of  strict  integrity  of  character  and 
lived  an  honest  and  consistent  life,  having  a  great  respect 
for  his  adopted  town  and  citv,  and  had  watched  its  growth 
from  the  12x14  shoemakers'  shops  to  the  four  and  eight 
story  structures  of  to-day,  having  seen  the  town  grow 
from  seven  to  eight  thousand  inhabitants  to  a  city  of 
75,000  or  more.  His  early  days  were  spent  at  West  Lynn, 
but  for  more  than  50  years  he  resided  in  Ward  Four,  and 
so  was  considered  one  of  the  "  Old  Boys  of  Ward  Four." 
He  was  married  to  Lydia  B.  Hawkes,  daughter  of  David 
and  Hannah  Hawkes,  in  Lynn,  June  26,  1845,  by  Rev. 
M.  Sanford  of  Lynn,  and  they  lived  happily  together  for 
some  40  or  more  years,  when  his  wife  was  taken  away. 
After  the  death  of  his  wife  Mr.  Loring  continued  to 
occupy  the  same  premises,  and  took  care  of  himself  as 
best  suited  his  taste.  He  took  great  interest  in  what  was 
going  on   in   the  world,  being    a   great    reader,  and    was   a 
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daily  reader  of  the  Boston  Journal  which  paper  he  had 
every  day  for  40  or  more  years.  He  was  also  interested 
in  the  politics  of  the  nation,  and  was  in  the  olden  times  a 
member  of  the  Whig  party,  and  held  on  to  the  principles 
of  that  party  as  they  were  held  by  Webster  and  Clay.  He 
was  much  interested  in  the  reforms  of  the  day,  and  took  a 
stand  with  the  Anti-Slavery  people  in  the  early  days,  and 
as  the  question  entered  into  politics  he  naturally  took  hold 
of  the  Free  Soil  party,  following  in  the  lead  of  Wilson, 
Sumner,  and  others  of  that  stamp,  who  had  also  been 
Whigs,  but  left  when  the  Slavery  question  seemed  to  need 
their  aid ;  and  from  this  came  the  Republican  party  of 
to-day.  Mr.  Loring's  first  vote  was  for  General  William 
Henry  Harrison,  in  1840,  and  he  continued  to  vote  with 
that  party  up  to  1848,  when  he  gave  his  support  to  the 
Free  Soil  Party,  and  from  that  to  the  Republican  Party. 
He  never  neglected  to  vote  at  any  election,  and  always 
attended  the  caucuses  of  this  party.  He  was  a  man  of 
strong  convictions,  holding  to  his  views  with  great  tenacity, 
a  man  of  good  cheer,  and  a  welcome  visitor  at  places 
where  he  was  accustomed  to  call,  never  joining  any  of 
the  fraternal  orders,  being  opposed  to  secret  societies. 
I  le  was  a  member  of  the  Old  Lynn  Light  Infantry  in  its 
palmy  days  ;  joined  the  Historical  Society  on  September  4, 
1900,  and  was  much  interested  in  the  same.  He  lived  an 
honest  and  upright  life,  and  was  much  respected,  surviving 
to  a  good  old  age,  and  died  on  July  9,  1903,  aged  85 
years  and  five  months.  I  lis  burial  was  in  Pine  Grove 
Cemetery. 
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EMMA    RHODES    ALLEY 

Was  born  at  Lynn  October  15,  1846,  and  died  September 
15,  1903.  She  was  the  oldest  child  of  John  Bassett  and 
Hannah  Maria  (Rhodes)  Alley. 

I  [er  lather  in  his  day  was  one  of  Lynn's  most  prominent 
and  widely  known  citizens,  was  a  member  of  Congress  for 
eight  years  dining  the  period  of  the  Civil  War,  and  for 
some  years  afterwards  made  Washington  his  residence. 

Emma  R.,  who  was  never  married,  lived  with  her 
father  these  eventful  years,  and  a  taste  for  travel  carried 
her  into  many  foreign  countries.  Naturally  an  intelligent 
observer,  she  became  an  extremely  interesting  person  to 
meet.  Kind,  unassuming  and  lovable,  she  made  hosts  of 
friends  who  sincerely  mourn  her  loss. 

Miss  Alley  was  of  Quaker  stock.  The  common 
ancestor  of  the  family  in  this  country  was  Hugh  Alley,  born 
in  England  1607,  who  came  to  Lynn  in  1634,  and  was  the 
first  settler  in  Nahant  (1638),  where  he  died  in  1674. 

Hugh,  1652-1729;  Benjamin,  1694-1756;  John,  1738- 
1807  ;  John,  1777-1851  ;  John  B.,  1817-1896:  the  sons  of 
John  B.,  John  S.  and  William  II.  continue  the  male  line  of 
American  descent. 


EDWARD  SYLVANUS  NEWHALL 
Was  born  in  Lynn,  March  16,  1840.  His  father  dying 
when  he  was  quite  young,  his  grandfather,  Sylvanus  New- 
hall,  adopted  him,  and  became  at  once  his  father  as  well  as 
his  grandfather.  He  grew  up  as  other  Lynn  boys  did, 
learned  the  art  of  making  shoes,  and  was  connected  with 
that  industry  in  various  Ways  for  over  thirty  years.  At 
one  time  he  manufactured  shoes  in  the  firm  of  Wellington 
&  Newhall.  He  took  a  special  interest  in  Goldfish  Pond, 
was  its  most  ardent  champion,  secured  the  planting  of  trees 
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around  it,  and  the  building  of  a  substantial  wall,  and  never 
tired  of  efforts  to  make  this  historic  as  well  as  lovely  spot 
one  of  the  beautiful  parks  of  our  city. 

Giving  up  the  shoe  trade  for  real  estate  and  insurance, 
he  became  associated  with  Jacob  M .  Lewis,  and  for  several 
years  the  firm  of  Lewis  &  Nevvhall,  carried  on  that  line  of 
business.  Later,  the  firm  dissolved  and  Mr.  Newhall  con- 
tinued the  business  on  his  own  account.  He  made  a  spec- 
iality of  developing  properties  and  securing  the  land  now 
covered  by  the  estates  bordering  on  Ocean  terrace,  he  laid 
out  the  lots,  and  secured  purchasers  and'  helped  to  make 
it  one  of  the  most  attractive  of  residental  streets.  His  own 
beautiful  home  was  located  on  the  terrace.  He  had  a  rare 
talent  for  public  improvement,  and  early  became  interested 
in  the  Oceanside  boulevard,  and  spared  no  effort  to  secure 
its  acceptance  as  a  part  of  the  Metropolitan  Park  System 
of  the  Commonwealth.  The  day  before  he  died  being  out 
driving  with  his  family,  he  passed  down  Wolcott  road  to 
the  land  taken  for  the  boulevard,  and  drove  over  it  to  his 
home  on  the  terrace,  probably  the  first  carriage  to  pass 
that  way.  On  this  day  he  passed  through  La  Fayette 
Park,  and  pointing  to  the  pond  and  its  improvements,  he 
remarked,  "  There  is  my  monument/* 

Mr.  Newhall  was  a  man  of  fine  public  spirit,  of  gener- 
ous impulses,  fully  in  love  with  his  native  city,  loyal  to  all 
her  interests,  and  anxious  for  her  continued  prosperitv . 
With  a  spirit  of  true  charity  no  worthy  object  failed  to  enlist 
his  sympathy.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Lynn  Historical 
Society,  the  Oxford  Club,  Park  Club  and  Sagamore  Tribe 
<>!  Red  Men.  lb-  was  one  of  Master  King's  School  Boys 
and  an  officer  in  the  organization.  He  was  an  attendant 
upon  the  services  oi   tin-  First  Universalist  church. 

Mr.  Newhall  was  thrice  married,  his  first  wife  being 
Mary    E.    (/raves   and    his     second,    her   sister,   Sarah   W. 
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Graves,  who  bore  him  two  daughters,  Anne  M.  and 
Elizabeth  H.  His  latest  marriage  was  with  Louise  J. 
Marcy,  who  with  his  daughter  survives  him. 

Mr.  NewhalPs  death  came  suddenly  after  an  illness  of 
only  two  days,  disease  of  the  heart  being  the  fatal  cause. 
He  passed  away  November  6,  1903,  aged  sixty-three 
years. 


MISS    ABBY    M.   HENDERSON. 

One  of  the  oldest  members  of  the  Lynn  Historical  Society, 
died  at  her  home,  79  Nahant  street,  November  6,  1903,  at 
the  age  of  80  years  and  10  months.  She  was  born  in  Salem, 
January  20,  1823,  the  daughter  of  Joseph  and  Mary 
(Glazier)  Henderson.  Her  mother  died  in  the  infancy 
of  the  daughter,  who  commenced  at  a  very  early  age  to 
learn  the  business  of  dressmaking,  and  when  about  fifteen 
years  old  she  came  to  Lynn,  wrhere  some"  of  her  relatives 
resided,  and  opened  parlors  for  the  pursuit  of  her  chosen 
calling  ;  and  her  most  excellent  taste  and  workmanship 
soon  attracted  to  her  the  attention  of  the  best  people  here, 
whose  patronage  continued  with  her.  On  the  20th  of 
January  of  last  year  she  celebrated  the  80th  anniversary  of 
her  birth  by  a  reception  which  was  attended  by  a  large 
number  from  Lynn  and  other  cities.  She  retained  the 
active  management  of  her  extensive  business  to  within  a 
very  short  time  of  her  decease.  She  took  a  lively  interest 
in  charities  of  the  city,  especially  in  the  Lynn  Hospital  and 
the  Home  for  Aged  Women.  An  aged  lady,  a  companion 
of  Miss  Henderson's  youthful  years,  relates  that  her  memory 
was  wonderfully  retentive,  and  she  sometimes,  after  hear- 
ing a  lecture  or  sermon,  could  repeat  it  almost  word  for 
word.      Her  graciousness  of    manner   and  kindlv  instincts 
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made  her  a  favorite  in  a  very  large  circle  of  friends.  She 
was  of  Revolutionary  stock,  her  grandfather  Henderson 
having  served  on  the  seas  during  that  war  and  was  in 
several  engagements  with  British  vessels. 


PHILIP   AUGUSTUS    CHASE, 

One  of  the  incorporators  of  the  Lynn  Historical  Society 
and  its  first  president,  found  in  Lynn  a  birthplace,  home 
and  grave,  having  been  born  November  13,  1834,  anc^  cned 
December  16,  1903. 

1  le  was  the  eighth  in  descent  from  Aquila  and  Thomas 
Chase,  who  are  supposed  to  be  descended  from  the  Chases 
of  Chesham,  England,  joining  in  the  third  generation  as 
follows  : 

lAquilla  Chase,  born  at  Cornwall,  England  in  1618, 
received  a  grant  of  land  in  Hampton,  N.  II.,  in  1640,  and 
another  in  Newbury,  Mass.,  in  1646,  and  it  is  assumed 
removed  to  the  last-named  place  in  that  year.  He  died 
there  December  27,  1670.  Married  Ann,  daughter  of 
David  Wheeler  of  Hampton,  N.  H.,  about  1644,  and  had 
eleven  children. 

2John  Chase,  third  son  of  Aquila,  born  November  2, 
1655,  married  Elizabeth  Bingley,  May  23,  1677.  He  died 
February  22,  1740. 

John  Chase,  credibly  assumed  to  be  the  son  of  John2, 
born  August  27,  1681,  married  Abigail  Chase,  grand- 
daughter of  Thomas,  brother  of  Aquila. 

'Thomas  Chase,  brother  of  Aquila,  born  at  Cornwall, 
England  and  was  made  a  freeman  of  the  Colony  of  Massa- 
chusetts l>a\  in  [636,  also  had  a  grant  of  land  in  Hampton, 
N.  11.,  in  1640.  He  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of 
Thomas  Philbrick,  in  1652,  and  had  five  children. 
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2James  Chase,  born  1649  and  died  1703.  He  married 
Elizabeth  Green,  September  2,  1675,  and  had  three 
children. 

3Abigail  Chase,  born  August  27,  1681,  married  John 
Chase  (3  above) . 

Both  lines. 

4John  Chase,  born  September  18,  1708,  will  proved 
September  25,  1776.  Married  Anna  Rnndlett  March  27, 
1729. 

5Daniel  Chase,  born  April  17,  1741,  married  Jane 
Rundlett  of  Seabrook,  N.  IT. 

'Jacob  Chase,  born  May  15,  1769,  died  December  18, 
1844,  married  March  17,  1795,  Lncy  Berry  of  Lvnnfield, 
who  died  January  12,  1842.      They  moved  to  Lynn  where 

7Philip  Chase,  born  March  2,  1806,  died  May  23,  1887, 
married  December  1,  1829,  Abby  Wilbur  Boyce,  born 
December  3,  1807,  died  March  21,  1857. 

8Philip  Augustus  Chase,  born  November  13,  1834, cuec^ 
December  16,  1903.  Married  Alice  B.  Peirce  September  1, 
1863,  who. survives  him  with  three  sons  and  two  daughters. 

He  was  in  sympathy  with  movements  toward  develop- 
ing the  recognition  of  Essex  as  the  most  historic  county  in 
America,  and  actively  co-operated  in  the  organization  of 
the  Lynn  Historical  Society. 

The  record  of  his  business  partnerships,  corporate 
positions  and  official  stations  have  all  been  matters  of  recent 
publication,  yet  it  is  not  too  much  to  submit  that  this  career 
will  ultimately  be  adjudged  as  that  of  Lynn's  most  useful 
citizen  ;  and  the  short  perspective  of  less  than  a  twelve- 
month may  not  be  too  recent  to  warrant  some  conclusions 
upon  the  purpose  of  his  life  work. 

His  conservative,  logical  method  of  treating  the  affairs 
of  each  day  in  compliance  with  the  injunction  to  "  under- 
take nothing  of  which  thou  hast   not   well    considered   the 
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end,"  applies  as  fully  to  his  whole  career  ;  for  it  was  a  con- 
tinual advance,  taking  up  with  problems  first  for  himself, 
and  then  with  the  opportunities  of  maturer  age,  applying 
his  greater  experience  to  the  weal  of  communities,  even  to 
those  of  time  to  come. 

Alter  the  High  School,  he  worked  in  a  leather  store  in 
Boston  for  about  a  year,  and  was  never  employed  by  any- 
body again;  for  he  established  a  shoe  manufacturing 
business  in  Lynn,  from  which  he  retired  in  affluent  circum- 
stances twenty-six  years  later. 

It  has  been  said  that  he  never  mastered  the  technical 
side  of  shoe  manufacturing. 

Be  it  so,  without  prejudice,  but  the  results  show  that 
from  early  years  he  must  have  been  a  past  master  in  obtain- 
ing, achievements  of  those  matters  for  which  business  is 
conducted,  and  it  is  to  his  credit  that  he  knew  enough  to 
associate  with  himself  men  who  did  know  leather  and  the 
cordwainer's  art  of  the  day.  If  his  hands  were  not  con- 
structive, his  mind  was  especially  so,  particularly  in  its  fer- 
tility of  original  expedients. 

I  le  was  a  pioneer  in  the  introduction  of  shoe  machinery, 
being  for  some  devices  the  first,  and  for  others  the  second 
<>i   1  bird  to  use  them  in  this  city. 

lie  once  related  that  during  the  first  year  of  the  bus- 
iness there  were  no  profits,  but  he  did  learn  what  grades  of 
standard  shoes  were  the  most  profitable,  and  his  shop  was 
concentrated  upon  those  lines  with  the  natural  result  which 
attends  the  manufacture  of  specialties,  he  was  able  to  pro- 
duce  them  at  lower  cost  than  could  be  done  by  others  mak- 
ing a  diversity  of  lines. 

lie  realized  that  more  men  are  ruined  by  bad  book- 
keeping than  by  bad  debts,  and  accurate  methods  of  cost 
keeping  were  kept  well  in  hand,  the  raw  material  was 
bought  shrewdly  ami  the  goods  sold  cautiously. 
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With  years  of  profits  and  of  prudence,  surplus  hinds 
were  kept  in  available  form  and  the  nimble  penny  had  its 
run  ahead  of  the  slow  shilling. 

Institutions  of  trust  sought  his  services  and  he  was 
invited  to  the  board  of  several  banks. 

First  as  director,  then  as  vice-president  and  finally 
president,  he  was  connected  with  the  Central  National  Bank 
for  twenty-one  years. 

When  in  control  he  took  the  unusual  course  that  no 
director  should  obtain  any  loans  at  the  bank,  and  by  this 
drastic  method  stopped  reprehensible  practices  by  members 
of  the  board  in  financiering  transactions  which  if  sound 
should  have  been  done  by  the  bank,  and  if  hazardous  should 
be  shunned.  He  established  the  bank  on  the  basis  of  that 
confidence  which  is  essential  to  all  credits,  and  on  his 
retirement  he  submitted  his  personal  obligation  drawn  in 
legal  form  guaranteeing  every  note  which  the  bank  held, 
and  all  of  this  paper  was  paid  by  the  makers. 

Keen  discernment  of  character,  wide  acquaintance  and 
available  memory  made  him  an  extensive  and  accurate 
judge  of  credits.  He  was  endowed  with  the  genius  which 
takes  infinite  pains. 

In  financial  matters  he  sought  information  but  not 
advice  ;  and  in  his  conclusions  he  was  as  self-reliant  as 
Napoleon,  and  when  that  conclusion  was  reached  the 
incident  was  closed  and  he  was  ready  for  concentration  upon 
the  next  matter,  for  he  finished  his  work  as  he  went  along. 
As  president  of  the  Lynn  Institution  for  Savings  for 
twenty-eight  years  he  devoted  time  and  skill  towards  the 
conservation  of  the  trust,  in  caring  for  the  aggregation  of 
small  amounts  entrusted  for  safe  investment. 

During  this  time  he  rendered  these  valuable  services 
without  pay  until  after  the  death  of  the  treasurer,  Mr.  David 
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H.  Sweetser,  when  he  accepted  at  the  insistence  of  the 
trustees  a  stipend  so  meagre  as  to  be  considered  an  honor- 
arium rather  than  a  salary. 

During  this  long  administration  covering  the  mutations 
of  financial  history  through  the  perils  of  inflation  and  the 
hazards  of  contraction  he  was  never  swerved  by  the  difficult 
conditions  which  prevailed. 

So  much  for  his  work  of  the  day. 

The  public  part  of  his  career  came  later  in  life  when 
he  acknowledged  "the  obligation  a  man  owes  to  the  town 
he  lives  in"  by  accepting  an  election  to  the  School  Com- 
mittee. Like  many  others  he  expected  to  find  laxity  and 
extravagance,  but  his  investigations  caused  him  to  lead  the 
movement  which  increased  the  salaries  of  the  teachers, 
whom  he  declared  to  be  underpaid. 

After  his  term  on  the  School  Board  his  life  was 
devoted  to  the  public  service  in  strange  contradistinction  to 
his  former  method  of  concentration  solely  upon  his  own 
interests. 

Still  retaining  his  modest  and  unassuming  mien,  he 
never  yielded, — for  he  was  a  yielding  man  as  long  as  he 
had  his  own  way — to  the  importunities  of  his  friends  and 
allow  them  them  to  present  his  name  for  nomination  to  the 
mayoralty  and  also  the  National  House,  yet  in  his  own  way 
valiant  public  service  was  done  in  his  self-assumed  mission 
for  the  poor  and  unfortunate. 

The  Lynn  Hospital  was  a  creature  of  his  inception. 

He  visited  other  institutions,  studied  the  conditions 
governing  small  hospitals,  interrogated  physicians  to  dis- 
traction and  enlisted  the  co-operation  of  his  fellow-towns- 
iim'ii  t<>  a  scheme  particularly  fitting  in  its  adoption  of  means 
which  were  feasible  to  reach  certain  ends.  He  was  its  first 
president,  and  named  it  in  his  last  testament. 
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The  foothills  of  the  western  part  of  the  city  comprise 
a  large  tract  of  wild  land  which  became  of  little  value  after 
the  introduction  of  coal  had  displaced  the  general  use  of 
firewood.  This  tract  was  too  sterile  for  cultivation  and  its 
hilly  contour  had  prevented  its  being  traversed  by  high- 
ways. 

It  was  a  resort  for  lovers  of  nature  and  a  playground 
for  the  boys  ;  family  picnics  were  held  in  favorite  glens, 
and  groups  of  young  people  made  afternoon  pilgrimages 
into  this  tract, 

"  As  through  the  meadows  blackberry  twined. 
Reuben  and  Dorothy  lagged  behind. 
And  closer  and  closer,  for  fear  of  harm 
The  maiden  clung  to  her  lover's  arm." 

The  ponds  furnishing  the  water  supply  for  the  city  lay 
in  its  vales,  but  their  salubrity  was  threatened  by  the  efforts 
of  promoters  in  induce  settlement  upon  the  picturesque 
slopes  ;  commercial  conditions  fortunately  intervened  and 
the  house  lots  became  a  gravel  pit. 

Certain  lovers  of  the  woods  in  their  sentiment  lest  fur- 
ther efforts  for  establishing  dwellings  here  should  prevail 
formed  the  Lynn  Forest  Association  whose  minced  up  sub- 
scriptions bought  several  small  tracts  amounting  in  the 
aggregate  to  about  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres  to  be  held 
forever  open  in  perpetuity,  and  it  is  important  to  note  that 
the  registration  of  their  deed  of  trust,  December  6,  1881, 
was  the  first  instance  in  this  country  where  the  agitation  for 
forest  preservation  extended  beyond  the  flow  of  words  and 
ink,  and  achieved  the  legal  ownership  of  land  for  that 
purpose. 

This  initial  effort  was  exhausted  at  this  point  and  the 
results  were  so  minute  in  their  relation  to  the  complete 
opportunity  that  they  were  relatively  futile  ;  for  the  acquire- 
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ment  of  2,000  acres  in  tangled  titles  was  a  business  proposi- 
tion needing  strong  hands  and  legal  provisions  for  which 
there  were  no  precedents  in  this  new  problem. 

To  supply  this  deficit  in  the  statutes,  the  Municipal 
Park  Act  was  drafted,  passed  by  the  Legislature  largely 
through  the  efforts  of  Mr.  Chase,  who  appeared  at  the  State 
House  in  a  new  role,  and  then  made  operative  by  its 
acceptance  by  the  City  of  Lynn. 

The  whole  Commonwealth  shared  in  the  benefits  of 
this  legislation  which  enabled  Lynn  to  acquire  the  largest 
municipal  park  in  the  country. 

To  obtain  title  to  all  the  lands  in  the  tract  required  keen 
management.  Much  of  the  property  had  been  considered 
so  absolutely  worthless  that  heirs  had  forgotten  their 
inheritances,  and  assignees  had  ignored  these  wood  lots  as 
assets.  For  those  who  acted  the  part  of  obstructionists  the 
law  provided  means  for  equitable  transfers. 

In  like  manner  Mr.  Chase  initiated  the  Metropolitan 
Park  System  and  also  the  Public  Reservations,  and  in  this 
work  enlisted  the  willing  service  of  competent  men  through- 
out the  Commonwealth. 

It  was  but  natural  that  he  should  have  been  placed 
on  the  commissions  in  charge  of  these  measures,  and  he 
devoted  himself  most  assiduously  to  their  organization,  and 
entered  into  the  preliminary  work  of  acquiring  and  devel- 
oping tor  the  public-  use  these  points  of  natural  attractive- 
ness which  are  the  pride  of  the  Bay  State. 

It  appears  as  if  as  soon  as  he  considered  any  of  these 
enterprises  to  be  well  established  that  it  was  time  for  him  to 
withdraw  from  active  direction  in  the  measure  and  to  seek 
other  like  means  of  practical  philanthropy. 

A  charter  member  of  the  Oxford  Club,  he  approved 
the   course  of    management  so   well   that    he    would  never 
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accept  office.  He  dearly  loved  minority  and  knew  that 
minorities  governed,  but  in  this  instance  his  sentiments  were 
those  of  the  majority. 

Of  his  connection  with  large  business  enterprises 
beyond  the  town  borders,  this  paper  has  nothing  to  state 
except  to  make  the  reminder  that  the  association  of  his  name 
with  any  undertaking  was  an  assurance  in  the  public  con- 
fidence that  it  was  honestly  managed  on  a  solvent  basis. 

His  benefactions  were  many,  peculiar  and  secretive. 
His  heart  was  not  on  his  coat  sleeve  and  an  impassive 
expression  may  have  concealed  sympathy.  The  dissipated 
never  received  a  coin  to  be  squandered  for  another  drink, 
nor  were  the  indolent  provided  with  means  for  continuing 
in  idleness.  The  itinerant  subscription  paper  might  not 
receive  his  signature,  but  if  the  cause  appealed  to  his  judg- 
ment the  beneficiary  would  receive  a  remembrance. 

While  rambling  through  the  woods  which  his  efforts 
had  conserved  to  the  people,  he  would  disclose  traces  of 
sentiment  not  observable  in  commercial  surroundings  and 
quotations  of  poetry,  especially  those  from  the  sylvan 
poems  of  Whittier  would  be  aptly  recited. 

On  stormy  Sundays  he  was  regular  at  church  service 
because  he  felt  that  there  was  at  such  times  need  of  encour- 
agement of  numbers  to  the  minister. 

Following  Emerson's  exhortation,  the  edification  of 
travel  was  reserved  for  the  most  part  until  later  years,  dur- 
ing which  he  traversed  this  country,  visited  Mexico  and 
made  several  trips  to  Europe. 

He  was  a  general  reader  of  what  he  deemed  would  be 
of  service  to  his  needs,  and  not  what  other  people  thought 
would  be  of  interest  to  him.  Like  President  Lincoln,  he 
was  a  close  reader  of  newspapers,  with  the  logical  result 
of  being  replete  with  information  on  matters  pertaining  to 
the  live  issues  of  the  present  dav. 
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In  this  brief  review  of  a  few  salient  points  in  the  career 

of  a  business  man  who  probably  did  more  to  cause  the 
initiation  and  execution  of  new  policies  in  the  affairs  of  this 
Commonwealth  than  any  other  man  in  private  life,  there 
are  anomalies  which  may  not  be  definitely  explained. 

In  early  life  there  was  a  singleness  of  purpose  in 
application  to  business,  without  any  indication  of  a  tendency 
to  digress  towards  anything  which  did  not  apply  directly 
to  the  end  to  be  served,  following  the  motto  of  Samuel 
Buxton,  the  great  Bristol  merchant,  "to  buy  in  the  cheapest 
and  sell  in  the  dearest  market." 

Then  as  maturer  years  came  apace,  there  was  the 
application  with  equal  assiduity  and  greater  apparent  enthu- 
siasm to  original  lines  of  work  for  the  benefit  of  the  less 
fortunate. 

While  there  is  not  the  remembrance  of  a  word  ot 
explanation  on  his  part,  yet  the  whole  make-up  of  the  man 
indicates  that  early  in  life  he  laid  out  its  course  based  upon 
a  strong  commercial  beginning  to  intrench  against  the 
mutations  of  fortune,  and  to  be  followed  by  the  philanthropic 
course  of  later  years. 

I  Ie  knew  that  Jerusalem  was  not  the  only  city  which 
stoned  the  prophets,  and  he  took  ample  precautions  not  to 
follow  tin-  death  beds  of  John  Adam  Dagyr  or  Ebenezer 
Breed. 

Cicero  said  that  we  all  are  imbued  with  a  desire  to 
make  ourselves  equal  to  posterity  ;  and  it  is  without  question 
that  with  the  rest  of  humanity  Mr.  Chase  had  an  honorable 
satisfaction  in  the  deserved  appreciation  of  his  townspeople, 
but  his  C^iaker  inheritance  demanded  that  it  must  be  latent 
.ind  not  vociferous  nor  measured  by  the  counting  of  votes. 

On  one  occasion,  he  seemed  to  appreciate  a  story  about 
a  little  boy  who  said  that  he  "  had  thanked  the  lady  for  the 
candy,  but  did  not  tell  her  so  " 
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The  Commonwealth  was  recently  called  upon  to  part 
with  her  senior  senator  in  the  fullness  of  years  after  a  cul- 
tured life  in  her  service,  and  his  last  words  may  have 
expressed  the  parting  thought  of  our  fellow  member:  "I 
have  done  the  best  that  I  could.  I  have  always  loved  this 
town  and  its  people." 


GELIA   LUELLA   GERRY, 

Daughter  of  James  Sweet  and  Mary  A.  (Megquier)  Gerry, 
was  born  in  Poland,  Maine,  October  21,  1846,  and  died  in 
Lynn,  December  23,  1903.  She  came  to  Lynn  thirty-five 
years  ago.  Her  father,  James  Sweet  Gerry,  was  the  son 
of  Jacob  Gerry,  born  in  Harvard,  Mass.,  November  26, 
1786.  He  married  March  1807,  Dorethy  March,  born  in 
Falmouth,  Maine,  May  1,  1787.  For  eleven  years  Miss 
Gerry  had  been  in  the  dry  and  fancy  goods  business  at 
135  Broad  street.  For  some  time  after  coming  to  Lynn 
she  ran  a  stitching  room  for  the  firm  of  Faunce  &  Spinney, 
doing  the  work  under  contract.  About  eleven  years  ago 
she  and  her  sister,  Mrs.  A.  E.  Megquier,  entered  into  the 
business  as  stated  above  under  the  firm  name  of  G.  L. 
Gerry  &  Co.,  and  have  continued  under  that  name  and  at 
the  same  stand  from  that  time. 

Miss  Gerry  had  not  been  wholly  well  for  some  years, 
but  up  to  a  week  before  her  decease  she  was  able  to  be 
about  the  store,  and  attend  to  her  business  as  usual.  On 
December  22,  1903,  she  was  attacked  by  the  illness  that 
ended  in  her  death,  which  took  the  form  of  an  ulceration  of 
the  stomach.  She  was  widely  and  well  known  throughout 
the  eastern  part  of  the  city,  and  beside  a  large  circle  of 
friends,  she  will  be  mourned  by  her  mother,  who  lives  at 
Norway,  Me.,  a  brother,  J.  A.  Gerry,  of  Mechanics  Falls, 
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Mc.  a  sister,  Mrs.  Frank  Kimball,  of  Norway,  Me.,  and 
by  her  sister,  of  this  city,  with  whom  she  was  associated  in 
business.      She  joined  the  Society  December  30,  1901. 


EUNICE    SMITH    (PIKE)    WITHERELL 
Was    born    in    Cornish,    Me.,    September    21,     1824,   and 
died  in  Lynn,  December  25,  1903,  fifth  child  of  Noah  and 
Abigail  (Ripley)  Pike.. 

On  the  paternal  side,  she  was  the  seventh  generation 
from  John  Pike  of  Newbury  and  Salisbury,  and  on  the 
maternal  side  seventh  generation  from  William  Ripley  of 
I  liimham. 

She  came  to  Lynn  at  the  age  of  ten  years  and  lived 
with  her  aunt,  Mrs.  Benjamin  Richardson  who  lived  on 
North  Common  street,  until  her  marriage  September  7, 
[845,  to  I  vers  L.  Witherell  with  whom  she  passed  over 
fifty-eight  years  of  wedded  life.  She  leaves  besides  her 
husband  a  son,  John  H.  and  daughter,  Anna  L.  (Mrs. 
Lewis  I).  Dunn)  three  grandchildren  and  five  great  grand- 
children. 

She  attended  the  Unitarian  church  and  was  always  a 
faithful  and  devoted  member  during  her  lifetime.  A 
member  of  the  Lynn  Historical  Society  and  also  of  the 
Lynn  Woman's  Club,  where  she  was  always  a  constant 
attendant  as  long  as  her  health  permitted.  She  made 
friends  wherever  she  went,  and  this  friendship  and  respect 
was  always  retained.  To  her  nearby  friends  and  neigh- 
bors her  death  is  a  personal  loss.  Her  bright  cheerful 
presence  in  time  of  gladness  and  her  sweet  loving  sym- 
pathy in  time  of  sorrow  endeared  her  to  all. 

She  lias  gone  from  us  but  she  will  ever  remain  with 
us  in  spirit  and  lo\  e. 


JAMES    THOMPSON  MOULTON. 
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JAMES  THOMPSON  MOULTON 
Was  born  in  Poultney,  Vt.,  Nov.  2,  1824,  the  son  of 
Joseph  and  Relief  (Todd)  Moulton,  and  died  in  Lynn, 
December  31,  1903.  He  lived  a  short  time  in  Schenectady 
and  Watertown,  N.  Y.,  and  came  to  Lynn  when  he  was  a 
boy  of  10,  and  since  then  has  made  his  home  here.  Ik- 
descended  from  the  old  Mansfield  family,  through  his 
maternal  grandmother,  his  father  having  been  born  in  the 
Mansfield  house  still  standing  at  the  corner  of  Moulton 
and  Boston  streets,  and  which  was  built  in  1665.  Mr. 
Moulton  was  for  many  years  associated  with  his  father 
and  brother  (the  late  Joseph  T.  Moulton)  in  the  leather 
business,  but  retired  in  1871,  and  devoted  his  time  to  the 
collection  of  rare  old  books,  antique  furniture  and  bric-a- 
brac,  lie  made  six  visits  to  England,  Scotland  and 
Ireland,  on  live  of  which  he  was  accompanied  by  his  wife, 
combining  pleasure  with  business,  securing  while  abroad 
many  rare  and  beautiful  objects  to  add  to  his  collection. 
He  had  one  of  the  best  collections  of  Bibles  in  the  country, 
one  of  them  dated  in  1600,  and  another  even  earlier.  His 
business  dealings  were  characterized  by  the  strictest  integ- 
rity,  and  his  word  was  literally  as  good  as  his  bond. 

He  married  first  Louisa  Williams  of  Saugus,  and 
their  union  extended  over  22  years.  He  next  married 
Helen  Palmer  of  Medford,  who  survives  him.  He  lefl 
four  children,  Mrs.  Charles  F.  Hastings,  of  Dorchester, 
Joseph  Moulton  of  Lynn,  David  W.  Moulton  of  Fitch- 
burg,  and  Mrs.  Harry  Currier  of  Medford,  one  grand- 
child, and  two  great  grandchildren.  He  was  a  member 
of  William  Sutton  Lodge,  F.  A.  M.,  of  Saugus,  the 
Lynn  Historical  Society,  and  the  Houghton  Horticultural 
Society. 
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DANIEL   BROWN    MOULTON 

Was  born  in  Lynn,  January  23,  1834,  and  passed  away 
January  1,  1904.  His  father  was  a  sea  captain,  but 
in  1853  retired  from  that  calling  and  removed  with  his 
family  to  Lynn.  He  engaged  in  the  clothing  business  on 
Market  street,  with  his  son  as  an  assistant.  The  father 
afterwards  became  a  shoe  manufacturer,  when  the  subject 
of  this  sketch  became  employed  in  the  clothing  house  of 
Leopold  Morse,  in  Boston,  continuing  there  until  1869, 
when  he  succeeded  to  his  father's  shoe  business  in  this  city 
which  continued  up  to  the  time  of  the  great  Lynn  fire  in 
November,  1889,  when  he  retired.  He  married,  in  1869, 
.Miss  Caroline  P.  Bennett,  daughter  of  Josiah  Bennett,  of  this 
city,  who  survives  him  with  one  daughter  Annie,  wife  of 
Everett  B.  Webster.  He  was  a  man  of  cheery,  amiable, 
agreeable  disposition,  and  his  active  temperament  and  alert- 
ness brought  him  a  large  friendship  and  acquaintance,  with 
whom  he  was  highly  respected  for  his  qualities  of  head  and 
heart,  and  for  his  kindness  and  attention  to  the  poor  and 
unfortunate.  Called  suddenly  away,  his  welcome  presence 
and  kindly  greeting  on  our  streets  is  much  missed  by  our 
citizens,  and  his  loss  to  the  community  is  deeply  deplored. 
He  was  an  active  and  valued  member  of  Lynn  Historical 
Society.

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BY-LAWS 


ARTICLE  I. 

MEMBERS. 

Membership  shall  consist  of  the  present  members  of 
the  voluntary  association  known  as  the  Lynn  Historical 
Society,  of  the  signers  of  the  agreement  of  association, 
and  such  persons  as  shall  hereafter  be  elected  by  the  Coun- 
cil. The  Council  shall  have  authority  to  drop  members 
from  the  rolls  for  non-payment  of  dues  for  two  years. 

Any  member  who  shall  pay  to  the  Treasurer  the  sum 
of  fifty  dollars  in  one  payment,  and  who  is  not  indebted  to 
the  society  for  dues  or  otherwise,  may  become  a  life  mem- 
ber, and  be  released  from  the  payment  of  further  dues, 

ARTICLE  II. 

MEETINGS. 

The  annual  meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  second 
Wednesday  evening  in  January,  time  and  place  to  be 
determined  by  the  Council.  Twenty  members  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business.  A  less 
number  may  adjourn.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by 
direction  of  the  Council  or  President,  and  shall  be  called 
upon  the  written  request  of  twenty  members. 

ARTICLE  III. 

COUNCIL. 

There  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  annually  a  Council  of 
twenty.  The  Council  shall  have  the  entire  executive  con- 
trol and  management  of  the  affairs,  property,  and  finances 
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of  the  society,  and  shall  carry  out  all  its  votes.  The 
Council  shall  appoint  all  committees  for  special  work,  and 
all  subordinate  officers  and  agents,  and  make  all  necessary 
rules  and  regulations  for  itself  and  them. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

OFFICERS. 

The  officers  shall  consist  of  President,  Vice-Presi- 
dent, Recording  Secretary,  Corresponding  Secretary,  and 
Treasurer,  who  shall  be  elected  annually  by  ballot,  from 
the  members  of  the  Council.  They  shall  perform  the 
usual  duties  of  such  officers,  and  such  other  duties  as  the 
Council  may  require. 

In  case  of  the  occurrence  of  any  vacancy  in  office,  or 
in  the  Council,  from  any  cause  whatsoever,  the  Council 
shall  at  their  next  meeting  fill  the  vacancy  for  the  unex- 
pired term  by  election  by  ballot. 

ARTICLE  V. 

DUES. 

The  admission  fee  shall  be  one  dollar,  and  the  annual 
assessment  shall  be  two  dollars,  payable  on  July  first  of 
each  year. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

AMENDMENTS. 

These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  at  any  meeting 
regularly  called,  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present. 
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THE    SWAMPSCOTT   BEACHES. 


The  Historical  Sketch  of  the  Swampscott  Beaches,  and  the  Origin  of  the  Dory,  was 

contributed  by  John  Albree. 


An  inquiry  as  to  the  manner  in  which  a  community  devel- 
ops avenues  for  commercial  intercourse  throws  light  on  its  his- 
tory, for  the  thought  of  its  active  and  enterprising  men  is  revealed 
in  the  methods  devised.  The  early  records  are  replete  with  sug- 
gestions for  investigation,  as  for  instance,  the  record1  in  the 
Suffolk  Deeds  at  Boston  where  it  is  stated  that  "  Adam  Otley- 
and  Thomas  Dexter3  of  Linne  have  granted  unto  Richard  Rus- 
sell4 of  Charlstowne  .  .  .  three  thousand  of  clapbord  bolts, 
lyeing  at  My  Ladie  Moodies  Beach  at  Linne." 

Where  was  My  Ladie  Moodies  Beach,  and  what  were 
"clapbord  bolts?"  These  bolts,  mentioned  frequently  in  the 
early  records,  seem  to  have  been  the  rough  timber  from  which 
were  hewn  or  cleft  clapboards  and  pipe  staves.5  That  so  large 
a  number  as  3,000  had  been  gathered  at  a  beach,  presumably  for 
transportation  by  water  to  Boston  or  Charlestown,  shows  that 
there  must  have  been  extensive  lumbering  operations  somewhere 
in  early  "Linne."  Some  of  the  recorded  facts  about  My  Ladie 
Moody  will  reveal  the  location  of  the  beach,  then  called  by  her 
name,  and  it  may  be  that  yet  again  her  name   will   be   assigned

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to  a  portion  of  it,  so  that  one  of  the  most  interesting  personali- 
ties in  the  history  of  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Colony  may  be  kept 
in  remembrance. 

Lechford,  the  notary  who  became  acquainted  with  Lady 
Moody  in  16391  by  reason  of  professional  services  rendered, 
records  in  his  Plaine  Dealing,'2  "  The  Lady  Moody  lives  at 
Lynne,  but  is  of  Salem  Church.  Shee  is  (good  Lady)  almost 
undone  by  buying  master  Humphries  farme,  Swampscot,  which 
cost  her  9,  or  eleven  hundred  pounds." 

Her  ownership  of  this  farm  for  ten  years  was  sufficiently 
long  for  her  name  to  become  identified  with  it,  for  when 
Ezekiel  Needham  borrowed  some  money  on  his  land  from  Gov. 
Simon  Bradstreet  in  i6S<;,  he  mentions  her  name  in  the  mort- 
gage,3 which  was  on  "  that  parcel  of  land  commonly  called 
Smith's  Hill."  This  is  the  elevation  west  of  the  Swampscott 
Town  Hall  toward  Lynn  and  still  bears  the  name.  Needham 
said  further  that  it  was  the  land  which  "was  given  to  me  by 
Mr.  Daniel  King  of  Lynn  dec'd  as  part  of  my  wife's  portion, 
being  part  of  the  farm  land  belonging  to  ye  Lady  Moody." 

Fifteen  years  before  this  mortgage,  that  is  in  1670,  Daniel 
King  gave  a  deed  which  caused  family  trouble,  and  the  agree- 
ment, designed  to  settle  the  difficulty,  helps  further  in  the 
identification  of  the  beach.  Daniel  King  had  deeded4  to  his 
son  "Raulph  my  now  dwelling  house  or  homesteed,  being 
scituated  within  ye  bounds  of  Lyn,  commonly  called  by  the 
name  of  Swapscott,"  together  with  the  land,  roughly  triangular 
in  shape,  of  which  the  boundary  line  on  the  north  was  in  part 
on  this  land  of  Needham's  ;  thence  it  followed  the  present  line 
ot  Paradise  Road  to  a  point  in  the  woods  where  it  turned 
toward  the  sea  which  it  met  at  Palmer's  Pond,  called  in  the 
deed  "  the  Long  Pond  lying  along  by  the  sea  side."     From  the

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pond  the  boundary  line  followed  the  sea  shore  to  a  little  west  of 
the  present  Lynn-Swampscott  line  at  King's  Beach.  That  is, 
the  property  thus  conveyed  included  not  only  the  Mudge  estate 
as  later  laid  out,  but  also  the  land'between  it  and  the  sea,  includ- 
ing the  beaches. 

But  by  this  transfer  the  other  sons  and  sons-in-law  of  King 
were  cut  off  from  access  to  the  shore,  and  so  an  agreement1  was 
e'ntered  into  that  these  might  have  "  free  liberty  to  bring  their 
wood  down  to  the  common  landing  place."  That  this  was  at 
the  easterly  end  of  King's  Beach  adjoining  the  King  estate  is 
evident,  because  landing  at  Phillips  Beach  was  and  still  is  dan- 
gerous, and  access  to  Whale's  and  to  Blaney's  Beach  was  diffi- 
cult and  circuitous  at  that  time  on  account  of  the  range  of  rocky 
hills,  Cannon  and  Clam  Bake,  between  the  woodland  and  the 
shore,  while  King's  Beach  was  easy  to  be  approached  either  by 
land  or  sea.  Furthermore  there  was  a  settlement  at  King's 
Beach,  while  at  Blaney's  Beach  there  were  few  houses  until 
well  into  the  iSth  century. 

That  the  estate  owned  by  u  My  Ladie  Moodie "  in  1641 
was  a  well  known  one  is  established  on  the  authority  of  Gov. 
Winthrop  himself.  A  map'2  in  the  British  Museum  of  a  date 
about  1633,  bears  annotations  in  the  Governor's  handwriting 
made  not  later  than  1638.  It  is  presumed  that  he  sent  this  map 
thus  annotated  to  England  to  show  how  the  country  was  being 
developed.  At  the  present  West  Lynn  are  drawn  a  few  houses 
with  the  name  "  Sagus  "  appended.  Nahant  and  Marble  Har- 
bour (Marblehead)  are  also  noted. 

At  one  side  of  the  map  the  Governor  made  a  schedule  of  four 
estates  that  seemed  to  him  especially  worthy  of  note,  two  of 
them  being  his  own  property,  Governor's  Island  in  Boston  Har- 
bor and  his  farm,  "  Ten  Hills,"8  on  the  south  bank  of  the 
Mystic     River     in     Medford     and     Somerville.       Another     was

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"Meadford  (Medford)  Mr.  Cradock  ferme  (farm)  house." 
To  indicate  the  location  of  the  fourth  he  drew  a  large  house  on 
the  map  some  two  miles  from  "  Sagus "  in  the  direction  of 
"Marble  Harbor"  and  in  the  schedule  he  called  it  "Mr. 
Humfryes  ferme  house  at  Sagus."  The  location  forbids  its 
being  intended  for  a  site  near  Naharit  Beach  or  in  Lynnfield, 
though  Humphrey  owned  land  in  each  place.  It  can  be  no 
other  than  the  estate  which  Daniel  King  bought  from  Lady 
Moody  and  which  she,  as  Lechford  says,  had  bought  from  Gov. 
Humphrey.  And  so  when  the  Lady  entered  into  possession 
there  was  a  building  and  well  defined  bounds,  and  it  was  but 
natural  that  her  name,  being  that  of  the  owner  of  the  adjacent 
territory,  should  be  given  to  the  common  landing  place  so  that  it 
should  become  known  as  "My  Ladie  Moodies'  Beach." 

It  is  to  be  noted  that  word  farm  has  changed  somewhat  in 
meaning  since  the  time  of  Gow  Winthrop,  Lady  Moody  and 
Daniel  King.  At  present  a  farm  is  defined  as  a  place  for  the 
pursuit  of  agriculture,  while  in  the  early  days  there  was  the 
added  suggestion  of  the  financial  relation  between  the  occupant 
and  the  owner,  which  might  be  that  of  a  renter  or  else  of  an 
agent  who  managed  for  profit.  Gov.  Winthrop  spent  time  at 
the  farm  at  Ten  Hills,  but  did  not  make  it  his  home,  while 
Gov.  Craddock  never  came  to  this  country,  yet  his  Medford 
Estate  was  called  his  farm.  Lady  Moody  did  live  at  her  farm 
tor  some  tew  years,  for  the  court  records1  show  her  influence  in 
the  neighborhood,  as  she  and  a  number  known  to  have  lived 
near  her.  were  brought  into  Court  for  holding  heretical  opinions. 

But  after  1643  when  Lady  Moody  and  some  of  those  who 
had  been  kt  presented  "  to  Court  with  her  left  for  Long  Island, 
until  the  lime  when  she  parted  with  the  title  of  Iter  farm,  it  was 
managed  by  Daniel  King.      The  arrangement,- however,  was  not

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satisfactory  and  led  to  litigation.  A  few  of  the  papers. in  the 
two  suits  are  still  in  the  riles,  and  anion*;"  them  is  a  letter  to 
King  in  which  is  given  a  list  of  "  things  the  Lady  hath  need 
of."  These  range  from  two  yards  of  black  taffety  to  four 
thousand  of  hob  nails. 

While  deeds1  hetween  Ralph  King  and  Ezekiel  Needham 
show  that  as  early  as  1684  a  building  was  being  erected  for  the 
fishing  trade  on  Fisher's  Point,  now  the  site  of  the  Lincoln 
House,  and  while  a  suggestion  of  a  fishing  interest  may  be 
found  in  the  entry  in  Jonathan  Blaney's  inventory,  Dec.  30, 
1 757,  "a  quarter  of  a  cannoe  at  8/,"  yet  the  fishing  business 
did  not  become  firmly  established  until  1795,  when  the  schooner 
Dove  was  bought,  the  first'2  of  the  many  fishing  vessels  owned 
and  manned  on  the  Swampscott  beaches. 

These  fishing  vessels  were  accustomed  to  run  off  to  the 
fishing  grounds  where  the  fish  were  caught  from  the  deck,  and 
when  a  fare  was  obtained  they  would  return  to  Swampscott. 
But  the  moorings,  on  account  of  the  formation  of  the  shore,  had 
to  be  at  least  a  half  mile  and  more  often  a  mile  from  the  beach 
on  which  the  cargo  had  to  be  landed.  The  problem  was. 
therefore,  to  make  a  transfer  of  the  fish  to  the  beach  safely  and 
expeditiously.  This  called  for  the  use  of  small  boats  which 
must  meet  certain  requirements.  They  must  be  roomy  and 
able  to  ride  the  waves  well  and  at  the  same  time  be  of  such 
shape  that  they  could  be  rowed  through  the  surf  and,  when 
grounded,  run  up  on  the  beach  where  they  would  rest  without 
careening.  A  boat  with  a  round  bottom  or  a  keel  would  not 
stand  the  test.  The  solution  was  found  in  the  dory  as  shown 
in  the  photographs  of  the  old  fish  houses  on  Blaney's  Beach, 
here  reproduced.  The  form  has  undergone  changes  but  the 
essential  features  have  been  retained. 

The  researches  of  Andrew    L.   Harris3  show  that  the  earliest

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dories  used  in  Swampscott  came  from  Salisbury  Point  where 
the  Lowell  family  had  been  building  boats  since  pre-Revolu- 
tionary  times.  Daniel  M.  Lowell,  who  succeeded  to  the  busi- 
ness in  1S46,  and  who  in  1903  told  Mr.  Harris  about  his  early 
experience  with  the  dory  trade,  said  that  similar  boats  had  been 
built  by  his  family  for  use  by  the  clam  diggers  and  for  lighter- 
ing in  the  Merrimac  river  at  Newburyport  and  were  called 
wherries,  but  as  he  recollected,  the  name  dory  was  first  applied 
at  Swampscott.  The  cotemporaneous  accounts  of  the  drown- 
ing of  Joseph  Blaney  in  July,  1830,  show  that  the  word  had 
come  into  use  at  that  time.  Blaney  was  thrown  out  of  his  dory 
by  a  large  fish,  supposed  to  have  been  a  shark,  and  his  body 
was  not  recovered. 

James  Phillips,  one  of  the  progenitors  of  the  fishing  trade 
at  the  Swampscott  beaches,  and  later  his  son,  Eben,  used  to 
bring  dories  over  the  road  in  wagons  from  the  shops  of  the 
Lowells.  Dories  do  not  appear  to  have  been  made  at  Swamp- 
scott until  after  1840,  when  quite  a  boat  building  business 
sprang  up  at  King's  Beach. 

Until  about  1850  the  fishing  on  the  Grand  Banks  was  done 
from  the  deck  of  the  vessel.  The  only  boat  then  carried  was  a 
round  bottomed  one,  which  wras  stowed  amidships  when  on 
the  Banks,  called  the  Moses  boat,  perhaps  from  the  aquatic 
experience  of  the  great  law  giver.  When  need  arose  for  a  boat 
that  could  be  carried  in  numbers  so  that  the  crew  might  use 
trawls,  there  was  but  one  that  would  meet  the  requirements, 
and  that  was  the  dory,  the  seaworthy  qualities  of  which  had 
been  tested  for  years,  and  which  now  had  the  added  advantage 
that  a  number  could  be  nested,  one  within  another,  and  occupy 
scarcely  more  space  than  one  boat,  a  fact  that  was  true  of  no 
other  model. 
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ANNUAL    REPORT   OF 
HOWARD    MUDGE    NEWHALL,  Recording  Secretary 

Of  the  Kynn  Historical  Society,  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  on  Wednesday 
Evening,  January  nth,  1905. 


The  report  of  a  year's  work  by  a  local  historical 
society  peculiarly  represents  an  amount  of  voluntary  work 
that  has  been  done  in  a  community  for  the  benefit  of  other 
generations.  The  pleasure  that  comes  with  the  work  is 
the  compensation  historical  students  receive,  but  the  faith- 
ful work  performed  becomes  a  valuable  public  treasure. 

It  our  own  society,  for  instance,  had  contributed  no 
other  work  during,  the  year  1904  than  that  performed  by 
some  of  the  gentlemen  who  compose  the  Committee  on  the 
Publication  of  Old  Town  Records,  it  would  have  been  in 
itself  a  valuable  year's  work,  and  their  work  may  well 
commence  our  annual  report.  In  the  publication  of  the 
vital  records  of  Lynn,  now  being  prepared,  assistance  was 
sought  from  our  society  in  helping  to  obtain  from  families, 
churches  and  other  sources,  such  information  as  was  not 
contained  in  public  records.  The  request  was  referred  to 
this  Committee,  and  you  all  remember  the  very  complete, 
explanatory,  circular  you  individually  received  from  them, 
asking  for  information.  This  circular  was  only  prelimin- 
ary work  and  was  succeeded  by  personal  work,  personal 
solicitations,  examination  of  family  records  and  family 
Bibles,  of  members  and  of  others  not  members  of  the 
society,  resulting  in  adding  hundreds  of  names  to  all 
other  previous  accessible  records,  and  the  Committee  did 
not    stop.      They    are    still    at  work    gathering    additional 
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information  which  they  will  continue  to  gather  until  the 
publication  of  the  book.  When  it  is  realized  that  the  Chair- 
man and  Secretary  of  the  Committee  are  both  very  busy 
men,  who  have  taken  time  to  devote  to  this  work,  it  is 
something  which  calls  for  appreciative  recognition. 

The  Committee  on  Geology  and  Botany  have  made  a 
substantial  commencement  in  mounting  specimens  of  Lynn 
flora.  They  have  been  fortunate  in  having  Mr.  Louis  A. 
Wentworth,  as  an  interested  member  of  the  Committee. 
It  is  good  work  for  the  historical  society  to  have  as  a  part 
of  its  interests.  There  is  no  other  local  organization  having 
the  advantage  of  its  own  rooms  where  collections  could  be 
as  safelv  and  permanently  cared  for.  Mr.  Albion  Hale 
Brainard  the  energetic  Chairman  removed  from  Lynn  in 
September,  and  it  was  with  great  regret  that  his  resigna- 
tion as  Chairman  was  received.  Under  his  direction  a 
series  of  profitable  walks  and  excursions  were  planned 
which  were  greatly  enjoyed. 

On  May  14  an  excursion  was  taken  to  the  great  Blue 
Hill  at  Milton,  but  a  dense  fog  interfered,  and  the  excur- 
sionists obtained  no  good  view. 

On  May  28,  bv  invitation  of  the  President,  Mr.  Ben- 
jamin N.  Johnson,  the  Committee  .took  the  members  of  the 
society  for  a  walk  in  "The  Six  Hundred  Acres,"'  in  the 
Saugus  Woods,  to  the  camp  of  Mr.  Johnson.  About 
seventy-five  took  the  walk,  and  on  arrival  at  the  camp 
they  were  hospitably  and  cordially  received  by  Mr.  Johnson 
who  had  prepared  a  hearty  lunch  which  was  greatly 
appreciated,  and  none  the  less  so  because  it  was  unex- 
pected. 

On  June  4  an  all  day  excursion  was  taken  to  Con- 
cord and  Lexington.  Concord  with  its  points  of  interest 
in  the  forenoon,  and  the  meeting  of  the  Bay  State  Ilistori- 
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cal  League  at  Lexington  in  the  afternoon.  The  address 
of  Professor  Albert  Bushnell  Hart  was  enjoyed,  after 
which  the  Rev.  Carlton  Staples,  who  has  since  passed 
away,  conducted  the  visiting  historical  societies  to  the 
different  points  around  Lexington.  It  was  a  pleasure 
which  those  present  will  always  remember,  as  Mr.  Staples 
took  a  genuine  interest  in  everything  and  imparted  his 
interest  to  his  companions.  During  the  past  few  years  he 
had  shown  Lexington  to  thousands  of  visitors,  and  his 
decease  was  a  loss  to  all  lovers  of  Revolutionary  reminis- 
cences at  Lexington. 

On  June  n  the  Committee  made  a  Botanical  Excur- 
sion to  the  Lynn  Woods,  and  on  June  18  took  a  Geological 
Outing  at  Nahant. 

On  Jul}'  2  the  site  of  the  Old  Garrison  House  and 
Pirate's  Glen  were  visited,  and  here  again  the  members 
unexpectedly  found  a  bountiful  lunch  spread  for  them,  at 
a  retired  spot  in  the  woods,  by  a  member  of  the  society, 
Miss  Eliza  A.  Aid  worth,  who  had  supplied  sufficient  for  a 
much  larger  number  than  those  who  were  present.  Miss 
Aldworth  afterward  piloted  the  party  through  the  wild 
paths  and  rugged  ledges  of  Pirate's  Glen. 

On  July  16th  Waverley  Oaks  and  the  McLean  Asylum 
at  Waverley  were  visited. 

The  Merrimac  river  excursion  appointed  for  August 
ioth  was  postponed  on  account  of  rain,  but  was  enjoyed 
by  a  large  number  one  week  later. 

A  Mushroom  Walk  on  October  ist,  was  the  last 
excursion  arranged  and  was  well  attended.  The  Com- 
mittee not  only  furnished  a  great  deal  of  instruction  in 
these  outings,  but  also  a  great  deal  of  pleasure,  creating 
an  interest  in  the  society  by  many  who  were  not  members. 

The  Reception  Committee  held  two  receptions.      The 
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Annual  Spring  Reception  on  May  17th,  and  the  Opening 
Fall  Reception  on  October  13th.  On  January  nth  the 
Committee  invited  the  clergymen  of  Lynn  to  spend  an  after- 
noon at  the  society's  rooms.  The  invitation  was  well 
received  bv  the  clergymen  and  their  wives,  and  the 
occasion  was  largely  attended  by  them  and  by  members  of 
the  society.  Miss  Sallie  H.  Hacker  who  had  done  such 
efficient  work  as  Chairman  of  this  Committee  resigned 
early  in  the  year  and  Mrs.  Lucinda  M.  Lummus  was 
invited  to  succeed  her.  The  successful  Monday  afternoon 
teas  held  during  the  winter  seasons  were  originated  and 
established  by  Miss  Hacker,  and  were  a  valuable  adjunct 
in  drawing  attention  to,  and  creating  interest  in,  the 
society.  During  this  year  it  was  deemed  advisable  to 
change  the  time  of  holding  the  afternoon  teas  from  Mon- 
day to  Saturday,  and  the  first  Saturday  of  the  month  only. 
This  was  afterwards  proved  to  be  an  unpopular  afternoon 
and  the  time  was  changed  again  to  the  first  Monday.  The 
work  of  this  Committee  in  keeping  up  an  interest  in  the 
social  side  of  our  society  is  invaluable. 

The  Committee  on  Lectures  and  Public  Meetings  pre- 
pared the  usual  interesting  list  of  papers. 

On  February  nth  Mr.  William  Stone  had  an  interest- 
ing paper  on  "Cemeteries,  Past  and  Present." 

On  March  10th  "The  Doctors  of  the  Town  of  Lynn  " 
was  the  topic  of  the  evening.  Mrs.  May  L.  Sheldon  read 
a  paper  on  Dr.  Read,  Dr.  Flagg,  Dr.  Kittredge,  Dr. 
Burchsted,  Dr.  Hazeltine,  and  others.  Mrs.  Lucinda  M. 
Lummus  wrote  of  Dr.  Lummus,  and  Miss  Helen  L. 
Stetson  read  a  paper  on  Dr.  Gardner,  which  was  prepared 
by  his  daughter,  eighty  years  of  age. 

On  April  14th  Miss  Isabel  M.  Breed  read  a  paper  on 
"The  Birds  of  Lynn  and  vicinity,"  and  Louis  A.  Went- 
worth  had  a  paper  on  "The  Flora  of  Lynn." 
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On  May  12th  Mr.  James  Walter  Goldthwait  gave  an 
illustrated  talk  in  Oxford  Club  Hall  on  "The  Glacial  Geol- 
ogy of  Lynn,"  in  which  those  present  took  great  interest, 
and  many  interesting  questions  were  brought  up  and  dis- 
cussed at  the  close  of  the  talk. 

On  November  ioth  George  Francis  Dow,  Esq.,  secre- 
tary of  the  Essex  Institute,  Salem,  gave  an  illustrated 
lecture  on  "The  River  Agawam,  an  Essex  County  Water- 
way." 

On  December  8th  Dr.  Chauncey  C.  Sheldon  read    a 

paper  on  Rev.  Samuel  Whiting,  the  clergyman  to  whom 
Lynn  owes  its  name  of  Lynn,  and  Miss  Isabel  M.  Breed 
read  extracts  from  a  printed  pamphlet  giving  an  account 
of  "Prudence  Wright  and  the  Women  who  Guarded  the 
Bridge." 

This  Committee  has  arranged  for  papers  during  the 
winter  months  which  are  now  with  us.  By  suggestion  of 
the  Council,  the  Committee  has  recently  prepared  a  list  of 
all  the  papers  which  have  been  given  before  the  society 
since  it  was  organized,  and  is  attempting  to  complete  the 
files  of  the  society  with  all  which  have  never  been  filed. 
The  Committee  has  a  small  appropriation  to  defray  the 
expenses  of  procuring  any  papers  which  may  not  be  found 
in  good  permanent  form.  In  a  short  time  this  valuable 
collection  will  be  a  part  of  the  society's  records,  and  on  file 
for  reference,  properly  indexed. 

Too  much  cannot  be  said  of  the  work  of  the  custodians 
although  it  has  many  times  been  referred  to  in  annual 
reports.  The  rooms  are  always  in  order,  the  exhibits 
properly  displayed,  gifts  cared  for,  acknowledged  and 
indexed  in  the  card  catalogue.  Everybody  knows  that 
somebody  does  it,  but  every  one  does  not  have  opportunity 
to  know  the  hundreds  of  little  things  which  this  committee 
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is  constantly  doing.  Perhaps  it  is  not  amiss  to  say,  in  a 
homely  way,  that  they  attend  to  framing  pictures  and 
papers,  binding  books  and  pamphlets,  arranging  books  and 
exhibits  in  cases,  move  about  the  chairs  and  settees  when 
the  hall  is  to  be  used,  keep  up  the  card  index,  acknowledge 
gifts,  and  do  anything  else  that  needs  to  be  done,  not  to 
mention  the  care  of  renting  the  hall  and  the  substantial 
revenue  the}-  collect  for  the  treasury.  Useful  is  not  a 
sufficiently  descriptive  title  for  them.  They  are  simply 
indispensible. 

During  the  year  the  society  received  invitations  to 
attend  a  meeting  of  the  Old  Planter's  Society  at  Salem  on 
February  16th,  to  be  present  at  the  opening  of  The  Button- 
woods,  January  30,  the  new  home  of  the  Haverhill  Histori- 
cal Societv,  and  on  January  10th,  1905,  to  be  present  at 
"a  Colonial  afternoon"  in  Oxford  Club  Hall,  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Lynn  Woman's  Club. 

At  the  Annual  Meeting,  January  13th,  1904,  two 
changes  were  made  in  the  By-Laws.  The  number  of 
members  of  the  Council  was  increased  to  twenty  from 
fifteen,  and  a  provision  was  made  for  life  membership  on 
the  payment  of  fifty  dollars.  The  five  new  gentlemen 
elected  to  the  Council  have  been  a  valuable  acquisition. 
Some  of  the  best  work  of  the  past  year  has  happened  to  fall 
to  the  committees  upon  which  the  new  members  were 
appointed,  and  the  amount  of  the  work  has  shown  the 
wisdom  of  having  these  additional  helpers. 

The  great  event  of  the  year  was  on  June  17th,  Revo- 
lutionary Day,  when  the  society  joined  with  the  Sons  of 
the  American  Revolution  in  dedicating  stones  which  the 
Sons  had  procured  from  the  United  States  government  to 
mark  the  graves  of  Lynn  soldiers  and  sailors  who  served 
in  the  Revolutionary  War.      The  City  Government  made 
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an  appropriation  to  help  defray  the  expenses,  the  First 
Congregational  Society  contributed  the  use  of  its  church, 
and  the  beautiful  day  itself  seemed  a  part  of  the  spirit  of 
the  great  occasion.  Those  who  were  fortunate  in  being 
present  recall  what  a  credit  the  occasion  was  to  Lynn. 
The  moving  spirit  in  the  observance  of  this  day  and  ser- 
vice, a  member  of  both  societies,  the  Hon.  Howard  Kendall 
Sanderson,  whose  life-work  seemed  hardly  to  have  begun? 
suddenly  ended.  The  work  he  had  done,  and  the  work 
he  was  planning  to  do,  for  Lynn's  Revolutionary  history, 
was  of  great  value,  and  one  of  his  life's  legacies  is  what  he 
learned  and  preserved  in  regard  to  the  people  and  events 
of  this  great  period  in  our  history. 

Fourteen  members  have  died  during  the  vear, 
Charles  H.  Aborn,  S.  Ellen  Houghton,  Stephen  C.  New- 
hall,  Myra  F.  Patten,  Augustine  H.  Amory,  Fredd  O. 
Thompson,  Amelia  J.  Parker,  Howard  K.  Sanderson, 
Enoch  S.  Johnson,  Cordelia  M.  E.  Beard,  Susan  T.  Hill, 
Lucy  R.  Allen,  Jacob  M.  Lewis,  Charles  A.  Thompson. 
The, present  membership  of  the  societv  is  530. 
It  is  satisfactory  to  be  able  to  make  such  a  report  of  a 
year's  work.  There  has  been  the  same  good  work  bv  the 
Committees  on  Genealogy  and  Photograph)-  as  in  former 
years,  which  have  been  so  often  referred  to  as  examples  of 
working  committees,  but  in  addition  this  vear  other  Com- 
mittees have  shown  efficiency,  making  the  amount  of  work 
done  much  larger.  The  society  has  in  all  ways  shown 
its  value  to  the  community,  and  with  all  its  work  the  mem- 
bers have  had  their  work  united  with  pleasure,  and  our 
society  thoroughly  illustrates  pleasure  with  a  purpose.

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON    GENEALOGY. 


The  Committee  on  Genealogy  has  succeeded  in  col- 
lecting twelve  manuscript  genealogies  and  one  printed 
genealogy  during  the  past  year.  Meetings  have  been  held 
monthly,  excepting  in  the  vacation  period,  and  members  of 
the  society  are  invited  to  attend  and  la}-  before  the  commit- 
tee any  information  or  make  any  inquiries  that  may  bear 
upon  the  subject  of  family  records. 

The  time  of  meeting  has  been  changed  from  the 
second  to  the  first  Monday  in  the  month.  We  have  now  a 
comparatively  large  collection  of  genealogies,  embracing 
151  manuscripts,  ten  pamphlets  and  twelve  bound  volumes 
relating  to  the  work. 

The  value  of  original  documents  as  sources  of  authority 
in  matters  genealogical  cannot  be  overestimated,  and  it  is 
urged  upon  the  members  who  are  engaged  in  compiling 
their  family  records  to  be  specially  careful  that  all  the 
statements  they  write  into  their  genealogies  are  well  authen- 
ticated. 

We  have  been  asked  by  other  societies  how  we  have 
managed  to  collect  so  many  of  these  valuable  records,  and 
the  reply  is  "by  keeping  everlastingly  at  it." 

The  committee  desires  to  express  its  appreciation  of 
the  favors  of  the  past  year  and  at  the  same  time  to  urge 
upon  the  members  of  the  society  the  importance  of  filling 
out  their  blanks  to  the  end  that  our  collection  may  increase 
in  number  and  in  value. 

We  would  invite  donations  of  printed  genealogies 
from  those  who  can  spare  those   valuable   records  ;   for  the 
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richer  our  collection,  the  greater  service  it  will   be  to  the 
society  as  a  whole. 

Every  person,  on  becoming  a  member,  receives  two 
genealogical  blanks  which  should  be  filled  as  promptly  as 
possible,  and  sent  to  the  secretary  of  the  Committee,  Mrs. 
Harriet  F.  Parker,  28  Lowell  street.  Those  who  have  not 
done  so  are  urgently  requested  to  give  the  matter  their 
early  attention.

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REPORT    OF   THE    COMMITTEE    ON    THE    PUBLI- 
CATION  OF  OLD   TOWN    RECORDS. 


The  work  undertaken  by  this  Committee  is  not  yet 
finished.  This  work  is  gathering  records  of  births,  mar- 
riages and  deaths  that  occurred  in  Lynn  prior  to  1850  ; 
these  records  being  in  private  hands  and  found  in  old 
family  Bibles,  diaries,  family  registers,  worked  samplers 
and  in  other  contemporaneous  and  original  material.  The 
records  thus  gathered  are  for  use  in  connection  with  the 
printing  of  the  official  vital  records  of  Lynn,  now  on  file 
in  the  office  of  the  City  Clerk,  for  it  has  been  found  that 
in  them  there  are  deficiencies  and  omissions  due  to  the  fact 
that  through  lack  of  system,  the  old  Town  Clerks  failed  to 
learn  of  events,  which  however  were  recorded  by  the 
respective  families,  in  their  private  records. 

The  City  Clerk  has  had  the  old  records  in  his  office 
copied  and  this  copy  forms  the  basis  of  the  printed  work, 
the  preparation  of  which  has  been  undertaken  by  the  Essex 
Institute  of  Salem.  Under  its  supervision  the  facts  from 
the  Friends'  records,  the  records  of  the  churches,  as  far  as 
they  exist,  and  their  gravestone  inscriptions  have  been 
copied,  while  to  the  Committee  has  fallen  the  duty  of  find- 
ing the  records  in  private  hands.  That  it  is  a  duty,  is 
realized  when  one  sees  the  dilapidated  condition  of  some 
of  the  ancient  family  Bibles  from  which  records  have  been 
copied  with  difficulty,  and  thus  preserved  against  the  day 
when  the  originals  will  inevitably  perish. 

Another  reason  for  making  copies  now  is  that  through 
the  breaking  up  of  families   the   ancient  Bibles  frequently 
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fall  into  the  hands  of  those  who  do  not  appreciate  their 
value,  and  soon  all  trace  of  them  is  lost.  In  one  instance 
it  has  taken  five  letters  and  four  calls  to  establish  the  fact 
of  the  non-existence  of  a  Bible  of  a  soldier  of  the  Revolu- 
tion. Many  similar  instances  can  be  cited,  all  of  which 
tend  to  emphasize  the  importance  of  searching  out  these 
records  for  preservation,  for  if  the  facts  from  the  existing 
private  records  are  not  now  gathered,  a  few  years  will  see 
the  destruction  of  a  greater  part  of  them. 

A  circular  (a  copy  of  which  is  attached)  was  sent  to 
all  the  members  in  May  and  June,  asking  for  copies  of  old 
family  records.  This  was  followed,  where  no  reply  had 
been  received,  with  a  postal  (copy  attached).  One  result 
was  to  show  that  the  families  of  many  members  had  moved 
into  Lynn  after  1850  so  that  such  data  as  they  had,  could 
not  be  used  in  the  Lynn  book.  While  a  number  of  records 
have  been  received  in  response  to  the  circular  and  postal, 
yet  further  personal  work  has  shown  that  there  are  still 
many  old  Lynn  family  records  in  the  possession  of  mem- 
bers of  which  copies  have  not  yet  been  obtained. 

Furthermore  it  has  appeared  that  there  must  be 
records  owned  by  those  who  are  not  members.  To  reach 
some  of  these,  personal  letters  were  sent  to  twentv-six  of 
the  descendants  of  the  soldiers  of  the  Revolution  whose 
names  were  on  the  programme  for  the  exercises  on  June 
17,  1904,  a  list  compiled  by  the  late,  lamented  H.  K. 
Sanderson.  These  letters  were  followed  with  personal 
calls  and  the  results  thus  far  from  this  particular  source 
have  been  records  from  thirteen  families,  and  the  knowl- 
edge that  in  nine  more  families  the  records  have  been  lost. 
There  are  still  some  to  be  called  upon,  as  letters  have 
remained  unanswered. 

To  a  specially  selected  list    of    sixty-rive,   known    to 
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have  lived  in  Lynn  about  1850,  a  type  written  letter  (copy 
attached)  was  sent,  and  but  four  replies  have  been  received, 
two  with  records,  and  two  stating  that  no  records  exist. 
Personal  calls  will  have  to  be  made  with  a  view  to  bring  to 
light  some  old  records  which  must  exist.  It  frequently 
takes  more  time  to  find  that  a  record  is  lost  than  it  does  to 
find  and  copy  an  existing  one,  but  if  the  work  is  to  be 
properly  and  thoroughly  done,  one  fact  or  the  other  must 
be  established. 

Thus  far  sixty-two  records  have  been  copied,  contain- 
ing seven  hundred  entries.  How  many  of  these  were  not 
reported  to  the  old  Town  Clerks  cannot  now  be  determined. 
This  will  appear  in  due  time  ;  the  present  duty  is  to  gather 
the  records.  We  do  know,  however,  that  the  first  two 
Bibles  we  copied  contained  thirty-seven  entries  and  that 
sixteen  of  them  are  not  to  be  found  on  the  early  records. 
This  in  itself  is  sufficient  encouragement  to  enter  upon  the 
work. 

As  it  has  become  evident  that  by  personal  solicitation 
can  reliable  results  best  be  obtained,  and  as  the  time  needed 
cannot  be  given  by  the  members  of  the  Committee,  the 
Council  has  granted  our  application  for  an  appropriation 
to  allow  the  employment  of  a  skilled  canvasser  who  will 
take  up  the  work. 

This  is  the  first  time  an  attempt  has  been  made  to 
supplement  the  deficiencies  in  the  records  of  a  place  as 
large  as  Lynn,  and  the  co-operation  of  all  having  in  then- 
possession  records,  especially  of  deaths  prior  to  1850,  is 
needed  that  the  printed  volume  shall  be  a  complete  record, 
worthy  of  the  city.

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REPORT    OF   THE   COMMITTEE   TO    INTERVIEW 
ELDERLY    CITIZENS. 


To  the  Council  of  the  Lynn  Historical  Society : 

Gentlemen, —  As  Secretary  of  the  "Committee  to 
Interview  Elderly  Citizens,"  I  am  directed  to  report  the  fol- 
lowing as  our  annual  report.  Several  years  ago  we 
adopted  the  plan  of  giving  out  blank  books,  to  selected 
persons,  with  the  request  that  they  jot  down  what  they 
could  remember  of  interesting  events  and  incidents  of  old 
times. 

We  got  little  response,  though  we  hoped  for  and 
expected  much.  We  have  found  it  next  to  impossible  to 
induce  them  to  aid  us  in  this  way  ;  though  it  was  so  little 
we  asked  of  them.  We  have  now  adopted  the  plan  for 
each  one  of  our  committee  to  interview  all  within  their 
reach,  and  to  jot  down  in  good  form,  the  results  for 
future  use.  We  are  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  we 
have  planned  to  have  "A  new  history  of  Lynn"  printed 
from  1629  to  1906.  Its  success  is  already  assured,  by 
ample  pledges  from  prominent  citizens  and  old  non-resi- 
dent citizens,  who  express  pleasure  for  the  privilege  of 
aiding  so  worth\   an  object. 

The  subscribers  will  control  their  own  fund  through 
their  sub-committee  and  treasurer.  It  will  be  our  pleasure 
to  contribute  to  the  historian  all  we  can  gather  for  this  pur- 
pose. It  is  well  understood,  that  N.  M.  Hawkes,  Esq., 
will  be  the  historian,  and  T.  P.  Nichols  &  Sons,  publishers. 
We  think,  as  Lynn  was  one  of  the  very  first  places  settled, 
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and  has  had  so  much  preserved  by  two  previous  historians, 
that  we  ought  to  produce  one  of  the  best  local  histories  in 
the  country.

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NECROLOGIES. 


STEPHEN  CYRUS  NEWHALL 

Was  born  in  Lynn  September  30th,  1849.  He  was  the 
son  of  Nathaniel  C.  and  Sarah  K.  Newhall.  His 
education  was  acquired  in  the  public  schools  of  Lynn,  and 
at  Miss  Boynton's  School  in  old  Essex  hall  opposite  the 
City  Hall.  At  the  early  age  of  sixteen,  he  entered  the 
employment  of  S.  R.  Bushby,  in  the  building  then  known 
as  the  "  Healey's  Arcade,"  West  Lynn,  and  which  is  now 
known  as  the  "  Boscobel." 

By  thrift  and  application  to  business  he  was  able  at 
the  age  of  23,  to  establish  a  jewelry  store  of  his  own,  at 
the  corner  of  Market  and  Liberty  streets,  where  he 
remained  until  1880,  when  he  removed  to  the  store  now 
occupied  by  his  brother  W.  F.  Newhall. 

In  1889  he  retired  from  the  jewelry  business,  and 
devoted  his  attention  to  his  large  real  estate  interests  in 
Lynn,  East  Boston,  and  Swampscott.  Mr.  Newhall  was 
a  charter  member  of  the  Oxford  Club,  and  a  member  of 
the  Golden  Fleece  Lodge  of  Masons. 

He  was  an  extensive  traveller,  visiting  many  sections 
of  this  country,  as  well  as  making  several  trips  abroad. 
Gifted  with  more  than  ordinary  ability  and  judgment,  he 
was  very  successful  in  his  many  business  ventures  and 
investments.  |  A  great  sufferer  for  many  years  he  seldom 
complained,  but  always  looked  on  the  bright  side  of  life, 
bearing  his  misfortune  with  patience  and  fortitude.  He 
was  fond  of  society  and  until  prevented  by  illness  enjoyed 
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mingling  with  his   friends  and  neighbors.      He  was  a  good 
son.  kind  husband  and  father. 

He  passed  from  this  life,  Jan.  15th,  1904. 


CHARLES   HENRY  ABORN 

Was  born  in  Augusta,  Maine,  February  26,  1832,  where 
he  attended  school  until  1841.  His  parents  then  moved  to 
Lynn  where  he  completed  his  education  in  the  Ward  Five 
Grammar  School  under  Master  John  Bachelder.  He  early 
learned  the  trade  of  shoe  cutting  in  the  employ  of  Thomas 
F.  Bancroft.  In  December  of  1854  ne  ma(^e  hi8  start  in 
the  business  of  shoe  manufacturing  in  a  small  two  and 
one-half  storv  building  on  South  Common  street.  His 
partner  was  John  B.  Nichols  who  continued  with  him  until 
his  brother  James  F.  Aborn  became  a  member  of  the  firm. 
He  remained  as  such  until  1889  when  he  retired.  Frank 
P.  Aborn,  his  son,  was  then  admitted  and  the  firm  remained 
C.  H.  Aborn  &  Co. 

Through  foresight  and  good  judgment  he  passed 
through  the  many  panics  and  hard  times,  and  safely 
weathered  them.  Since  the  first  the  firm  has  been 
building  up  a  steady  trade  by  manufacturing  a  good 
substantial  shoe  with  a  good  reputation  among  all  his 
customers.  He  was  anticipating  with  much  pleasure  the 
completion  of  his  fifty  vears  of  a  successful  business 
career. 

Mr.  Aborn  was  much  interested  in  the  city,  state  and 
national  affairs,  and  showed  his  interest  by  never  missing 
an  election  when  it  was  possible  for  him  to  reach  the  polls. 
He  was  a  member  of  the  Common  Council  from  Ward  Six 
in  1864  and  1865.  He  was  a  stanch  Republican,  and 
worked  earnestly  for  the  success  of  that  party.

AUGUSTINE    HEARD    AMORY. 
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He  rendered  valuable  service  in  1861  recruiting  for 
the  Union  Army. 

His  genial  disposition  and  sterling  traits  of  character 
made  him  a  favorite  in  all  the  circles  in  which  he  moved. 

He  was  an  attendant  at  the  First  Universalist  Church, 
a  member  of  the  Boot  and  Shoe  Club  of  Boston,  Lynn 
Board  of  Trade,  and  the  Lynn  Shoe  Manufacturers 
Association.  For  twenty-five  years  he  served  with 
unflagging  interest  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  Lynn  Five  Cents  Savings  Bank. 

At  home  Mr.  Aborn  was  a  royal  entertainer.  His 
cordial  and  pleasant  reception  always  made  the  visitor 
feel  at  home.  His  wit  showed  itself  on  nearly  all 
occasions.  His  charities  were  known  only  to  himself,  and 
his  home  was  one  of  comfort  and  good  cheer. 

He  died  at  his  home  in  Swampscott,  Mass.,  February 
9th,  1904. 

AUGUSTINE   HEARD    AMORY, 

A  valued  member  of  this  Society,  died  suddenly  April  9, 
1904,  after  a  brief  illness.  He  was  born  July  20,  1852, 
and  was  the  eleventh  child  of  James  Sullivan  Amory  and 
Mary  Copley  Greene.  His  father  was  the  son  of  Jonathan 
and  Mehitable  Amory,  and  grandson  of  Governor  James 
Sullivan  of  Massachusetts.  His  mother  was  the  eighth 
and  youngest  child  of  Benjamin  Greene  of  Boston,  and 
Elizabeth  Clarke,  daughter  of  John  Singleton  Copley  the 
artist,  and  sister  of  Lord  Lyndhurst,  thrice  Lord  Chancel- 
lor of  England.  Her  grandfather,  on  her  mother's  side, 
was  Richard  Clarke,  the  merchant  to  whom  was  consigned 
the  tea,  destroyed  in  Boston  by  the  famous  "tea-party." 
He  was  a  man  of  eminence  in  the  community,  of  remark- 
able integrity  and  honorable  character,  being  agent  for  the 
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East  India  Company,  a  royalist,  and  in  politics  quite 
opposed  to  Copley,  but  the  father  and  son-in-law  "  agreed 
to  disagree,"  and  the  harmony  of  the  family  circle  was 
never  disturbed.  While  the  tea  was  thrown  into  the  Boston 
harbor  by  a  mob  disguised  as  Mohawks,  Mr.  Clarke  was 
forced  to  nee  to  Canada,  and  from  there  to  England,  where 
he  passed  the  rest  of  his  life  with  his-  daughter  and  son-in- 
law,  who  had  settled  in  London  to  pursue  his  art  before 
the  Revolutionary  War,  and  was  always  on  the  side  of 
American  liberty  and  independence.  Mr.  Amory's  grand- 
father, Gardiner  Greene,  owned  the  land  near  the  State 
House  in  Pemberton  square,  where  his  house  and  beautiful 
garden  and  greenhouses  stood.  It  was  bought  by  him  in 
1801  and  sold  three  years  after  Mr.  Greene's  death,  in  1835, 
to  Mr.  Patrick  T.  Jackson  of  Boston.  Mr.  Amory  was 
thus  fortunate  in  having  an  inheritance  of  culture  and 
refinement,  and  this  advantage  influencing  a  mind  naturally 
receptive  to  the  highest  ideals  of  life,  helped  to  make  him 
the  cultured  Christian  gentleman. 

He  was  delayed  in  entering  college  by  ill  health,  and 
at  the  age  of  seventeen  he  visited  Europe,  and  later  in  the 
autumn  of  the  year  187 1,  he  spent  three  months  with  some 
cousins  in  Egypt,  on  the  Nile.  He  derived  great  pleasure 
as  well  as  recovery  of  his  health  from  these  travels,  and 
was  able  to  resume  his  studies  at  Harvard  University. 
During  the  course  of  his  education,  there  came  to  him  a 
call  to  serve  in  the  sacred  ministry  of  the  church. 

He  was  ordained  to  that  work  in  the  year  1880,  at  the 
age  of  twenty-seven.  His  pastoral  work  from  that  time 
until  his  death  was  confined  to  two  parishes. 

He  was  first  an  assistant  to  the  Rev.  William  Lawrence, 
the  present  Bishop  of  Massachusetts  and  succeeded  him  as 
rector  of  Grace    Church,    Lawrence,    covering    a    period 
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of  about  eighteen  years,  followed  by  two  and  one-half  years 
in  St.  Stephen's  parish,  Lynn. 

During  the  years  of  his  ministry  in  Lawrence,  his 
faithful  labors  were  abundantly  rewarded  in  the  increase 
and  spiritual  upbuilding  of  the  parish,  and  in  gaining  the 
respect  and  affection  of  the  whole  community  by  the 
uprightness  and  purity  of  his  life  and  by  his  interest  in  all 
that  pertained  to  the  betterment  of  the  city.  The  affection 
of  the  people,  born  of  those  years  of  devoted  service,  was 
so  great,  that  when  he  accepted  the  call  to  St.  Stephen's, 
of  this  city,  there  was  widespread  sorrow  in  the  community 
and  dismay  in  the  parish. 

During  the  few  short  years  that  he  spent  among  us, 
he  has  awakened  the  same  affection  and  esteem  which  his 
high  character  has  always  won  for  him. 

His  untiring  labors  and  his  earnest  preaching  in  St. 
Stephen's  parish  soon  began  to  show  their  results,  in  the 
increased  earnestness  of  his  people  and  their  willing  and 
hearty  co-operation  with  him. 

But  he  did  not  confine  his  labors  to  his  parish.  He 
recognized  his  duties  as  a  citizen  as  well  as  a  pastor,  and 
in  his  sermons,  he  often  dwelt  on  the  thought  that  the 
church's  work  was  to  teach  righteousness  in  every  depart- 
ment of  life.  He  took  a  lively  interest  in  everything  that 
promoted  enlightened  government  and  wise  charities.  He 
early  became  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Associated 
Charities,  and  was  a  member  of  the  Civic  League.  He 
promoted  the  formation  of  the  Ministers'  Union,  for  the 
creation  of  a  closer  bond  of  brotherhood  among  the  clergy 
of  the  city,  and  for  mutual  helpfulness  in  their  common 
work.  He  was  the  founder  of  the  Whiting  Club,  the 
purpose  of  which  is  to  promote  an  intelligent  interest  in  the 
moral,  educational  and  social  problems  of  the  day.      His 
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eager  mind  was    always    on    the  alert  to    improve    every 
opportunity  of  usefulness. 

His  heart  and  hand  were  ever  open,  and  many  a 
family  could  bear  witness  to  his  unstinted  generosity  in 
their  time  of  need.  The  extent  of  his  charities  will  never 
be  known, —  they  were  so  quiet  and  unostentatious. 

To  this  brief  record  of  Mr.  Amory's  work  and  its 
results,  should  be  added  some  of  his  'more  prominent 
characteristics. 

He  was  very  clear  sighted.  He  quickly  apprehended 
any  matter  laid  before  him  for  his  consideration,  divining 
your  thoughts  almost  before  you  had  time  to  express  them. 
He  arrived  at  a  decision  speedily,  and  with  a  true  and 
intelligent  judgment. 

He  was  a  keen  observer  of  men  and  his  estimate  of 
their  character  and  ability  was  rarely  at  fault. 

His  cheerfulness  was  proverbial.  He  was  never 
disheartened  or  discouraged.  He  once  remarked  that  if 
he  ever  felt  discourged  for  a  moment,  he  was  ashamed  of 
it  afterward. 

His  hopefulness  and  cheerfulness  were  not  merely 
tempermental,  but  were  the  result  of  his  profound  religious 
faith. 

He  was  free  from  professionalism  and  clerical  man- 
nerism. His  frank  and  cordial  greeting,  when  you  met 
him,  seemed  to  establish  at  once  a  friendly  relation,  and 
every  meeting  increased  in  friendliness. 

His  personalitv  carried  with  it  such  a  wholesome 
atmosphere  that  men  rose  to  their  best  in  his  presence. 

Ease  and  self-indulgence  had  no  place  in  his  busy 
lite.  To  be  like  the  Master  whom  he  served  was  his 
highest  ambition.  His  brave  spirit  struggled  on  with  his 
work  even  during  his  illness,  until  he  was  compelled  to  kn- 
it down  through  sheer  exhaustion. 
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The  ruling  principle  of  his  life  seemed  to  be  that  all 
he  possessed  of  talent,  of  time  and  of  money,  were  his  in 
trust,  to  be  used  in  the  service  of  his  fellowmen.  The  loss 
to  the  church  and  to  the  community,  of  such  a  life  cannot 
easily  be  estimated. 


FREDD  ORESTES  THOMPSON 

Was  the  eldest  child  and  only  son  of  Waldo  Thompson 
(Col.  Leonard,7  Leonard,'5  Samuel,  Esq.,0  Samuel,4 
Jonathan,3  Jonathan,2  James,1)  and  his  wife  Hannah 
Robinson  Bradford  (Josephus,  Josephus).  He  was  born 
in  Swampscott,  Nov.  22,  1859,  where  his  father  was 
prominent  in  the  affairs  of  the  Town.  In  1863  the 
family  moved  to  Lynn,  their  house  having  been  moved  at 
the  same  time  and  placed  near  the  foot  of  Christian  Hill 
on  Ocean  street.  He  was  educated  in  the  Lynn  schools 
and  had  planned  to  study  surgery,  but  ill  health  compelled 
him  to  abandon  this.  He  took  up  mercantile  life  and  after 
a  few  years,  entered  the  real  estate  and  insurance  business 
of  his  father,  continuing  it  after  the  latter's  death. 

He  married  Bertha  Wires  of  Randolph,  Vt.,  June  23, 
1887,  and  died  May  15,  1904,  leaving  a  widow  and  one 
daughter,   Evelyn. 


AMELIA  JANE    PARKER 

Was  born  in  Woburn,  December  31,  1836,  and  died  in 
Lynn,  September  21,  1904.  She  was  the  daughter  of 
Timothy  and  Lydia  Jane  (Taylor)  Andrews.  She  was  a 
descendant  on  her  lather's  side,  from  Lieutenant  John 
Andrews,   born    in     England    in    1618,   and     who  was    of 
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Ipswich,  Mass.,  in  1642.  Also  on  the  maternal  side  from 
Henry  Robie,  born  at  Castle  Dunnington,  Yorkshire, 
England,  February  12,  1618-19.  He  was  in  Dorchester 
in  1639  and  went  to  Exeter,  N.  H.  His  descendant, 
Samuel  Robie,  great  grandfather  of  Mrs.  Parker,  was  a 
soldier  of  the  Revolution.  Her  paternal  greatgrandfather, 
Timothy  Ross,  of  Ipswich,  was  also  in  the  Revolutionary 
War.  Another  of  her  ancestors  was  Thomas  Burnham, 
who  came  from  England  in  1635,  and  settled  in  the  town 
of  Essex,  and  was  a  soldier  in  the  Pequot  Indian  war. 

Mrs.  Parker  attended  the  public  schools  in  her  native 
town  and  graduated  in  the  first  class  of  the  Woburn  High 
School  in  1855.  She  took  up  school  teaching,  and  had  a 
very  successful  career  as  an  instructor.  Her  marriage 
with  John  L.  Parker  occurred  in  i860,  and  when  a  year 
later  her  husband  volunteered  as  a  soldier  for  the  defence 
of  the  Union,  the  patriotic  impulses  of  her  nature  reached  a 
full  development,  and  all  through  the  War  of  the  Rebellion 
she  did  all  that  a  woman  could  to  aid  the  soldiers  and 
advance  the  cause  for  which  they  were  contending  at  the 
front.  She  never  lost  her  love  for  the  veterans  or  their 
dependent  ones  ;  and  when  the  war  was  ended  she  joined 
with  other  loyal  women  in  associations  for  their  relief. 
During  the  recent  war  with  Spain  her  experience  in  the 
Civil  War  period  marked  her  as  one  to  join  in  the  organiza- 
tion of  a  Volunteer  Aid  Association,  and  she  displayed  the 
same  interest  in  caring  for  the  soldiers  of  this  later  war  as 
she  manifested  in  1861-5.  She  was  a  prominent  member 
of  Woman's  Relief  Corps  29,  of  Lynn,  and  an  honorary 
member  of  her  husband's  regimental  association,  the 
reunions  of  which  she  never  failed  to  attend. 

Entering  the  church  in  her  early  teens,  in  a  society 
where  every   member    was    a   worker  she    began    church 
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activities  which  later  became  a  second  nature.  On  com- 
ing to  Lynn,  in  1880,  she  joined  the  Central  Congrega- 
tional Church,  and  became  identified  with  the  Sunday 
School,  the  Ladies'  Aid  and  the  Missionary  Societies,  and 
in  all  her  relations  to  the  church,  she  was  a  faithful  ser- 
vant of  God. 

Possessed  of  a  kind  heart,  and  even  disposition,,  sound 
judgment,  and  a  strong  desire  to  do  good,  wherever  she 
lived,  in  her  native  town,  or  in  the  city  of  her  adoption, 
she  was  the  best  known  and  the  most  sincerely  loved  of  all 
the  people  of  the  neighborhood.  If  any  were  in  trouble, 
she  seemed  to  know  it  instinctively,  and  hastened  at  once 
to  smooth  out  the  difficulty  or  to  bestow  heartfelt  sympathy. 
Sociable  by  nature,  possessed  of  a  rare  gift  of  friendly 
conversation,  with  a  sympathetic  voice  that  indicated  a 
warm  heart,  no  one  could  resist  her  cordial  greetings,  and 
all  who  knew  her  loved  her. 

She  was  a  charter  member  of  the  North  Shore  Club, 
had  been  Regent  of  the  Chapter  of  the  Third  Plantation, 
Daughters  of  the  Revolution,  Past  President  of  General 
Lander  Corps  29,  W.  R.  C,  and  a  member  of  the  Lynn 
Historical  Society.  She  was  always  particular  to  exercise 
her  right  to  vote  for  School  Committee,  and  it  is  recorded 
that  she  was  the  first  woman  to  pay  a  poll  tax  which  the 
law,  when  first  enacted,  demanded  as  a  prerequisite  to 
voting. 

Mrs.  Parker  was  the  mother  of  five  children,  John  L., 
Jr.,  who  died  in  1867,  Mabel  A.,  who  died  in  1890,  and 
Horace  R.,  Selwyn  B.,  and  Mrs.  Florence  Parker  Drown, 
who  survive  her. 

Mrs.  Parker's  life  was  full  of  usefulness,  of  unselfish 
devotion  to  the  happiness  of  others,  of  love  to  those  who 
were  dear  to  her  by  the  ties  of  kindred,  and  for  those  who 
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needed  a  friend.  "  I  always  want  to  look  not  for  the 
forlornities,"  was  a  favorite  expression  with  her,  and  well 
did  she  perform  her  self-imposed  task. 


SUSAN    ELLEN    HOUGHTON 

Was  born  in  Lynn,  Massachusetts,  May  15,  1833.  She 
was  the  fourth  child,  and  second  daughter  of  Cyrus  and 
Elizabeth  S.  (Martin)  Houghton,  who  established  their 
home  on  Summer  street,  West  Lynn,  in  1825,  after  ten 
years  of  wedded  life  elsewhere.  She  received  her  educa- 
tion in  Lynn,  first  in  a  private  school  of  high  rank,  subse- 
quently in  the  public  schools,  and  was  graduated  from  the 
High  School  in  1853.  The  range  of  her  school  studies 
was  extended  considerably  in  the  home  life  that  followed, 
especiallv  in  some  departments  of  natural  history,  for 
which  she  was  exceptionally  well  qualified,  by  a  habit  of 
careful  observation. 

But  the  times  were  unfavorable,  being  given  over  to 
the  excitement  and  stirring  events  of  the  Civil  War,  and 
her  plans  for  years  of  systematic  study  were  set  aside  by 
more  pressing  duties.  Active,  industrious,  self-reliant,  she 
was  ready  for  every  good  cause.  In  the  beneficent  work 
performed  by  women  during  the  darkest  years  of  the  war, 
she  had  a  full  share,  contributing,  from  day  to  day,  such 
kindly  service  as  her  means  would  allow. 

In  1866  she  entered  upon  what  proved  to  be  the  most 
prominent,  if  not  the  most  important  period  of  her  busy  life, 
by  becoming  the  teller  of  the  Lynn  Five  Cents  Savings 
Bank.  She  brought  to  the  discharge  of  her  duties, 
accuracy  oi  method,  and  a  conscientious  regard  for  the 
interest  of  her   employers   and   the   public.      She   resigned 
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the  position  in  1887,  after  twenty-one  years  of  faithful 
service. 

The  leisure  afforded  by  this  change  was  devoted 
chiefly  to  others.  There  was  less  labor  for  gain,  more  help 
for  the  sick,  more  time  for  the  religious  and  social  ques- 
tions of  the  day.  She  had  many  friends,  a  pleasant  home, 
and  notwithstanding  advancing  years,  retained  her  interest 
in  young  people,  in  new  books,  and  the  better  ways  that 
were  superseding  the  inferior  methods  of  the  past. 

With  the  literary  and  benevolent  organizations  of  her 
time,  she  was  in  earnest  co-operation,  being  especially 
interested  in  the  Lynn  Historical  Society  and  its  work. 
She  was  a  member  of  the  Horticultural  Society  and  the 
Outlook  Club.  The  I  Iome  for  Aged  Women  was  a  favorite 
among  her  list  of  charities,  and  to  it,  by  her  will,  she  gave 
a  valuable  bequest. 

Her  religious  associations  were  chiefly  with  the  Metho- 
dist Episcopal  Church  but  she  recognized  the  Christian  life 
without  regard  to  sectarian  divisions. 

The  house  in  which  she  was  born  was  her  home  for  a 
lifetime,  and  from  it  she  passed  to  the  higher  life,  Sep- 
tember 25,  1904. 


ENOCH  STAFFORD  JOHNSON 

Died  suddenly  at  his  home,  55  Atlantic  street,  Lynn,  on 
Sunday,  November  20,  1904.  He  was  the  son  of  Otis 
and  Virginia  (Taylor)  Johnson  of  Lynn  and  was  born  in 
Savannah,  Georgia,  on  April  12,  1828.  Through  his 
father  he  was  descended  from  many  of  the  early  settlers  of 
Massachusetts,  as  his  line  has  been  traced  to  sixteen  of  the 
immigrant  settlers  of  Lynn  and  vicinity,  the  direct  male 
line  going  back  to  Richard  Johnson,  who  came  from  Eng- 
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land  with  Sir  Richard  Saltonstall  in  1630,  and  settled  first 
in  Watertown  and  later  in  Lynn. 

His  mother  was  Virginia  Taylor  of  Georgia,  whose 
father,  Reuben,  was  born  in  Virginia.  Through  his 
mother  he  was  descended  in  the  fourth  generation  from 
Col.  Samuel  Stafford  of  North  Carolina,  who  is  said  to 
have  been  with  the  Revolutionary  Army  at  Braddock's 
defeat. 

Mr.  Johnson  was  educated  at  the  old  Lynn  Academy, 
and,  on  leaving  that  institution,  entered  the  employ  of 
Messrs.  Jewett  &  Tibbetts,  dry  goods  merchants  on  Milk 
street,  Boston.  Through  all  his  life  Mr.  Johnson  looked 
back  with  pleasure  and  interest  to  those  days.  His  busi- 
ness career  began  in  1849,  when  he  became  a  partner  with 
his  father,  Otis  Johnson,  in  the  wholesale  boot  and  shoe 
business  in  Savannah.  In  1859  ^e  began  the  wholesale 
sole  leather  business  on  Pearl  street,  Boston,  where  he 
remained  till  the  great  fire  in  1872.  Removing  to  Lynn, 
till  the  burnt  district  was  rebuilt,  he  again  established  him- 
self in  Boston  on  the  corner  of  High  and  Congress  streets. 
In  1886  he  closed  all  connection  with  Boston  and  began  in 
Lynn  the  business  which  has  continued  to  the  present  time. 
His  long  business  career  of  fifty-five  years  has  been  marked 
by  the  strictest  integrity  and  uprightness.  He  enjoyed, 
from  first  to  last,  the  fullest  confidence  and  esteem  of  all 
with  whom  he  had  dealings  and  through  all  the  vicissitudes 
of  fires,  wars  and  panics,  he  never  failed  to  meet  every 
financial  obligation. 

In  1857,  Mr.  Johnson  married  Anna  Louisa,  daughter 
of  the  late  lion.  i\ndrews  Breed  of  Lynn,  who  with  two 
children,  Susan  Louisa  and  Otis  Stafford,  and  two  grand- 
children, survive  him. 

Mr.  Johnson  was  a  genial,  Christian  gentleman,  refined 
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in  his  tastes,  modest  and  retiring  in  his  manner,  never  seek- 
ing publicity,  but  faithful  and  conscientious  to  a  degree,  in 
fulfilling  every  trust  imposed  upon  him.  One  who  was  his 
rector  for  eleven  years  writes  :  "  I  feel  that  I  am  a  better 
man  than  I  would  have  been,  had  I  not  known  him  and 
been  permitted  to  see  his  life  of  sacrifice,  his  unfailing 
generosity  and  his  unwavering  faith." 

Mr.  Johnson  possessed  a  keen  sense  of  humor,  always 
having  a  fund  of  anecdotes  at  command  to  give  point  to 
his  remarks.  He  was  fond  of  antiquarian  and  genealog- 
ical research  and  had  collected  many  interesting  data  long 
before  the  study  had  become  so  general  as  it  is  to-day. 
He  became  a  life  member  of  the  New  England  Historic  and 
Genealogical  Society  in  1889  and  was  a  member  of  the 
Society  of  Colonial  Wars  as  well  as  of  our  own  Historical 
Society.  He  was  a  diligent  reader,  fond  of  his  books,  and 
had  always  been  a  close  student  of  English  history,  his 
memory  for  dates  being  most  accurate. 

Mr.  Johnson's  religious  views  were  positive  and  clear. 
In  early  life  he  attached  himself  to  the  "Independent  Pres- 
byterian Church  "  in  Savannah,  and,  on  removing  to  Lynn, 
became  a  member  of  the  First  Congregational  Church 
where  Dr.  Parsons  Cooke  was  then  settled  and  to  whom*  he 
was  warmly  attached.  Later  he  became,  by  conviction, 
a  stanch  and  loyal  churchman  and  for  nearly  forty  years 
was  identified  with  the  parish  of  St.  Stephen's,  Lynn, 
having  been  a  vestryman  of  that  parish  since  1867. 
Indeed,  his  last  public  act  on  earth  was  attendance  on  the 
morning  service  of  the  church  on  Sunday,  the  20th  of 
November,  when,  having  returned  to  his  home,  he  passed 
suddenly  and  peacefully  away,  hardly  more  than  twenty 
minutes  after  he  entered  his  house.  It  seemed  indeed  like 
a  translation  —  The  veil  was  lifted  and  his  spirit  passed 
from  the  church  on  earth  to  the  church  in  Paradise. 
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HOWARD    KENDALL   SANDERSON, 

Son  of  Alonzo  and  Helen  Kendall  Sanderson,  was  born  in 
Williamsburg,  Massachusetts,  July  10,  1865  :  he  was  a 
grandson  of  Jesse  and  Marilla  Turner  Sanderson  of 
Lunenburg,  Massachusetts ;  his  maternal  grandparents 
were  Ozi  and  Fannie  Ainsworth  Kendall  of  Athol,  Mass. 

He  came  to  Lynn  with  his  parents  in  1873,  at  which 
time  his  father  began  his  long  pastorate  at  the  Trinity  M. 
E.  Church  on  Tower  Hill.  He  was  educated  in  the  public 
schools  of  Lynn.  Married  August  1,  1887,  to  Miss  Carrie 
M.  Flanders,  and  had  one  son,  Kendall  Ainsworth  San- 
derson, born  December  23,  1890. 

At  nineteen  a  printer,  and  at  twenty-four  he  entered 
the  United  States  Post  Office  as  a  letter  carrier,  was  later 
promoted  to  superintendent  of  carriers  and  assistant  post- 
master, leaving  the  employ  of  the  government  in  1893  to 
become  a  professional  philatelist.  May  12,  1900,  he  was 
appointed  postmaster,  which  position  he  held  at  the  time 
of  his  death. 

He  was  in  the  Massachusetts  House  of  Representa- 
tives, 1896-97.  In  State  Senate,  1899-1900.  He  was 
prominently  connected  with  the  Masonic  Fraternity,  being 
Past  Master  of  Golden  Fleece  Lodge,  and  a  member  of 
Sutton  Royal  Arch  Chapter,  Zebulun  Council  Royal  and 
Select  Masters,  Olivet  Commandery  Knights  Templar, 
Boston  Lafayette  Lodge  of  Perfection,  Giles  F.  Yates 
Council  Mt.  Olivet  Chapter,  and  Massachusetts  Consistory 
32°.  Member  of  West  Lynn  Lodge  of  Odd  Fellows, 
Lynn  Historical  Society  and  Old  Essex  Chapter  S.  A.  R. 
lie  died  December  14,  1904. 

His  work  in  obtaining  from  the  United  States  govern- 
ment headstones  to  mark  the  graves  of  Lynn's  Revolution- 
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ary  soldiers,  and  the  arrangements  for  their  dedication  on 
Revolutionary  Day,  June  17,  1904,  are  still  fresh  in  the 
minds  of  Lynn  citizens.  He  made  a  careful  research  into 
Lynn's  Revolutionary  History  and  sketches  of  Lynn's 
soldiers  which  he  expected  to  publish  in  book  form. 


CORDELIA  MARY   ELIZABETH   BEARD 

Daughter  of  Rufus  and  Betsey  B.  Newhall  was  born  in 
Exeter,  New  Hampshire,  March  .12,  1826,  at  the  old  Dollofr* 
homestead  where  her  mother  had  been  born.  Coming  to 
Lynn  when  a  few  weeks  old,  she  was  given  good  Puritan 
training  by  her  parents,  first  in  the  old  Newhall  homestead 
on  Atlantic  street  and  later  in  their  home  on  Essex  street, 
where  there  was  then  but  three  or  four  houses. 

She  commenced  her  education  when  but  three  years 
old,  her  aunt  teaching  her  her  letters.  She  then  attended 
a  private  school  in  "Woodend,"  taught  by  a  Miss  Collins, 
where  she  won  her  first  prize  by  spelling  the  word 
"  coffee."  For  some  time  she  attended  the  public  school 
where  she  had  a  Mr.  Savage  and  Alonzo  Lewis  for 
teachers,  some  of  her  schoolmates  being  Henry  Breed, 
Nestor  Brown  and  Joseph  Neal,  the  two  latter  and  herself 
constituting  a  class  in  grammar. 

She  then  attended  a  private  school  taught  by  a  Miss 
Rowena  Hill.  She  then  taught  school  with  Hezekiah  P 
Andrews  and  with  Mr.  Samuel  King.  After  this  she  went 
to  Wesley  an  Academy,  at  Wilbraham,  where  she  was  a 
member  of  the  first  graduating  class.  Returning  to  Lynn 
she  again  became  "Master  King's"  assistant  where  she 
remained  until  she  went  to  Natchez,  Miss.,  where  she 
taught  in   a  young   ladies'  academy  for  five    years.      She 
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then  removed  to  Marshall  Institute,  Term.,  where  she 
remained  until  her  marriage,  which  occurred  a  year  later, 
when  she  was  twenty-seven  years  old.  Her  husband, 
Isham  B.  Beard,  was  a  large  and  successful  Louisiana 
cotton  planter. 

She  remained  on  the  plantation  devoting  herself  to 
her  familv  and  her  flowers  until  the  breaking  out  of  war. 
The  Federal  gunboats  soon  made  life  on  the  river  unsafe, 
when  the  family  and  slaves  removed  to  the  backwoods  of 
Arkansas,  where  safe  from  the  contending  armies  she  had, 
with  her  husband,  to  take  up  the  task  of  providing  food 
and  clothing  from  Nature's  products  for  over  a  hundred 
souls. 

After  the  war  she  returned  to  Louisiana  where  she 
lived  on  the  plantation  until  her  return  to  Lynn,  in  July, 
1899,  her  husband  having  died  in  August,  1890.  She  was 
the  mother  of  six  children,  four  boys  and  two  girls.  Four 
of  her  children  survive  her.  She  was  remarkable  for  her 
love  of  flowers  and  her  garden,  and  took  great  pleasure  in 
collecting  rare  and  beautiful  varieties.  She  took  a  lively 
interest  in  the  life  about  her  and  up  to  her  death  kept  well 
posted  in  current  literature  and  events.  She  died  at  the 
age  of  seventy-seven  on  Dec.  22nd,  1904,  at  her  girlhood's 
home  on  Essex  street. 


SUSAN  THAYER  HILL 

Was  born  in  Oxford,  N.  H.,  Nov.  17,  1827,  and  died  in 
Lynn,  Dec.  31,  1904.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Rev. 
James  Delap  Farnsworth  and  Rebecca  Miller  Thayer 
(Fogg)  Farnsworth.  She  was  a  direct  descendant  of 
Matthias   Farnsworth,  born  in  England  in  181 2,  and  Mary 
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(Fan*)  Farnsworth,  daughter  of  George  Farr,  a  native  of 
Lynn.  Also  of  Samuel  Fogg,  born  in  England  in  1627 
and  settled  in  Hampton,  N.  H.,  in  1652. 

Mrs.  Hill's  father  during  his  ministry  held  several 
pastorates,  living  in  Oxford,  N.  H.,  Paxton,  Boxboro  and 
Bridgewater.  She  was  educated  in  the  Abbott  Female 
Academy,  at  Andover,  and  Groton  Academy,  and  fitted 
herself  for  the  life  of  a  teacher.  She  taught  in  Boxborough, 
Harvard,  Braintree  and  Bridgewater.  She  was  offered  at 
one  time  a  position  as  assistant  in  the  Lynn  High  School, 
but  an  offer  from  Richmond,  Va.,  seeming  more 
advantageous,  she  accepted  the  latter,  and  taught  school 
there  for  a  short  time. 

Returning  to  the  home  of  her  parents,  she  united  in 
marriage  with  the  late  William  F.  Hill,  Nov.  22,  1855. 
The  union  was  a  happy  one,  continuing  until  the  death  of 
her  husband,  which  occurred  Dec.  16,  1900.  There  were 
five  children  born  to  this  family,  Rebecca  Louise,  who 
died  June  27,  1895,  and  James  D.  F.,  who  died  Sept.  23, 
1869;  Charlotte  F.,  George  B,  and  Mrs.  Susan  F,  (Hill) 
Green,  the  last  three  surviving. 

Of  her  father's  family  only  a  sister  is  living,  Miss 
Rebecca  M.  Farnsworth,  who  made  her  home  with  Mrs. 
Hill. 

Mrs.  Hill  was  a  woman  of  strong  character,  fully 
imbued  with  the  Christian  spirit,  active  in  all  good  works, 
and  during  a  long  and  useful  life  impressed  herself  on  all 
with  whom  she  was  associated.  On  coming  to  Lynn  in 
1866,  she  connected  herself  with  the  Central  Con- 
gregational Church,  and  was  from  that  time  to  the  day  of 
her  death  intensely  interested  in  all  that  tended  to  its 
prosperity  and  spirituality.  She  was  a  very  efficient 
helper  in   the   Ladies  Aid   and   Missionarv   Societies,   and 
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her  connection  with  the  Sunday  School  was  only  severed 
bv  death.  She  was  a  charter  member  of  the  Lynn 
Historical  Society  and  actively  interested  in  the  work  of 
the  Genealogical  Committee,  and  a  member  of  the  Fogg 
Family  Association.  She  read  a  paper  on  her 
recollections  of  school  days  at  one  of  the  meetings  of  the 
society  and  it  was  highly  commended.  Mrs.  Hill  was 
also  a  charter  member  of  the  Sons  and  Daughters  of 
New  Hampshire.  She  had  arranged  to  present  a  clock 
to  the  town  of  Bridgewater  during  the  next  Old  Home 
Week,  to  be  placed  in  the  village  school  where  she  was 
once  a  teacher.  She  was  one  of  the  most  interested 
members  of  the  Houghton  Horticultural  Society. 

Mrs.  Hill  was  very  loyal  to  her  church  and  to  her 
religious  convictions.  She  considered  it  not  only  a  duty 
to  be  good  but  to  do  good,  and  to  be  "  not  weary  in  well 
doing,"  and  she  always  did  with  her  might  what  her  hands 
found  to  do.  Mrs.  Hill  enjoyed  life  and  all  her  years,  of 
nearly  four  score,  were  filled  with  usefulness.  Her  friends 
will  remember  her  as  one  of  whom  it  can  be  justly  written, 
"  She  hath  done  what  she  could." 


LUCY  RHODES  ALLEN 

Was  born  at  Lynn,  Massachusetts,  February  18,  1844, 
in  the  old  Rhodes  homestead  on  Boston  street,  a  portion 
of  which  premises  had  been  in  the  family  for  nearly  two 
hundred  years;  she  died  at  her  apartments  at  the  Hotel 
Brunswick  in  Boston,  January  5,  1905,  where  she  was 
living  for  the  winter  months,  although  she  always  retained 
her  residence  in  Lynn.  She  was  the  youngest  of  four 
children    of    Trevett    Mansfield    Rhodes    and  of    his   wife 
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Eliza  Munroe  Rhodes,  and  a  lineal  descendant,  on  the 
paternal  side,  of  Henry  Rhodes  who  was  born  in  Lan- 
cashire, England  in  1608,  and  who  settled  on  the  western 
hank  of  the  Saugus  river.  She  possessed  the  original 
Coat  of  Arms  of  the  Rhodes  family,  pronounced  by  the 
N.  E.  Historical  and  Geneological  Society  to  be  one  of 
the  few  original  Coats  of  Arms  in  this  country. 

And  on  the  maternal  side,  of  Donald  Munroe  who  in 
the  nth  century  founded  the  Clan  Munroe,  whose 
descendant  William  Munroe  in  the  18th  generation  in 
direct  descent  was  born  in  Scotland  in  1625,  and  after  the 
Battle  of  Worcester  was  deported  to  America  where,  at  the 
age  of  40  in  1665  he  married  Martha  George,  daughter  of 
John  George,  a  man  of  Watertown  descent.  (See  Dr. 
Doddridge's  life  of  Col.  Gardner  and  account  concerning 
the  ancient  family  of  the  Munroes  of  Fowlis).  The  family 
of  the  Munroes  of  Fowlis  is  among  the  most  ancient  and 
honorable  of  families  of  the  north  of  Scotland. 

Her  great-grandfather  Munroe  was  a  soldier  of  the 
Revolution  and  was  in  the  Battle  of  Lexington.  He 
received  many  bullet  holes  in  his  coat  as  he  tried  to  escape 
from  an  ambush  of  the  British.  The  old  coat  was  pre- 
served in  the  family  to  a  late  da}' — some  time  in  the 
eighties.  Her  uncle  Col.  Timothy  Munroe  of  the  Eighth 
Regiment  was  among  the  first  to  enlist  in  the  Civil  War. 

She  married,  January  9,  1878,  Frank  D.  Allen,  son  of 
Charles  Francis  Allen  and  Olive  Ely  Dewey  of  Worcester, 
Mass.      They  had  no  issue.      He  survives  her. 

Her  acquaintances  were  many.  She  delighted  in 
travel  and  upon  the  death  of  her  mother  in  the  winter  of 
1890,  she  travelled  through  Great  Britain  and  on  the  Con- 
tinent, spending  much  time  in  Switzerland,  Italy  and 
France.

For  some  years  she  had  been  connected  with  the 
Egyptian  Exploration  Fund  as  one  of  its  Honorary  Secre- 
taries and  in  February,  1898,  after  much  study  of  its 
history  and  hieroglyphs,  she  sailed  with  her  husband  for 
Egypt,  making  her  headquarters  at  Cairo  where  she  met 
M.  Loret,  the  head  of  the  Gizah  Museum,  to  whom  she  had 
letters  of  introduction.  While  at  Cairo  she  climbed  the 
Great  Pyramid.  From  Cairo  she  travelled  up  the  Nile 
some  five  hundred  miles,  visiting  the  ruins  of  Memphis, 
Thebes  and  Luxor. 

From  Egypt  she  went  to  Smyrna,  yEphesus,  Athens 
and  Constantinople  and  the  Holy  Land,  again  visiting  on 
her  return,  Italy  and  Spain. 

On  this  trip  she  collected  many  interesting  and 
valuable  curios  with  which  she  decorated  her  new  home, 
which  after  her  return  from  her  Egyptian  trip,  she  was 
constructing  on  King's  Beach  Terrace,  Lynn,  and  which 
was  ready  for  occupancy  the  following  year. 

She  was  fond  of  historical  research  and  well  acquainted 
with  the  local  history  of  Lynn.  She  was  a  member  of  the 
Castillian  Club  of  Boston,  and  for  fifteen  years  was  an  active 
and  enthusiastic  member  of  the  Boston  Shakespeare  Club. 
As  Secretary  of  the  Wednesday  Morning  Club  of  Bos- 
ton, she  left  a  set  of  records,  models  of  their  kind. 
In  1904  she  was  unanimously  chosen  President  of  the 
Wednesday  Morning  Club,  which  position  she  held  at  the 
time  of  her  death.  And  in  the  summer  of  that  year  she 
devoted  herself  to  preparing  a  course  in  literature  for  the 
club,  securing  a  brilliant  list  of  essayists  and  presiding  at 
its  meetings  up  to  the  time  of  her  decease. 

For  some  years  she  wras  suffering  from  an  incurable 
disease  and  her  physicians  advised  her  to  save  herself  and 
withdraw  from  active  participation  in  club  and  social  life. 
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Constituted  as  she  was  she  could  not  withdraw  entirely 
from  life's  activities  and  be  happy.  She  always  said  she 
would  rather  "  wear  out  than  rust  out." 

She  retained  to  the  last  her  membership  and  interest 
in  the  New  England  Woman's  Club  and  the  Browning 
Society  of  Boston. 

Her  charities  were  constant  but  unostentatious.  For 
a  long  period,  beginning  in  the  early  nineties,  she  devoted 
much  time  each  week  to  teaching  in  one  of  the  mission 
schools  of  Boston. 

She  was  a  student  of  art  and  for  some  years  devoted 
herself  to  its  studv  both  in  Salem  and  in  Boston.  On  one 
of  her  trips  abroad  she  purchased  a  beautiful  "  Guercino  " 
which  since  has  been  given  by  her  to  the  Lynn  Public 
Library. 

She  loved  nature  and  studied  several  years  under  Mr. 
Jack  at  the  Arnold  Arboretum.  She  had  a  remarkable 
memory  and  a  fine  well-ordered  imagination.  Her  friends 
were  many.  Ingenuous  and  truthful,  at  times  her  frank- 
ness might  cause  her  to  be  misunderstood  by  the  few. 
Her  friends  loved  her  intellectual  integrity,  and  showed 
their  appreciation  and  esteem  in  friendships  which  grew 
with  her  life  and  were  linked  around  her  silent  form  at  the 
last. 

"  For  worth  shall  look  fairer,  and  truth  more  bright, 
When  we  think  how  she  liv'd  but  to  love  them." 

She  was  a  devout  christian  and  church  member  and 
for  many  years  had  been  a  constant  attendant  at  the  Old 
South  Church  in  Boston.  Dr.  George  A.  Gordon,  speak- 
ing at  her  funeral,  said  of  her  that  the  "interpretation  of 
her  character  and  soul "  might  be  found  in  the  text,  "  Seek 
the  things  that  are  above." 
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JACOB  MEEK  LEWIS. 
Hon.  Jacob  M.  Lewis  was  born  in  a  house  which  stood  on 
the  easterly  side  of  Chestnut  street,  near  to  Lewis  street, 
Lynn,  on  October  13,  1823,  the  son  of  Robert  and  Hannah 
(Humphrey)  Lewis.  He  was  in  the  direct  line  from  Ed- 
mund Lewis,  one  of  the  first  four  settlers  of  Lynn.  His 
mother  came  from  Marblehead.  Edmund  Lewis's  house 
stood  on  the  easterly  side  of  the  present  La  Fayette  park,  a 
little  to  the  south  of  Goldfish  pond.  For  two  hundred 
years  descendants  of  Edmund  Lewis  occupied  all  the  land 
on  the  north  side,  and  most  of  the  land  on  the  south  side 
of  Lewis  street,  to  the  ocean. 

The  school  which  Mr.  Lewis  first  attended  as  a  boy 
was  located  on  the  westerly  side  of  Chestnut  street,  near 
to  Union  street,  where  the  old  engine  house  stands.  He 
afterwards  was  a  pupil  at  the  Lynn  Academy  on  South 
Common  street.  At  an  early  age  he  finished  his  educa- 
tion in  the  schools,  and  left  to  learn  the  trade  of  a  shoe- 
maker in  his  father's  10x12  shoemaker's  shop,  according 
to  the  custom  of  those  times.  He  was  for  a  time  in  the 
grocery  business  on  Lewis  street,  and  for  ten  years  was  a 
fisherman,  going  out  from  Swampscott.  In  the  latter  oc- 
cupation he  rose  to  be  captain,  and  encountered  main- 
rough  experiences,  having  been  twice  nearly  drowned  off 
Swampscott.  Later  he  was  a  manufacturer  of  shoes,  in 
partnership  with  Thomas  Collyer,  Jr.,  for  twenty  years, 
and  alter  retiring  from  that  business  he,  with  Edward  S. 
Newhall,  conducted  a  real  estate  and  insurance  office  for 
about  twelve  years.  His  last  years  were  devoted  to  the 
care  of  estates.  During  a  large  part  of  this  time  Mr. 
Lewis  was  active  in  the  public  affairs  of  our  city.  After 
one  year's  service  in  the  Common  Council  in  1853,  he 
was    for   nine  years,    beginning   with    1859,    a    memDer  of

the  Board  of  Aldermen.  He  was  in  continuous  service 
in  the  city  government  during  the  trying  days  of  the 
war  and  performed  well  the  arduous  and  exacting 
duties  which  devolved  upon  him.  For  eight  years 
he  was  a  member  of  the  Public  Water  Board  and  was 
given  the  especial  honor  of  four  elections  as  Mayor  of 
the  city,  serving  in  1873-4-5-6.  After  he  ceased  to  hold 
public  office  he  assumed  many  private  fiduciary  responsi- 
bilities and  to  his  death  was  the  true  adviser  of  all  who 
needed  honest  counsel.  At  his  death  he  was  Vice-Presi- 
dent of  the  Lynn  Institution  for  Savings,  President  of  the 
Lynn  Co-operative  Bank  and  Treasurer  of  the  Lynn 
Mutual  Benefit  Association.  On  account  of  his  innate 
unselfishness,  his  absolute  honesty  and  truthfulness,  his 
firmness,  and  his  uprightness  in  all  the  walks  of  life  he 
was  universally  respected  and  honored.  No  one  ever 
enjoyed  in  a  larger  degree  the  confidence  and  esteem  of 
our  people  and  no  one  ever  deserved  it  more.  Rich  in  all 
that  goes  to  the  making  of  a  man,  Mr.  Lewis  died  on 
January  5,  1905.  His  life  was  a  long  and  busy  one,  but 
he  left  behind  him  the  record  of  useful  and  honorable  deeds 
as  a  priceless  heritage  to  his  family  and  friends.  Mr. 
Lewis  married  Roxanna  W.  Stone  of  Lynn  on  October 
13,  1845,  but  never  had  any  children  ;  his  widow  survived 
him  about  eight  months. 


CHARLES  ANDREW  THOMPSON 

Died  suddenly  on  January  6,  1905.  He  was  born  at  Beech- 
wood,  Cohasset,  September,  20,  i860,  the  son  of  Rufus  and 
Lydia.  He  was  a  member  of  Lin  wood  Lodge,  I.  O.  G. 
T.,  the  Knights  of  Pythias,  and  the  Knights  of  Honor. 
He  was  survived  by  one  brother  and  five  married  sisters. 
He  joined  the  society  a  few  months  before  his  death. 
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THE    PUBLIC   SERVICES    OF   STRAWBERRY    BROOK. 

A   paper  read  before  the  Lynn  Historical  Society  on  Thursday  evening,  April  24th,  1002, 
by  Mr.  George   H.  Martin,  Vice-President  of  the  society. 


''The  physical  basis  of  history"  is  a  modern  phrase.  No 
book  in  history  is  complete  without  a  minute  account  of  the 
physical  features  of  the  stage  on  which  the  historical  drama  has 
been  played. 

What  people  have  done  and  what  they  have  become  has 
been  determined  for  them  in  advance  by  the  conditions  of  latitude 
and  topography,  of  soil  and  climate. 

Mountains  interposed  have  made  enemies  of  nations,  and  as 
the  physical  conditions  have  been  hard  or  easy  the  people  have 
been  vigorous  and  enterprising  and  free,  or  indolent  and  feeble 
and  enslaved. 

What  is  true  of  a  nation  and  in  the  large,  is  no  less  true  of 
each  community  of  which  the  nation  is  composed.  If  the  primi- 
tive settlement  is  by  the  sea,  the  people  grow  hardy  in  their 
efforts  to  obtain  a  livelihood  from  its  ample  resources,  while  they 
protect  themselves  from  its  merciless  fury. 

If  they  choose  their  home  by  a  river  side,  they  learn  to 
cultivate  its  fertile  intervales  and  to  harness  it  to  the  wheels  of 
their  varied  manufacturing  industries. 

The  history  of  Lynn  affords  an  interesting  illustration  of  the 
working  of  this  universal  principle.  The  industrial  and  social 
life  of  its  people  has  been  intimately  associated  with  the  little 
stream  which  under  its  modern  and  poetic  name,  Strawberry 
brook,  winds  its  way  from  the  low  lying  swamps  in  the  north- 
east, westerly  and  southerly,  until  it  empties  its  tributary  waters 
into  Saugus  river. 

The  time  has  come  when  its  story  should  be  written  and  its 
services  commemorated.  The  city  fathers  have  declared  it  to  be 
a   nuisance  and   have   invoked   the  aid  of  the  Great  and  General 
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Court  for  its  abatement.  Soon  it  will  be  compelled  to  find  its 
sneaking  way  to  the  sea,  through  an  artificial  and  subterranean 
channel.  As  it  will  disappear  from  sight,  it  will  disappear  from 
memory,  and,  by-and-by,  the  oldest  inhabitant  will  be  inter- 
viewed in  vain  for  knowledge  of  its  early  beauty  and  its  early 
service. 

My  own  interest  is  more  than  historical.  When  I  was  a 
boy,  I  skated  on  it,  and  sailed  on  it  in  rude  boats  and  ruder  rafts, 
and  on  floating  cakes  of  ice.  I  waded  in  it  and  swam  in  it  and 
fished  in  it.  1  fell  into  it  and  was  thrown  into  it.  For  myself, 
this  paper  has  in  it  the  melancholy  of  a  requiem  or  a  dirge. 

The  earliest  notice  we  have  of  Strawberry  brook  is  in  that 
famous  book  written  in  1633  by  one  of  Lynn's  first  settlers  and 
her  first  author,  William  Wood,  called  "  New  England's  Pros- 
pect." Describing  Lynn  under  its  earlier  name  Saugus,  he 
says,  "Here  is  likewise  belonging  to  this  place  divers  fresh 
meadows  which  afford  good  grass  :  and  four  spacious  ponds  like 
little  lakes  wherein  is  good  store  of  fresh  fish,  within  a  mile  of 
the  town  ;  out  of  which  runs  a  curious  fresh  brook  that  is  seldom 
fro/en  by  reason  of  the  warmness  of  the  water  ;  upon  this  stream 
is  built  a  water-mill,  and  up  this  river  come  smelts  and  frost  fish 
much  bigger  than  a  gudgeon." 

Certainly  that  is  an  attractive  place,  those  fresh  meadows 
and  spacious  ponds,  and  that  curious  fresh  brook,  the  good  grass 
and  the  store  of  fish.  No  wonder  people  came  thither  and  built 
their  homes. 

As  late  as  forty  years  ago,  this  curious  fresh  brook  was  very 
pleasant  to  look  upon,  especially  the  lower  part  where  the  tide 
had  widened  the  channel. 

Looking  down  from  the  eastern  slope  of  Tower  Hill,  one 
saw  the  brook  bending  to  the  south  in  graceful  curve,  a  widish 
sweep  of  grass,  half  meadow  and  half  marsh,  reaching  back  to 
a  high  green  terrace.  To  the  south  was  a  clump  of  tall  oaks, 
shading  a  swimming  pool,  and  just  where  Cottage  street  now 
crosses  the  brook,  a  higher  knoll  with  horse-chestnuts  and  elms, 
the  earliest  home  of  the  Fuller  family. 
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When  the  title  was  in,  there  was  as  pretty  a  bit  of  landscape 
as  could  be  seen  in  all  New  England,  yes,  or  in  Old  England 
either. 

There  was  a  tradition  in  the  neighborhood,  when  I  was  a 
boy,  that  a  young  English  officer,  riding  over  the  old  road  to 
Salem,  just  before  the  Revolution,  as  he  came  over  the  brow  of 
Tower  Hill,  stopped  to  admire  the  view  and  pointing  with  his 
sword  to  the  grassy  knoll  and  the  oaks,  said  to  his  companions  : — 
••  When  these  troubles  are  over,  I  will  build  a  mansion  on  yon- 
der terrace  and  make  my  home  in  New  England." 

Besides  its  beauty,  there  were  two  other  features  attractive 
to  the  early  settlers.  Wood,  in  a  well-known  passage,  tells  of 
the  springs  of  sweet  water  which  abounded  in  the  colony  : — 
"For  the  country,  it  is  as  well  watered  as  any  land  under  the 
sun,  every  family  or  every  two  families  having  a  spring  of  sweet 
waters  betwixt  them,  which  is  far  different  from  the  waters  of 
England,  being  not  so  sharp,  but  of  a  fatter  substance  and  of  a 
jetty  color  ;  it  is  thought  there  can  be  no  better  water  in  the 
world,  vet  dare  I  not  prefer  it  before  good  beer,  as  some  have 
done,  but  any  man  will  choose  it  before  bad  beer,  whey  or 
buttermilk.  Those  that  drink  it,  be  as  healthful,  fresh  and  lusty 
as  they  that  drink  beer." 

Our  Puritan  ancestors  had  not  the  horrors  of  beer  which 
their  descendants  have  cultivated.  When  the  Bay  Company  was 
fitting  out  one  of  its  early  ships,  in  1628,  the  ship  which  brought 
the  first  minister,  Rev.  Francis  Higginson,  in  the  list  of  supplies 
to  he  provided  for  the  voyage  were  forty-five  tons  of  beer  and  six 
tons  of  water  and  twenty-nine  gallons  of  aquavitae. 

Along  the  northern  edge  of  Strawberry  brook,  such  sweet 
streams  were  common.  The  most  famous  of  them  was  on  the 
edge  of  the  brook  just  ;it  the  head  of  tide-water,  nearly  opposite 
where  Flint  street  now  opens  into  Boston  street.  At  high 
water,  the  tide  covered  it,  but  at  other  times,  the  clear  sparkling 
water  could  he  seen  bubbling  up  through  the  white  sand  over  a 
surface  si\  or  eighl  feet  square.  It  had  once  been  enclosed  but 
when   I  drank  of  it  as  a  boy,  there  only  remained  the  posts  ami  a 
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few   of    the  enclosing    planks,    black   with  age  and    slimy    with 
moss. 

It  was  known  as  late  as  1S15  as  Potter's  spring,  from  the 
Potter  family,  several  generations  of  whom  lived  opposite. 
Nicholas  Potter,  the  first  of  the  family,  is  noteworthy  as  being 
the  first  person  in  Lynn  to  whom  a  liquor  license  was  ever 
granted.  Oct.  7,  1646,  the  General  Court  ordered  "  Nicholas 
Potter,  being  chosen  by  the  town  of  Lynn,  to  draw  wine  there, 
is  granted  so  to  do."  So  travelers  over  the  old  road  might  have 
their  choice  of  water  from  Potter's  spring  or  wine  from  Potter's 
cask. 

In  1SS0,  when  the  Water  Board  of  the  city  was  urging 
upon  the  City  Council  the  necessity  of  increasing  the  water 
supply,  the  Council,  doubtless  recalling  the  fact  that  water  had 
been  running  to  waste  at  the  Potter  spring  for  centuries,  desired 
the  board  to  try  tubular  wells  at  home  before  going  abroad  for 
water.  So  tubes  were  driven  into  the  old  spring  and  a  pumping 
engine  set  up.  The  yield  was  large  and  for  several  years  added 
materially  to  the  city's  supply.  Put  the  quality  gradually  deteri- 
orated. It  was  found  that  not  only  were  all  the  wells  affected 
within  a  radius  of  half  a  mile,  but  the  water  of  Strawberry 
brook  was  gradually  being  drawn  upon.  The  works  are  now 
abandoned,  the  spring  is  filled  up,  but  licenses  to  draw  wine  in 
the  neighborhood  continue  to  be  granted. 

William  Wood  would  have  been  a  disciple  of  Isaak  Walton 
had  he  lived  a  few  years  later;  he  made  so  much  of  the  fish 
everywhere  abounding.  Our  Lynn  ponds  had  "  store  of  fresh 
fish."  Up  the  brook  came  "  smelts  and  frost-fish."  And  in 
speaking  of  Saugus  river  he  says  : — "  Northward  up  this  river 
goes  great  store  of  alewives,  of  which  they  make  good  red  her- 
rins."' 

The  great  store  of  alewives  also  went  up  the  brook,  and  for 
many  generations  contributed  no  small  amount  toward  the  sup- 
port of  the  inhabitants. 

There  was  once  an  old  man  living  beside  the  brook,  poor 
but    pious.      After  one  of  those   periodical   hard  times  of  which 
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Lynn  has  known  so  many,  some  one  asked  him  how  lie  had 
managed  to  live  through.  "  Well,"  he  said,  k'  we  lived  on  faith 
— and  alewives." 

Before  the  days  of  steam  fire  engines  the  old  hand  tub,  No. 
9,  was  located  on  Franklin  street  and  for  their  practice  work 
and  their  competitive  trials,  the  company  drew  water  from  the 
brook.  Once  having  been  beaten  by  No.  S  the  men  declared 
that  they  had  sucked  an  alewife  into  their  air  chamber,  and  thus 
accounted  for  their  defeat.  Whenever,  after  this,  an  engine 
failed,  the  explanation  was  ready: — "They've  an  alewife  in 
their  air-chamber." 

It  is  not  surprising  that  with  so  many  attractions  the  road 
from  Boston  to  Salem  and  the  towns  beyond  should  follow 
closely  the  course  of  the  brook  from  Tower  Hill  to  Wyoma. 
This  became  not  only  the  main  artery  of  travel,  but  also  the 
centre  of  the  industrial  and  social  life  of  the  town. 

Along  this  road  in  163 1  went  Gov.  Winthrop  and  other 
Colonial  dignitaries,  when  from  Boston  they  traveled  on  foot  to 
Saugus  and  the  next  day  to  Salem,  where  they  were  bountifully 
entertained  by  Capt.  Endicott.  Along  this  road  wound  that 
strange  procession  described  by  Dr.  Holder  in  the  paper  read 
last  week.  Those  Quaker  men  and  women  journeying  from 
Salem  to  Boston,  seeking  a  martyrdom  which  they  had  not 
earned. 

By  this  way  the  deputies  from  the  eastern  towns  went  back 
and  forth  to  the  meetings  of  the  Great  and  General  Court  in 
Boston.  Over  this  road  passed  La  Fayette  on  his  first  visit,  in 
[784,  and  lour  years  later,  Gen.  Washington,  the  saviour  of  his 
country,  not  yet  elected  President.  Most  appropriately  is  it 
called  in  the  old  deeds  and  records,  "  The  Country  Road." 

1  lad  La  Fayette  or  Washington  asked  the  name  of  the  stream 
that  flowed  by  their  side,  thev  would  have  been  told  it  had  no 
name;  it  was  only  the  "the  mill  brook."  1  have  found  no  other 
name  for  it  in  the  records.  The  name  .Strawberry  brook 
appears  first  in  Alonzo  Lewis's  map,  published  in  1829. 

As    ••  the    mill    brook,"    it    has    had   a    long  and  honorable 
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career.  Our  fathers  were  quick  to  see  and  to  utilize  every  local 
advantage,  and  they  promptly  turned  to  account  the  feeble  water 
power  which  the  brook  afforded  in  its  passage  from  Flax  pond 
to  the  sea. 

Before  William  Wood  left  for  England  in  August,  1633,  four 
years  after  the  Ingalls  brothers,  the  first  settlers,  came,  there 
was  a  mill.  But  where?  This  question  seems  to  have  puzzled 
all  the  local  historians,  and  I  can  rind  no  evidence  that  fixes  the 
point  with  absolute  certainty. 

The  early  records  of  the  town  having  been  lost,  our  know- 
ledge of  the  original  grant  of  the  water  power  and  of  the  subse- 
quent ownership  of  the  mill  is  obtained  from  depositions  made 
from  memory  man}-  years  afterward  by  men  who  claimed  to 
have  knowledge  of  the  facts.  These  depositions  are  recorded 
in  the  Essex  Registry  of  Deeds  and  have  been  declared  by  the 
Supreme  Court  of  Massachusetts  to  constitute  the  basis  of  a 
valid  title  to  the  use  of  the  water  for  all  subsequent  time. 
These  depositions  are  as  follows  : — 

"  This  1,  Clement  Coldam,  aged  about  ^5  yeares,  doe  tes- 
tihe,  that  the  grant  of  the  old  mill  was  in  July  ye  12,  1633,  to 
Edward  Tomlins,  which  was  the  second  mill  in  this  colony  :  and 
after  the  Towne  saw  that  the  mill  could  not  supply  the  Towne, 
they  gave  leave  to  build  an  overshoot  mill  upon  the  same  water  ; 
with  a  sluice  called  by  the  name  of  the  old  sluice,  being  made 
by  Mr.  Howell,  the  second  owner  of  the  mill  ;  and  then  Mr. 
Howell  did  sell  the  same  mill  to  John  Elderkin ;  and  John 
Elderkin  did  sell  it  to  mr.  Bennett,  and  mr.  Bennett  did  sell  it 
to  Goodman  Wheeler,  and  Goodman  Wheeler  sould  it  to  John 
Ballard  and  John  Ballard  sold  it  to  Henry  Rhodes.  And  this  I 
testifie  that  the  water  to  supply  the  mill  with,  was  granted  to 
the  mill,  before  any  Meddow  in  the  Towne  was  granted  to  any 
man,  wee  mowing  all  common  then.  And  this  I  testifie,  that  I 
kept  the  key  of  the  old  sluice  for  mr.  South,  which  is  since 
about  37  or  2S  yeares  agoe." 

"■  I,  George  Keaser,  Aged  about  60  yeare,  doe  testifie,  that 
being  at  a  Towne  meetinge  in  Linne  meeting  house  many  yeares 
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agoe,  uir.  Edward  Tomlins  made  complaint  then  to  the  Tovvne 
of  Linne  that  there  was  not  water  enough  in  the  great  pond  next 
to  the  Towne  of  Linne  to  serve  the  mill  to  grind  theire  grist  in 
the  smncr  time,  and  he  desired  leave  of  the  Towne  to  make  a  dam 
in  the  upper  pond  to  keep  a  head  of  water  against  the  height  of 
sinner  time,  that  soe  he  might  have  a  suply  of  water  to  Grind 
their  Grist  in  the  drought  of  sumer.  And  the  Towne  of  linne 
granted  him  his  request,  that  he  should  make  a  dam  there, 
where  the  old  trees  lay  for  a  bridge,  for  all  the  people  to  goe 
over,  insteed  of  a  bridg." 

"  Edward  Richards,  aged  62,  or  thereabouts,  being  in  this 
towne,  of  Lin,  4;;  yeares,  do  testifie  that  upon  my  certane  know- 
ledge, y'  upon  the  erecting  of  yc  old  water  mill,  yl  Mr  Edward 
Tomlins  had  granted  to  him  by  ye  towne  of  Line  all  the  water 
and  water  courses  and  sluses,  were  granted  to  him  as  his  right 
provided  that  he  was  not  to  stop  or  hinder  the  alewives  to  goe 
up  to  the  great  pond  and  y'  ye  towne  of  Linn  nor  noe  man 
therein  was  to  molest  him  or  trouble  him  in  his  p'per  right,  as 
witness  my  mark."      (June  16,  167S.) 

"  I,  William  Edmonds,  aged  68,  doe  testifie  y'  ye  grant  of 
ye  old  mill  was  July  12th,  1633,  to  Edward  Tomlins,  and  after 
that  the  town  saw  that  the  mill  could  not  suply  ye  town,  then 
they  gave  leave  to  build  on  overshoot  mill  upon  the  same  water 
with  a  sluice  called  "by  the  name  of  ye  old  sluice,  being  made 
by  Mr.  Howell,  ye  second  owner  of  yc  mill,  and  had  suply  of 
water  for  the  mills  from  the  old  sluce,  and  this  I  testifie  that  the 
water  was  granted  to  the  mill  for  the  use  of  yL'  town  befor  the 
medow  was  granted,  as  witness  my  hand,  May  26,  1678." 
(  Essex  4  ;  664.) 

"  Captain  Thomas  Marshall,  aged  about  67  yeares,  doe  tes- 
tifie, that  about  38  yeares  since,  the  ould  Water  mill  at  Linn, 
which  was  an  under  shott  mill,  was  by  Mr.  Howell  committed 
to  him,  or  before  the  said  time,  and  about  38  yeares  since,  the 
building  of  an  over  shott  mill  was  moved  to  the  towne  of  Linn 
and  tor  incuragement  to  go  on  with  the  said  worke,  they  then 
of  the  Towne  of  Linn,  Granted  their   Priviledges    of  water  and 
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water  Courses  to  the  said  mill,  and  that  this  said  water  mill  is 
now  in  the  possession  of  Henry  Rhoades  ;  as  witness  my  hand, 
Thomas  Marshall ;   May  12th,   1683." 

These  depositions,  while  clear  enough  in  the  main,  are  in 
the  details  provOkingly  indefinite  and  ambiguous.  After  a  good 
deal  of  study,  I  offer  the  following  as  probably  the  early  history 
of  this  first  mill. 

On  the  1 2th  day  of  July,  1633,  the  town  granted  to  Edward 
Tomlins,  one  of  its  most  prominent  men,  the  right  to  build  a 
corn  mill  on  the  stream  and  to  use  the  water  of  the  ponds  for 
grinding  the  town  grist.  He  probably  built  his  mill  on  the  brook 
where  the  valley  narrows  to  a  few  hundred  feet,  opposite  the 
cemetery  (where  the  factory  of  Pevear  &  Sons  now  stands).  It 
could  not  have  been  nearer  the  pond,  for  between  was  a  swamp 
with  only  a  few  inches  of  descent.  The  brook  really  began  at 
this  point,  and  with  the  aid  of  a  low  dam  probably  furnished 
water  enough  to  turn  the  under-shot  wheel  which  was  used. 

At  a  subsequent  meeting,  Mr.  Tomlins  informed  the  town 
that  in  summer  there  was  a  scarcity  of  water  and  asked  permis- 
sion to  hold  back  the  water  in  the  upper  pond  which  was  partly 
meadow.  The  town  gave  him  the  privilege  of  building  the  dam 
where  before  there  had  been  a  crossing  on  logs.  This  is  the 
dam  over  which  the  road  to  Peabodv  passes  at  the  foot  of  Sluice 
pond.  Tomlins  transferred  his  title  to  Edward  Howell,  another 
man  of  large  means  and  great  enterprise,  who  built  an  over-shot 
mill  and  a  sluice  from  the  upper  pond  to  supply  it,  whence  the 
pond  came  to  be  called  .Sluice  pond  and  the  sluice  was  afterward 
known  as  the  "k  old  sluice." 

In  1639  Edward  Howell  left  Lynn  and  went  with  others  to 
Long  Island,  where  they  founded  the  town  of  .Southampton. 
Associated  with  him  in  some  way  was  a  famous  millwright. 
John  Elderkin.  Very  likely  he  built  the  mill.  At  any  rate,  in 
the  first  recorded  transfer  he  sells  ik  the  new  built  water  mill  in 
Lynn"  to  Samuel  Bennett.  Bennett  had  received  in  the  division 
of  town  land  in  1638,  twenty  acres.  This  seems  to  have  been 
on  Waterhill,  extending  from  Federal  street  west. 
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Owning  this  land  considerably  higher  than  the  brook,  he 
probably  obtained  from  the  town  a  new  grant  of  land  enough 
for  the  mill  on  the  brook  below  the  hill,  and  a  new  grant  of  the 
water  privilege. 

Then  he  excavated  for  the  pond  on  his  own  land  and  dug 
the  canal  or  sluice  easterly  until  it  tapped  the  brook  near  Mall 
street.  Between  his  own  house  and  the  mill  there  was  a  way 
leading  to  John  Fuller's,  which  came  to  be  known  as  Waterhill 
street.  The  westerly  part  of  his  estate,  which  he  had  previously 
bought  of  Joseph  Armitage,  he  sold  to  George  Keysar,  tanner, 
1649,  for  a  heifer,  and  the  easterly  part  with  "the  mill"  to 
Thomas  Wheeler,  1653. 

In  1672  the  property  came  to  Henry  Rhodes,  and  for  a 
hundred  years  was  known  as  Rhodes's  mill.  He  was  the  man 
who  secured  the  depositions.  About  1S00  it  came  into  the 
possession  of  Benjamin  Phillips,  another  man  of  great  enter- 
prises. From  him  it  came  to  be  known  as  Phillips  mill,  and 
later,  for  many  years,  as  Berry's  mill,  from  Nehemiah  Berry, 
the  last  owner. 

The  mill  has  decayed,  the  pond  and  the  canal  supplying  it 
have  recently  been  filled  with  earth,  but  its  history  rills  many 
pages  in  the  records  of  deeds  and  wills  and  of  court  proceedings, 
even  of  the  Great  and  General  Court  itself. 

About  twenty  years  later,  1654,  according  to  Lewis,  the 
town  gave  to  Edmund  Farrington  the  right  to  build  a  tide  mill 
on  condition  that  the  grain  of  the  town  should  be  seasonably  and 
faithfully  ground. 

The  Farringtons,  father,  son  and  grandson,  ground  their 
grain  faithfully  for  seventy  years.  This  statement,  perhaps, 
should  be  qualified.  Robert  Burgess  was  presented  to  the  court 
in  Salem  For  "bad  and  coarse  grinding  of  English  and  Indian 
corn."  Robert  Burgess  was  connected  with  the  Farringtons, 
and  pfobably  was  employed  by  them  as  a  miller.  Then  the  title 
passed  to  various  owners,  among  others  Amos  Rhodes,  so  that 
both  the  mills  have  been  known  as  Rhodes's  mill.  Later  it  was 
Chase's  mill,  and  last  Butman's  mill. 
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On  the  site  of  this  original  tide  mill,  situated  where  Sum- 
mer street  now  crosses  the  brook,  on  the  way  to  Sangns,  grain 
has  been  ground  for  2^0  years.  The  city  having  bought  the 
water  privilege,  has  brought  the  history  of  the  mill  to  a  close. 

While  those  two  mills  were  ministering  to  one  of  the  neces- 
sities of  the  town,  another  necessity  came  to  be  amply  provided 
for.  Although  Francis  Ingalls  built  the  first  tannery  in  Lynn, 
and  it  is  said  in  New  England,  on  Humphrey's  brook  near 
Swampscott,  the  principal  tanneries  were  on  Strawberry  brook. 
Almost  coeval  with  the  building  of  the  mill,  George  Burrill,  the 
founder  of  "the  royal  family  of  Lynn,"  put  down  a  tannery 
where  is  now  the  morocco  factory,  at  the  foot  of  Centre  street, 
and  leather  was  tanned  here  for  200  years.  Associated  with 
this  work  are  many  family  names — Burrills,  Lewises,  New  balls, 
Sargents  and  Moultons. 

West  of  this  in  1649,  George  Keysar,  whose  father  and 
grandfather  had  been  tanners  in  England,  bought  some  land  on 
both  sides  of  the  brook  just  east  of  Potter's  spring  and  began 
tanning.  He  was  tanning  somewhere  earlier,  for  in  1644  and 
1647  he  was  "-presented"  at  the  .Salem  Court  for  "insufficient 
tanning  of  his  leather  and  selling  it  so."  Perhaps  there  was  not 
business  enough  for  two,  for  in  1662,  he  was  living  in  Salem 
and  tanning  there,  while  his  pits  in  Lynn  were  so  carelessly  Left 
that  a  child  of  Thomas  Newhall  who  lived  across  the  road,  was 
drowned  in  one. 

In  1796,  Samuel  Mulliken  came  from  Salem  and  brought 
this  property  and  began  tanning.  He  built  a  long  tenement 
house  on  the  street  known  for  many  years  after  his  death  as 
Mulliken's  block. 

A  little  later,  Benjamin  Phillips  added  the  business  of  tan- 
ning to  his  work  as  a  miller,  and  put  in  vats  on  Boston  street 
near  his  mill.  All  these  tanneries  were  in  active  operation  in 
the  early  part  of  the  last  century. 

The  country  road  was  a  busy  place  a  hundred  years  ago. 
Pbillips,  miller  and  tanner,  added  to  bis  business  on  Waterhill, 
a  hide  mill,  a  fulling  mill,  a  bark  mill  and  a  mill  tor  sawing 
marble.      He  set  up  here  the  first  mill  for  grinding  chocolate. 
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After  the  Revolution,  a  multitude  of  lesser  industries  came 
into  existence,  and  so  full  of  life  was  the  region  that  the  cross- 
ing of  Boston  and  Federal  streets  was  known  as  Pall  Mall. 

There  was  a  candle  factory  on  the  bridge  on   Bridge   street. 

Samuel  Mulliken,  tanner,  in  a  shop  on  Federal  square,  was 
making  clocks  and  casting  locks  and  other  articles  of  brass. 

lames  Bowler  was  keeping  a  bake  shop  close  by,  the  first 
bake  shop  in  town.  He  had  been  keeping  it  for  a  good  many 
years,  for  in  1773  when  the  town  had  voted  to  have  no  tea  sold, 
the  women  got  up  a  little  tea  party  of  their  own,  about  which 
history  has  been  too  silent.  They  went  to  Bowler's  shop  and 
confiscated  the  tea  which  he  was  concealing.  Probably  they 
threw  it  into  the  brook,  though  rumor,  doubtless  from  Tory 
sources,  whispered  that  they  carried  a  good  deal  home  in  tie-on 
pockets,  provided  for  the  purpose. 

The  first  tobacconists,  Copp  and  Nye,  set  up  business  near 
Pall  Mall  in  1803.  The  first  tailor  and  the  first  barber  were 
close  by.  Jedediah  Xewhall  and  John  Downing  were  making 
lasts  and  wooden  heels  for  the  shoemakers  whose  shops  were 
scattered  along  the  street. 

For  it  was  just  east  of  Pall  Mall  that  John  Adam  Dagyr. 
the  Welshman,  known  in  Revolutionary  times  as  "-the  celebrated 
shoemaker  of  Essex,"  lived.  Here  in  his  little  shop  he  showed 
his  neighbors  how  to  combine  elegance  with  service,  and  made 
Lynn  shoes  famous  for  all  time.  I  have  no  doubt  he  filled  his 
shop-tub  from  the  mill  brook. 

A  little  further  east  Edward  Johnson  was  making  chairs 
and  Nathaniel  Xewhall  had  a  pottery  not  far  away. 

Nor  were  social  conveniences  wanting.  The  first  public 
hall  had  just  been  opened  (Massey's,  in  1 79 ^  ) ,  now  standing 
just  east  of  Kirtland  street.  There  the  unregenerate  youth  were 
learning  their  steps  in  the  first  dancing  school.  The  first  social 
library  was  opened  in  the  next  house  (1794).  and  close  by 
occurred  the  lirst  meeting  of  Mt.  Carmel  Lodge  of  Masons. 
The  lirst  post  office  was  opened  in  1793,  through  the  instru- 
mentality of   Ebenezer   Breed   (as  we  were  told  in  Miss  Breed's

charming  paper),  at  the  corner  of  Boston  and  Federal  streets, 
with  Col.  James  Robinson  as  postmaster  in  1800;  the  first 
elephant  was  exhibited  in  Col.  Robinson's  chaise  house.  Surely, 
there  was  no  lack  of  excitement. 

It  is  interesting  to  notice  that  the  three  sites  of  the  early 
mills  became  in  after  years  centres  of  new  and  varied  industries, 
industrial  ganglia. 

In  1809  Robert  Eames,  of  Saugus,  morocco  dresser,  bought 
the  property  below  the  .Sluice  pond  dam,  called  "the  cove," 
sometimes  "  Rootens'  cove."      Here  he  built  a  fulling  mill. 

The  town  in  18 10  gave  him  the  privilege  of  raising  the 
bridge  at  the  old  sluice  and  of  keeping  open  an  arch  under  the 
bridge,  "provided  that  the  grant  herein-  made  shall  not  be  con- 
sidered to  extend  to  any  water  privilege  granted  by  the  town." 

In  1  Si 5  he  sold  to  Andrew  and  John  Hall,  of  Maiden,  silk 
ilvers,  the  mill,  together  with  the  pond  and  dam  and  sluice,  and 
gravel  and  water  privileges.  He  seems  to  have  sold  more  than 
he  bought.  About  this  "old  sluice"  there  grew  up  through  the 
enterprise  of  the  Halls  the  thriving  Dye  House  Village. 

For  ten  years  they  carried  on  bleaching,  dyeing  and  printing 
of  silk,  cotton  and  woolen,  in  1S26  they  transferred  the  plant 
and  business  to  the  Lynn  Printing  Co.,  of  which  Hall  was  one 
of  the  incorporators.  After  ten  years  more  (  1S36)  a  new  com- 
pany,  the  Essex  Company,  succeeded  to  the  business.  With  the 
end  of  the  first  half  century  the  business  had  decayed  and  the 
property  deteriorated.  It  was  sold  by  auction  in  1850  to  E.  \Y. 
Upton  of  Peabody,  who  rented  it  to  various  parties  until  it  was 
bought  by  E.  H.  Ashcroft,  in  1863,  with  a  view  to  supplying 
the  city  with  water. 

During  Upton's  ownership  Winchester  and  Tufts  used  a 
oart  of  the  premises  for  pulling  wool  and  tanning  sheepskins, 
and  wool  cleaning  has  been  carried  on  there  until  the  present 
lime. 

While  things  were  flourishing  at  the  Dye  House  Village,  a 
similar  industry  grew  up  at  Waterhill. 

In   1827    John  llalliday  came    from  New  York   to  Lynn  and 
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to  numerous  industries  already  represented  about  Phillips'  mill 
added  that  of  printing  silk  handkerchiefs.  Later  he  was  joined 
by  his  brother,  James  YV . 

The  Hallidays  were  skilled  workmen  in  the  fullest  sense. 
They  came  of  an  old  Welsh  family  and  had  learned  their  trade 
in  the  factory  of  their  grandfather,  a  leading  manufacturer  of 
Belfast.  James  was  a  designer  and  block  cutter,  so  skilful  that 
his  work  earned  a  medal  from  the  Massachusetts  Charitable 
Mechanics'  Association  at  one  of  their  exhibits.  John  was  a 
practical  chemist  and  unsurpassed  in  the  country  as  a  mixer  of 
colors.  The  printing  was  done  by  hand  from  engraved  blocks, 
and  beautiful  specimens  are  in  existence.  .Some  of  the  blocks 
have  been  presented  to  this  society  by  Samuel  A.  Hallidav,  a  son 
of  James.  Specimens  of  the  work  have  been  kindly  loaned  for 
this  occasion  by  Miss  Marion  Halliday,  daughter  of  John. 

In  1S36  John  Halliday  went  to  Philadelphia  and  continued 
the  business  there,  while  the  Lynn  business,  with  all  the  rest  of 
the  Phillips  mill  proporty,  came  into  the  hands  of  Henry  A. 
Breed,  the  most  daring  and  sanguine  promoter  that  Lynn  has 
ever  profited  and  suffered  by.  He  built  for  the  silk  business  a 
large  brick  building  on  Waterhill  and  organized  a  concern  called 
the  Boston  Silk  Dyeing  and  Printing  Co.  They  added  largely 
to  the  plant  buildings  for  bleaching  and  dyeing,  as  well  as 
printing. 

In  1S41  John  Switzer,  an  Englishman,  bought  and  carried 
on  the  business  until  the  great  fire,  August  9,  1846,  which  swept 
away  the  entire  mill  property,  causing  a  loss  of  $7=5,000.  The 
grist  mill  was  at  once  rebuilt,  but  the  silk  printing  found  a  new 
home  on  the  brook  further  east,  between  Strawberry  avenue  and 
Boston  street,  or  as  called  in  the  deeds.  "  The  Old  Boston  Road," 
and  "The  Old  Town  Road." 

Here,  under  the  ownership  of  Daniel  K.  Chase,  the  business 
continued  until   1  863. 

I  Iardly  were  the  ashes  of  the  great  fire  cooled  in  1846,  when 
Nathaniel  Holder  and  Jesse  Rhodes  bought  the  site  of  the  silk 
factory   on  Waterhill    and   built   a   brick  bakery   in    which    they 
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carried  on  business  for  several  years.      They  were   sueceeded   by 
Graves  and  Martin  (Knott  P.)  and  later  by  Austin  <V  Co. 

Power  for  this  bakery,  as  for  the  silk  factory  which  pre- 
ceded it,  was  obtained  by  tapping  the  canal  brook,  at  a  point  a 
little  east  of  Centre  street,  and  drawing  the  water  through  a 
three-inch  pipe  into  a  pond  on  the  other  side  of  Marion  street, 
whence  it  was  carried  by  a  pipe  to  the  building  on  Waterhill. 
This  building  was  also  destroyed  by  fire,  May  29,  1863,  and  has 
never  been  rebuilt. 

While  these  printing  and  dyeing  enterprises  were  flourish- 
ing at  the  old  and  the  new  sluice  ponds,  the  original  mill  site 
(opposite  the  cemetery),  where  the  brook  had  gone  quietly  on 
its  way  for  nearly  200  years,  became  the  scene  of  a  busy  indus- 
trial life,  which  has  continued  until  the  present  time. 

In  183^  certain  Boston  men  were  incorporated  under  the 
name,  "The  Boston  and  Lynn  India  Rubber  Manufacturing 
Co.,"  "  for  the  manufacture  of  rubber  in  its  various  forms." 
One  of  the  company,  Charles  C.  Nichols,  had  previously  bought 
several  pieces  of  land  on  the  brook. 

Large  buildings  were  erected,  including  a  brick  boarding 
house  on  the  opposide  of  the  street.  This  was  in  the  height  of 
the  rubber  boom.  In  1830,  a  Boston  man,  Chaffee,  had  con- 
ceived the  idea  of  coating  cloth  with  India  rubber.  When  gum 
cost  in  Boston  five  cents  a  pound  and  rubber  shoes  brought  from 
$3  to  $5  a  pair,  a  rubber  factory  promised  to  he  as  profitable  as 
a  gold  mine.  The  Roxbury  Rubber  Co.  was  incorporated  with 
a  capital  of  $300,000,  soon  afterward  increased  to  $400,000,  and 
other  companies  were  rapidly  formed.  Rubber  stock  became 
the  most  popular  investment.  Coats,  caps,  wagon-covers,  aprons 
and  shoes  were  made  in  all  these  factories.  The  prosperity  was 
short-lived.  Though  the  rubber  was  waterproof,  it  could  not 
be  adjusted  to  temperature.  Some  friend  sent  to  Daniel  Webster 
a  rubber  cloak  and  hat.  He  took  the  cloak  to  the  piazza  one 
winter  morning.  It  became  rigid  as  ice.  He  left  it  there  with 
the  hat  on  top.  Passers  by,  in  the  dimness,  thought  it  was  the 
statesman  himself,  and  saluted  it  with  deference. 
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Goods  manufactured  in  cold  weather  melted  when  the  sun 
grew  hot.  The  Roxbury  Co.  had  $20,000  worth  of  goods 
returned  at  one  time,  and  so  offensive  was  the  stuff  that  it  had  to 
he  buried. 

This  was  depressing  to  business.  When  the  only  way  for  a 
man  to  preserve  his  rubber  shoes  was  to  keep  them  in  the 
refrigerator,  he  became  shy  about  buying.  Roxbury  stock  fell  to 
$2.50  a  share. 

By  1836,  most  of  the  companies  were  bankrupt.  Two 
million  dollars  had  been  sunk  in  the  enterprise.  Only  after  ten 
years  of  patient,  self-denying  study  by  Goodyear,  was  the  secret 
of  vulcanizing  rubber  discovered,  and  the  industry  again  put 
upon  its  feet. 

Our  Lynn  enterprise  was  short-lived,  like  the  rest,  and  went 
out  of  existence  in  the  same  way,  the  property  being  taken  on 
execution  and  sold  in  1S41. 

It  was  bought  by  Bigelow  and  Barry,  Worcester  men,  who 
used  the  plant  for  printing  wall  paper.  For  them,  Stephen  1). 
Poole,  the  elder,  was  designer  and  block  cutter,  having  learned 
the  art  from  the  Hallidays.  This  business  was  continued  for 
about  twenty  years,  ceasing  with  the  death  of  one  of  the  pro- 
prietors and  the  removal  from  town  of  the  other. 

In  1866  the  property  was  bought  by  George  K.  and  Henry 
A.  Pevear  for  their  morocco  dressing,  a  business  which  had  long 
before  gained  a  strong  foothold  on  the  brook. 

About  1S00  William  Rose,  an  Englishman,  began  the  man- 
ufacture of  morocco  leather,  living  on  the  south  side  of  the 
Common,  where  the  parsonage  of  St.  Stephen's  parish  now 
stands.  Rose  remained  in  town  only  a  few  vears,  hut  the 
business  was  taken  up  by  other  parties  and  soon  became  a 
leading  industry. 

Levi  Robinson  built  a  shop  on  Strawberry  brook,  near  the 
site  of  the  old  Phillips  tannery,  about  1821,  and  carried  on 
business  until  his  death.  About  1835  Joseph  Moulton,  "Tanner 
Joe,"  as  he  was  called,  who  had  worked  a  year  or  two  for 
Robinson,  stalled   in   business  for  himself   further  up  the  brook, 
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and  soon  after  occupied  the  site  of  the  old  Burrill  and  Lewis 
tannery. 

The  Moulton  tannery  is  now  occupied  by  the  Eastern  Kid 
Company ;  the  Robinson  tannery,  after  him  occupied  by  the 
Donallans,  father  and  son,  is  now  used  by  A.  B.  Hoffmann  ; 
while  F.  J.  and  W.  O.  Faulkner  have  a  new  factory  on  the 
brook  just  below  the  Pevears.  Included  in  the  property  of  the 
Pevears,  near  the  site  of  the  earliest  mill,  are  a  few  acres  whose 
history  has  in  it  a  touch  of  romance. 

Early  in  the  century,  there  appeared  a  strange  man,  George 
Gray,  who  squatted  by  the  side  of  the  brook,  built  for  himself  a 
rude  hut  against  the  side  of  the  hill,  and  a  little  shop  by  the 
brook  in  which  he  used  some  water  power  in  light  mechanical 
work,  and  in  experimenting  with  lights  for  ship  decks.  Later 
he  bought  some  land  ami  built  a  small  brick  house  which  he 
never  occupied,  preferring  his  original  house,  half  cave,  half 
hut. 

No  one  ever  knew  whence  he  came  or  why.  Everyone 
knew  him  as  the  Old  Hermit.  Social  when  he  cared  to  be,  he 
refused  to  give  any  information  concerning  himself.  He  had 
inured  himself  to  physical  hardship,  often  walking  to  Boston 
and  back  in  a  winter  night  to  attend  a  lecture,  with  only  an  old 
straw  hat  on  his  head  and  no  stockings  on  his  feet.  He  died  in 
1S4S,  and  in  the  absence  of  heirs,  his  property  went  to  the  state. 
By  his  parsimonious  life,  he  had  accumulated  nearly  $^,000. 
Among  his  effects  were  200  volumes  of  books,  but  his  clothing 
was  valued  at  o. 

All  sorts  of  romantic  stories  were  invented  to  account  for 
his  strange  life.  But  whether  he  had  been  disinherited  by  his 
father,  a  Scotch  nobleman,  or  crossed  in  love,  whether  he  had 
tied  to  escape  his  creditors,  or  for  some  more  heinous  offence, 
whether  he  had  been  soured  because  others  had  reaped  the  fruit 
of  some  invention  of  his  own,  or  whether  he  had  been  the  agent 
for  the  abduction  of  the  Dauphin  of  France  (all  these  explana- 
tions had  been  invented),  he  kept  his  secret  well  and  carried  it 
with  him  to  his  grave. 
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There  is  a  little  tributary  brook  rising  in  the  swamps  back 
of  Pine  hill,  which  finds  its  way  between  the  hills  across  Wal- 
nut street,  near  the  pumping  station,  thence  westerly  and 
southerly  crossing  Boston  street,  and  emptying  into  Strawberry 
brook  just  cast  of  Tower  hill. 

On  the  earl)7  maps,  this  is  known  as  Alder  brook  ;  on  later 
ones,  as  Stony  brook.  It  used  to  be  the  boundary  between 
Wards  Six  and  Seven.  This,  too,  has  been  forced  into  service. 
In  1 8^2,  Elijah  Holmes  bought  land  on  the  stream  and  built  a 
machine  shop  on  Walnut  street,  and  then  a  dam  and  a  flume. 
A  year  later,  in  connection  with  Nathaniel  Holder,  who  had 
begun  to  develop  Pine  hill,  a  large  pond  was  made,  since  known 
as  Holder's  pond. 

A  few  years  before  this,  Alfred  Swain,  a  carpenter,  built  a 
little  dam  further  down  the  stream,  just  east  of  Myrtle  street, 
and  used  the  power  to  do  some  work  in  his  shop.  When  by  so 
doing,  he  backed  the  water  over  Burchstead  Johnson's  pasture 
above,  the  irate  Johnson  descended  vi  et  a  run's  and  tore  away 
the  obnoxious  dam.  Nehemiah  Berry  had  once  or  twice  dealt 
in  a  similar  summary  way  with  what  be  deemed  illegal  inter- 
ference  with  his  water  rights  in   Strawberry  brook. 

Milling,  tanning,  printing,  dyeing,  baking,  paper  and  rubber 
making,  these  are  not  all  the  contributions  of  the  mill  brook. 
The  whole  surface  from  Pine  hill  to  the  sea  is  underlaid  by  a 
thick  bed  of  clay. 

Along  the  course  of  the  brook  the  overlying  soil  has  been 
washed  away,  leaving  the  clay  near  the  surface.  Doubtless  this 
was  known  to  the  earliest  settlers,  and  was  an  added  inducement 
to  them  to  locate  here. 

When  Samuel  Bennett,  the  miller,  sold  to  George  Keysar. 
tanner,  the  land  on  both  sides  of  the  stream,  it  was  stipulated  in 
the  (\cv(\  that  Bennett  should  have  clay  to  make  bricks  enough 
lor  a  slack  of  chimneys  for  his  house,  but  if  Bennett  did  not 
build  his  house  himself,  he  was  "not  to  have  no  clay." 

Just  across  the  road  from  Keysar's  tanyard  lived  Nicholas 
Potter,  he  of   the  license,  the  first  bricklayer,  who   perhaps   used 
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clay  from  his  own  land,  and  just  west  of  him  lived  Matthew 
Farrington,  the  miller,  of  the  tide  mill,  in  a  double  hrick  house, 
probably  the  first  anil  only  brick  house,  about  where  is  now  the 
parochial  residence  of  the  Sacred  Heart  parish.  The  land  west 
was  long  known  as  the  u brick  house  field." 

In  later  years,  some  time  in  the  fifties,  Moses  Kelley  came 
from  his  brickyard  at  the  foot  of  Pleasant  street  and  opened  a 
yard  on  the  farm  of  George  Hood,  where  Cottage  street  crosses 
the  brook.  Here  bricks  were  made  for  many  years  until  the 
available  clay  was  exhausted. 

This  was  the  beginning  of  the  end  of  the  attractiveness  of 
Strawberry  brook.  Its  green  slopes,  its  graceful,  winding 
curves,  its  clear  waters,  disappeared  before  the  encroachments  of 
business  and  of  a  population  who  knew  not  the  fathers. 

As  settlement  crowded  upon  it,  it  became  choked  with  the 
refuse  of  tanneries,  a  receptacle  for  the  rubbish  of  neighboring 
households,  and  at  last  a  city  dump,  until  along  its  borders  were 
none  so  poor  to  do  it  reverence. 

Nothing  has  interested  me  more  in  my  researches  than  the 
character  and  standing  of  the  men  who,  during  the  history  of 
the  town,  have  been  attracted  by  the  openings  for  business  which 
the  resources  of  our  little  brook  afforded.  Some  of  the  names 
associated  with  it  are  familiar  enough  ;  others  have  only  flitted 
across  the  records.  But  they  were  all  substantial  men,  men  of 
wide  interests  and  influence,  who  contributed  in  many  ways  to 
the  growth  and  prosperity  of  the  community. 

Of  those  earliest  mill  owners  mentioned  in  the  depositions, 
Captain  Edward  Tomlins  was  a  200-acre  man  in  the  division  of 
town  land,  keeper  of  the  colony  ordnance,  six  times  chosen 
deputy. 

Edward  Howell,  the  second  owner  of  the  mill,  was  one  of 
three  who  received  500  acres  in  the  division.  He  left  a  beauti- 
ful estate  in  Buckinghamshire,  with  a  fine  stone  manor  house, 
for  this  wilderness.  He  must  have  disposed  of  his  property 
here,  land  and  mill,  before  1640,  for  there  are  no  records  of  its 
transfer.      He  organized  the  company  which  went  to  Long  Island 
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and  founded  Southampton,  drew  up  its  original  charter,  and 
became  foremost  man  of  the  town,  a  local  magistrate  all  his  life, 
and  a  delegate  to  the  Connecticut  Legislature. 

John  Elderkin  was  a  famous  millwright.  lie  was  granted 
twenty  acres  here  in  1638,  and  sold  the  Lynn  mill  in  1  <>43. 
Meantime,  he  completed  the  first  mill  in  Dedham,  early  in  1641, 
and  was  given  a  house  lot  and  thirty  acres  there. 

lie  was  in  Lynn  in  1646,  and  in  that  year  mortgaged  half  a 
saw  mill  in  Reading.  Later  he  seems  to  have  been  with  Roger 
Williams,  in  Providence,  whence  he  was  invited  by  Governor 
Winthrop,  the  younger,  to  Connecticut,  where  he  built  the  first 
mill  at  New  London  for  Winthrop,  and  later,  the  first  meeting- 
house. He  afterward  went  to  Norwich,  where  he  built  the  first 
mill,  the  first  and  second  meeting-houses  and  some  vessels,  and 
where  he  died  in  1687. 

While  Elderkin  made  himself  necessary  to  the  colony,  he 
seems  never  to  have  been  admitted  as  a  freeman,  suggesting  that 
he  was  not  a  church  member.  Probably  he  was  not  fully  in 
sympathy  with  the  religious  opinions  of  the  Bay  people  and  early 
sought  more  congenial  society  in  Rhode  Island  and  Connecticut. 

That  Thomas  Marshall,  who  deposed  that  the  keeping  of 
the  old  mill  was  entrusted  to  him  by  Mr.  Howell,  is  supposed 
by  Lewis  to  have  been  the  same  who  kept  the  tavern  over  the 
river  in  Saugus,  who  was  six  times  chosen  Representative  and 
who  entertained  John  Dunton,  the  English  traveler,  in  1686 
with  stories  of  his  adventures  in  the  army  of  Cromwell. 

. "  This  Captain  Marshall  is  a  hearty  old  gentleman,  formerly 
one  of  Oliver's  soldiers,  upon  which  he  very  much  values  him- 
self *  I  enquired  of  the  Captain,  what  memorable 
actions  he  had  been  in  under  Oliver,  and  I  found  I  could  not 
have  pleased  him  better,  he  was  not  long  in  resolving  me  of  the 
civil  wars  at  his  finger's  ends;  and  if  we  may  believe  him, 
Oliver  did  hardly  anything  that  was  considerable  without  his 
assistance.  For  his  good  service  at  the  fatal  battle  of  Nasebv 
he  was  made  a  Captain  ;  from  there  he  went  to 
Leicester  and   besieged  that;  then  went   to  York   and  afterward 
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to  Marston  Moor;  and  in  short  rambled  so  far  in  his  discourse, 
that  if  I  would  have  stayed  as  long  as  he  would  have  talked,  he 
would  have  quite  spoiled  my  ramble  to  Plymouth." 

If  he  were  the  same  man.  his  memory  failed  him  either  in 
his  deposition,  or  in  his  after  dinner  stories,  for  at  the  time 
when  he  was  keeping  the  mill,  he  was  also  fighting  at  Naseby 
and  Marston  Moor. 

Daniel  Mansfield  owned  not  only  the  Waterhill  mill,  but 
the  Saugus  mills  as  well. 

Hezekiah  Chase,  who  bought  the  tide  mill  in  1819,  did  a 
large  business  in  grinding  chocolate  as  well  as  corn.  A  sloop 
sailed  regularly  from  New  York  with  corn  for  the  mill.  Chase, 
with  his  partner,  Nehemiah  Berry,  with  characteristic  energy, 
went  into  the  whaling  business,  and  made  the  region  below  the 
mill  a  centre  of  the  new  industry.  There  was  a  sail  loft,  cord- 
age works,  a  boat  yard,  a  blacksmith's  shop,  a  cooper's  shop 
and  a  store  for  fitting  out  men  and  ships  for  voyages. 

The  silk  printing  owed  its  financial  success  to  the  interest  of 
Henry  A.  Breed  and  John  B.  Alley  and  Joseph  M.  Fuller.  We 
know  of  the  later  public  serviees  of  Nathaniel  Holder  and  the 
Pevears  and  Edward  H.  Ashcroft. 

These  tanners  and  millers  were  quality  people.  One  of  the 
Burrills  was  Representative,  Speaker,  Counsellor,  Town  Clerk 
and  Judge.  Others  were  in  the  public  eye  here  and  elsewhere 
for  generations. 

George  Keysar,  tanner,  married  a  daughter  of  Edward 
Holyoke,  whose  son  became  famous  in  the  Connecticut  valley, 
and  whose  name  is  commemorated  in  the  city  of  Holyoke,  the 
mountain  and  the  college,  as  well  as  in  the  street  of  our  own 
city,  which  runs  through  his  farm. 

A  daughter  of  Tanner  Lewis  married  Parson  Henchman,  of 
the  old  church;  another  married  Rev.  John  Carnes,  a  minister, 
a  Representative  and  a  member  of  the  convention  which  ratified 
the  Constitution  of  the  United  .States.  A  daughter  of  Miller 
Mansfield  married  a  son  of  Parson  Henchman  and  the  mill 
descended   through    her.      Obadiah  Parsons,  another  minister   of 
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the   first  church,  married  his  daughter  to  Miller  Amos  Rhodes, 
of  the  tide  mill. 

The  children  of  Benjamin  Phillips,  miller  and  tanner,  were 
allied  by  marriage  to  the  Doctors  Gardner,  father  and  son,  to 
the  Hubbards  of  Virginia,  to  Parson  Rockwood,  of  the  old 
church,  and  to  that  famous  Edward  Kent  of  Maine.  Judge  and 
Governor,  at  whose  election  the  country  rang  with  the  dog- 
gerel : — 

"  Have  you  heard 
How  Maine  went 

Hell-bent 
For  Governor  Kent  ?" 

But  I  must  not  trespass  further  upon  your  time.  I  have 
found  a  strange  interest,  which  I  do  not  expect  any  one  else  to 
share,  in  these  old  stories  of  bargain  and  sale,  of  fierce  con- 
tention, of  legal  encounters,  of  matrimonial  .lowries  and  mort- 
uary bequests,  a  checkered  story  of  fortune  and  misfortune — a 
picture  of  human  life — the  evolution  of  a  community.

LYNN     HISTORICAL     SOCIETY. 


BY-LAWS 


ARTICLE  I. 

MEMBERS. 

Membership  shall  consist  of  the  present  members  of 
the  voluntary  association  known  as  the  Lynn  Historical 
Society,  of  the  signers  of  the  agreement  of  association, 
and  such  persons  as  shall  hereafter  be  elected  by  the  Coun- 
cil. The  Council  shall  have  authority  to  drop  members 
from  the  rolls  for  non-payment  of  dues  for  two  years. 

Any  member  who  shall  pay  to  the  Treasurer  the  sum 
of  rift}'  dollars  in  one  payment,  and  who  is  not  indebted  to 
the  Society  for  dues  or  otherwise,  may  become  a  life  mem- 
ber, and  be  released  from  the  payment  of  further  dues. 

ARTICLE  II. 

MEETINGS. 

The  annual  meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  second 
Wednesday  evening  in  January,  time  and  place  to  be 
determined  by  the  Council.  Twenty  members  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business.  A  less 
number  may  adjourn.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by 
direction  of  the  Council  or  President,  and  shall  be  called 
upon  the  written  request  of  twenty  members. 

ARTICLE  III. 

COUNCIL. 

There  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  annually  a  Council  of 
twenty.  The  Council  shall  have  the  entire  executive  con- 
trol and  management  of  the  affairs,  property,  and  finances 
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of  the  societY,  and  shall  carry  out  all  its  votes.  The 
Council  shall  appoint  all  committees  for  special  work,  and 
all  subordinate  officers  and  agents,  and  make  all  necessary 
rules  and  regulations  for  itself  and  them. 

ARTICLE   IV. 

OFFICERS. 

The  officers  shall  consist  of  President,  Vice-Presi- 
dent, Recording  Secretary,  Corresponding  Secretary,  and 
Treasurer,  who  shall  be  elected  annually  by  ballot,  from 
the  members  of  the  Council.  They  shall  perform  the 
usual  duties  of  such  officers,  and  such  other  duties  as  the 
Council  may  require. 

In  case  of  the  occurrence  of  any  vacancy  in  office,  or 
in  the  Council,  from  any  cause  whatsoever,  the  Council 
shall  at  their  next  meeting  till  the  vacancy  for  the  unex- 
pired term  by  election  by  ballot. 

ARTICLE  V. 

DUES. 

The  admission  fee  shall  be  one  dollar,  and  the  annual 
assessment  shall  be  two  dollars,  payable  on  July  first  of 
each  year. 

ARTICLE*  VI. 

AMENDMENTS. 

These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  at  any  meeting 
regularly  called,  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present. 
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THE  FIRST   CHURCH   OF   CHRIST    IN    LYNN. 

A  short  descriptive  sketch  by  Mr.  George  H.  Martin. 


The  First  Church  of  Christ  in  Lynn  was  formed  June  S,  1632. 
It  will  celebrate  its  27:5th  anniversary  in  June,  1907.  It  has 
been  associated  with  the  life  of  Lynn  during  all  but  the  first  three 
years  of  the  history  of  the  town.  For  nearly  ninety  years  it  was 
the  only  church.  To  it  came  worshippers  from  Xahant  and 
Swampscott,  Lynnfield  and  Saugus.  Its  affairs  were  town 
affairs;  its  finances  were  town  finances.  Until  1S06  its  meeting 
house  was  the  only  place  of  public  gathering. 

The  church  has  had  five  houses  of  worship.  In  the  absence 
of  the  earliest  records,  it  is  not  known  when  the  first  house  was 
built.  But  it  is  known  to  have  stood  near  the  north-east  corner 
of  Summer  and  Shepard  streets.  Small  as  this  was  it  served  its 
public  and  religious  purpose  for  fifty  years. 

In  16S2  a  new  and  much  more  pretentious  structure  was 
built  on  the  Common  nearly  in  front  of  the  present  meeting 
house.  From  its  square  roof  surmounted  by  a  small  bell  tower, 
it  received  in  later  years  the  nickname,  "  The  Old  Tunnel." 

In  1S27  the  Old  Tunnel  was  removed  to  the  corner  of  Com- 
mercial street  and  the  Common,  enlarged  and  remodelled,  and 
is  still  standing  with  some  of  the  great  oak  timbers  in  the  roof 
which  were  cut  225  years  ago.  It  is  now  occupied  by  the 
Second  LTniversalist  Church. 

This  was  soon  outgrown,  and  in  1836  the  building  shown 
in  the  frontispiece  was  erected  on  the  site  of  the  present  church 
on  the  corner  of  Vine  street.  It  was  the  largest  church  in  the 
county.  The  audience  room  was  reached  by  an  enormous  flight 
of  steps  rising  directly  from  the  sidewalk  and  flanked  by  huge 
buttresses.  These  were  afterward  removed.  This  building  was 
destroyed  by  fire  on  the  afternoon  of  Sunday,  December  25, 
1870.      It  was  replaced  by  the  one  now  occupied  in  1872. 
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The  old  church  has  been  the  mother  of  churches.  First, 
the  outlying  parts  of  the  great  parish  set  up  for  themselves, 
organized  their  churches  and  built  their  meeting-houses.  The 
Lynnfield  church  was  organized  in  1720,  the  Saugus  church  in 
1732,  and  the  Swampscott  church  in  1846.  Later,  two  other 
daughter  churches  were  organized, — the  Central  in  1850  and 
the  North  in  1869.  All  these  have  kept  the  Congregational 
policy  and  the  Puritan  faith. 

But  in  the -long  history  divisions  of  opinion  have  arisen, 
and  members  of  the  church  have  gone  out  to  form  new 
associations  under  new  names,  and  some  of  these  separations 
have  been  the  occasion  of  much  disturbance  of  feeling.  The 
Quaker,  the  Baptist,  the  Methodist,  the  Unitarian,  the  Univer- 
salist  and  the  Episcopal  churches  all  had  their  roots  in  the 
old  first  church  and  learned  their  first  lessons  of  Christian 
faith  in  her  communion.  The  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  has 
proved  to  be  too  broad  to  be  compassed  by  a  single  creed. 

Not  only  has  the  church  been  a  potent  factor  in  the  moral 
and  religious  life  of  the  community  for  these  eight  generations, 
but  it  has  been closely  associated  with  its  public  interests.  The 
political  affairs  of  the  Colony  were  largely  shaped  by  the 
ministers,  and  among  all  the  early  ministers  none  surpassed  in 
character,  in  scholarship,  or  in  patriotic  devotion,  Whiting, 
Cobbet  and  Shepard,  the  most  memorable  of  the  early  pastors. 
Lynn  has  honored  itself  in  honoring  them  in  giving  their  names 
to  its  great  schools. 

When  the  people  of  the  Colony  could  no  longer  endure  the 
rule  of  Andros  in  1689,  it  was  Pastor  Shepard  who  led  the  men 
of  Lynn  and  its  neighborhood  to  Boston  and  assisted  in  the 
overthrow  of  the  tyrant.  One  Sunday  during  the  Revolution, 
Pastor  Treadwell  appeared  in  the  pulpit  with  a  loaded  musket,  a 
cartridge  box  under  one  arm  and  a  sermon  under  the  other. 

In  the  hour  of  the  nation's  peril  in  186 1  the  city  turned 
again  to  the  old  church  for  inspiration,  and  in  the  presence  of  a 
great  throng  of  men  and  women  Dr.  Parsons  Cooke,  the  great 
preacher,  unfolded   in   his   masterly    way    the    principles  of  the 
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Constitution  and  showed  that  for  all  who  loved  their  country 
there  was  but  one  course,  to  bury  past  differences  and  to  stand 
for  the  Union. 

If  the  earliest  building  had  been  like  the  church  buildings 
of  the  Old  World  of  more  enduring  material,  we  might  stand 
to-day  where  the  Ingalls  "and  Breeds  and  Newhalls  stood  and 
look  up  to  the  pulpit  where  Whiting  and  Cobbet  preached  and 
think  of  all  the  generations  who  within  its  walls  had  heard  the 
call  to  duty  and  had  consecrated  themselves  to  the  service  of 
God  and  man.  But  we  must  reconstruct  the  story  without  these 
material  reminders.  It  is  a  story  of  worthy  men  and  women, 
and  it  will  bear  telling  for  many  generations  to  come. 
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ANNUAL    REPORT  OF 
HOWARD    MUDGE   NEWHALL,    Recording   Secretary 

Of  the  Lynn  Historical  Society,  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  on  Wednesday 
Evening-,  January  ioth,  1906. 


To-night  we  stand  on  the  threshold  of  the  tenth  year 
of  the  work  of  the  Lynn  Historical  Society,  and  next  year 
it  will  be  our  pleasure  and  privilege  to  celebrate  our  tenth 
anniversary,  which  we  should  early  plan  to  make  an 
enjoyable  and  interesting  occasion.  We  commence  our 
tenth  year  with  a  total  membership  of  five  hundred  and 
twenty,  two  of  whom  are  life  members  and  one  honorary. 
During  the  past  year  seven  members  have  died,  Amos  P. 
Tapley,  John  C.  Houghton,  Abraham  L.  Rogers,  Lydia 
E.  Galloupe,  Alice  B.  Huntington,  Samuel  S.  Ireson, 
Clara  A.  Newhall. 

There  have  been  two  changes  in  the  Council  caused 
by  resignations.  Lieut.  Henry  D.  Sears  resigned  April 
17,  1905,  and  William  Stone  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy. 
Capt.  Henry  N.  Comey  resigned  November  20th;  1905 
and  William  E.  Dorman  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

The  removal  of  Capt.  Henry  N.  Comey  from  the 
city  deprived  the  Society  of  a  member  who  had  been  very 
active  in  the  work,  and  always  ready  to  devote  valuable 
time  to  anything  that  needed  to  be  done.  He  was  greatly 
interested  in  the  walks  and  excursions  of  the  Society,  and 
with  Professor  Albion  Hale  Brainard,  who  removed  in 
1904,  made  them  pleasant  and  enjoyable  features  of  the 
work.  Both  gentlemen  possessed  the  faculty  of  interesting 
members  to  attend  these  out-door  meetings,  and  in  making 
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them  instructive.  To  succeed  two  such  experienced 
workers  in  this  department,  the  Council  invited  Mr. 
William  E.  Dorman,  who  had  conducted  many  parties  for 
the  Harvard  Summer  School,  to  take  charge.  The  season 
was  well  advanced  before  Mr.  Dorman  was  invited  to  take 
charge,  and  but  two  interesting  excursions  were  taken. 

A  day  was  spent  in  "  Whittier  land."  The  Haverhill 
homestead  was  visited,  the  later  home  in  Amesbury,  and 
points  of  historic  interest  were  visited  in  both  Haverhill 
and  Amesbury,  in  addition.  Mr.  Dorman  by  his  store  of 
information,  and  experienced  by  previous  visits,  made  it  a 
very  instructive  day. 

An  afternoon  was  spent  at  Folly  Hill  in  Danvers. 
The  party  was  met  at  Danversport  by  Mr.  Ezra  D.  Hines 
and  Capt.  Henry  N.  Comey,  who  with  Mr.  Dorman,  took 
charge  of  the  walk.  At  Folly  Hill  Mr.  Hines  gave  an 
entertaining  talk  about  the  old  mansion  which  stood  on  the 
hill,  and  its  occupant,  and  also  about  the  surrounding 
historic  country. 

An  ocean  excursion  to  Plymouth  was  taken  August 
17th,  at  which  it  was  clearly  shown  that  not  all  of  the 
members  of  the  Society  were  born  sailors.  The  preceding 
day  had  been  stormy,  and  the  sea  was  unusually  disturbed 
for  the  season.  The  historic  places  in  Plymouth  were 
visited,  and  the  return  was  made  in  the  late  afternoon. 

On  June  17,  by  invitation  of  the  town  and  people  of 
Lynnrield,  the  members  of  the  Society,  the  members  of 
Old  Essex  Chapter,  Sons  of  the  American  Revolution, 
the  members  of  the  Chapter  of  the  Third  Plantation,  Daugh- 
ters of  the  Revolution,  and  Daniel  Townsend  Chapter 
Junior  Daughters  of  the  Revolution  visited  Lynnrield  Centre 
to  assist  in  the  dedication  of  United  States  (government 
markers,  which  had  been  placed  at  the  graves  of  Revolu- 
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tionary  soldiers  in  the  Town  of  Lynnfield.  A  special 
train  was  taken  at  half  past  one  o'clock,  which  made  a 
very  slow  journey,  and  much  valuable  time  was  lost  before 
the  commencement  of  the  exercises.  There  were  remarks 
at  the  old  meeting-house  by  the  President  of  the  Lynn 
Historical  Society,  acting  President  of  Old  Essex  Chapter, 
the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  of  Lynnfield, 
and  an  address  by  Eben  Parsons,  Esq.,  of  Lynnfield 
Centre.  The  quaint  old  meeting  house  surely  never  had  a 
more  interested  audience  than  that  gathered  on  this 
beautiful,  hot,  June  day,  in  respect  to  the  memory  of  the 
brave  and  loyal  men  who  had  fought  for  a  nation.  From 
the  meeting  house  the  company  walked  to  the  grave  yards 
where  exercises  of  presentation  and  acceptance  were  held, 
decoration  of  the  graves,  and  singing  by  school  children, 
succeeded  by  a  meeting  at  the  Town  Hall. 

There  were  literary  and  musical  exercises,  an  oration 
by  Hon.  Nathan  M.  Hawkes,  and  remarks  by  other 
gentlemen.  The  lateness  of  the  arrival  of  the  train  had 
so  delayed  the  afternoon's  programme,  that  the  fine  lunch 
prepared  by  the  ladies  of  Lynnfield,  and  which  was  to  have 
been  a  pleasant  social  closing  to  the  afternoon's  meetings, 
had  to  be  hurried,  to  enable  the  visitors  to  be  in  time  for 
the  return  special  train.  The  generous  preparation  and 
attention  was  none  the  less  appreciated  by  the  visitors, 
although  deprived  of  many  of  its  intended  pleasures. 
The  Recording  Secretary  was  directed  to  send  the  follow- 
ing letter,  which  was  sent,  and-  which  was  read  in  the 
churches  at  Lynnfield  : 

"  To  the  Town  and  Citizens  of  Lynnfield, 

Dear  Friends  : — At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Council 
of  the  Lynn  Historical   Society,  the  Recording  Secretary 
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was  directed  to  convey  to  the  Town,  Citizens,  and  Ladies 
of  Lynnfield,  the  appreciation  and  thanks  of  the  Lynn 
Historical  Society,  for  the  generous,  cordial,  and  hearty 
welcome,  and  the  many  courtesies  extended,  on  the  after- 
noon of  June  17th,  with  all  that  was  done' to  make  the 
occasion  so  pleasant  and  successful  in  every  way." 

This  very  pleasant  occasion  was  made  possible  by  the 
work,  research,  and  interest  of  our  late  honored  member 
and  associate,  Hon.  Howard  K.  Sanderson,  to  whose 
efforts  and  memory  many  references  were  made  during 
the  afternoon.  But  for  him  many  of  the  graves  of  Revolu- 
tionary soldiers  of  Lynn  might  still  remain  unmarked,  and 
the  occasions  at  Lynn,  June  17,  1904,  at  Lynnfield,  June 
17,  1905,  and  at  Wakefield,  which  were  such  loyal  and 
creditable  gatherings,  might  never  have  taken  place. 

An  invitation  was  received  from  the  Haverhill 
Historical  Society  to  attend  a  meeting  at  the  ff  Button- 
woods,"  the  Haverhill  society's  new  home,  and  members 
of  the  society  attended.  The  speakers  on  the  occasion 
were  most  interesting  and  the  society's  new  home  all  that 
could  be  desired. 

The  town  of  Clinton  invited  the  Society  to  send 
delegates  to  the  dedication  of  the  Holder  Memorial  Build- 
ing, September  20th,  presented  to  the  Clinton  Historical 
Society  by  Francis  Holder,  and  the  Society  appointed  Mr. 
William  C.  Holder  as  its  representative.  Mr.  Holder 
attended,  and  presented  the  congratulations  of  the  Society 
in  response  to  an  invitation  to  speak  at  the  banquet.  Many 
descendants  of  the  Holder  family  residing  in  Lynn  were 
present. 

There  have  been  several  interesting  meetings  of  the 
Society. 

On    Thursday    evening,   February    16th,    1905,    Mr. 
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John  Albree,  gave  a  paper  on  Rev.  Cotton  Mather  and 
his  sermon,  entitled,  "On  a  Day  of  Prayer  at  Lynn,  19th 
5  mo.,  1694,  to  stop  ye  Plague  of  Quakerism."  Many 
interesting  documents  were  shown  in  connection  with  the 
lecture. 

On  Thursday  evening,  March  9th,  1905,  papers  were 
read  by  different  persons,  the  subject  being,  "An  Evening 
with  some  former  Lynn  Physicians."  Miss  Katherine 
Pinkham  presented  a  sketch  of  Dr.  Kittredge ;  Mr. 
George  H.  Martin,  a  sketch  of  Dr.  Abram  Gould  ;  Mrs. 
Mary  Andrews  Bartlett  a  sketch  of  Dr.  Daniel  Perley  ; 
Mrs.  May  L.  Sheldon,  a  sketch  of  Dr.  Joseph  M.  Nye; 
and  Mrs.  Anna  R.  Phillips,  a  sketch  of  Dr.  Bowman  B. 
Breed  ;  the  papers  were  supplemented  by  many  remarks 
and  reminiscences  from  members  of  the  Society. 

On  Thursday  evening,  March  23rd,  1905,  Dr.  John 
J.  Mangan  gave  a  paper  entitled,  "Memoirs  of  Rev. 
Jeremiah  Shepard,  third  minister  of  Lynn,  1680-1720," 
which  showed  the  evidences  of  a  great  amount  of  careful 
reading  and  research. 

On  Thursday  evening,  April  13th,  1905,  Miss  Isabel 
M.  Breed  read  a  paper  on  early  Front  street,  now  Broad 
street,  and  John  B.  Newhall,  Esq.,  a  paper  on  early  Lewis 
and  Broad  streets.  Both  were  valuable  additions  to  the 
Society's  collection  of  historical  matter.  The  paper  of 
Mr.  Newhall  was  valuable  from  a  record  and  legal  stand- 
point, and  showed  evidence  of  thorough  preparation. 

On  Thursday  evening,  May  nth,  1905,  occurred  the 
Annual  Spring  Reception,  with  its  usual  enjoyment. 

On  Thursday  evening,  May  25th,  1905,  Mrs.  Carolus 
M.  Cobb  gave  a  paper  entitled,  "  Personal  Treasures  of 
Colonial  Times."  In  connection  with  the  paper  a  choice 
loan  exhibition  had  been  arranged,  which  was  open  after- 
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noon  and  evening.  While  there  was  a  good  attendance, 
there  would  have  been  a  much  larger  number,  had  people 
realized  what  an  exhibition  it  really  was  to  be  It  was 
creditable  and  valuable,  and  one  of  the  choicest  collections 
ever  brought  together  by  the  Society.  The  Committee  in 
charge  prepared  a  most  delightful  surprise  in  the  wealth  of 
heirlooms,  and  variety  of  beautiful  ancient  fabrics.  The 
paper  of  Mrs.  Cobb  was  thoroughly  in  accord  with  the 
occasion. 

On  Thursday  evening,  October  26th,  1905,  a  paper  on 
"  Parson  Roby "  was  given  by  Rev.  John  Labaree  of 
Saugus,  and  it  was  especially  appropriate  that  the  paper 
should  have  been  prepared  by  a  clergyman  of  Saugus. 

On  Thursday  evening,  November  9th,  1905,  two 
papers  were  given.  One  by  Dr.  Carolus  M.  Cobb  on  the 
"  Medical  Aspect  of  Salem  Witchcraft,"  and  one  by  Guy 
Newhall,  Esq.,  on  the  "Legal  Aspect  of  Salem  Witch- 
craft." The  papers  were  made  doubly  interesting  by  an 
exhibition  of  lantern  slides.  Hon.  and  Mrs.  Abner  C. 
Goodell  of  Salem  were  interested  auditors. 

On  Thursday  evening,  December  14th.  1905,  Mr. 
George  H.  Martin  read  a  paper  on  "Lynn  in  the  Indian 
Wars."  The  paper  elicited  many  inquiries  and  remarks, 
which  gave  Mr.  Martin  an  opportunitv  to  supplement  his 
paper  with  much  valuable  information. 

On  Monday  evening,  January  1st,  1906,  the  Annual 
New  Year's  Reception  took  place,  which  was  attended  In' 
a  large  number,  and  was  very  enjoyable.  The  increase 
in  the  collections  of  the  Society  during  the  year,  received 
much  favorable  comment. 

A  calendar  of  the  season's  meetings  was  sent  to  the 
members  by  the  Committee  on  Lectures  and  Public  Meet- 
ings, with  the  hope  that  the  dates  would  be  noted   and  the 
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meetings  largely  attended.  Experience  has  however 
again  shown  that  a  calendar  does  not  ensure  the  attendance 
that  notices  of  each  meeting  bring,  and  at  the  last  meeting 
of  the  Council  the  Recording  Secretary  was  directed  to 
issue  notifications  of  each  meeting,  in  addition  to  the 
season's  calendar. 

The  Ladies  of  the  Reception  Committee  continued 
the  afternoon  teas  once  a  month  during  January,  February 
and  March,  the  most  interesting  afternoon  being  one  on 
which  the  clergymen  of  Lynn  and  their  wives  were 
invited  to  be  present.  An  interesting  feature  of  the  meet- 
ings for  1906,  to  be  introduced,  will  be  family  reunions  of 
old  Lvnn  families.  It  is  hoped  by  the  ladies  that. the 
occasions  will  be  very  successful  and  attended  by  many 
persons  not  members  of  the  Society,  as  well  as  members. 

There  is  an  office  on  the  opposite  side  of  Exchange 
street  from  the  rooms  of  the  Society,  for  which  the  Society 
pays  no  rent,  or  cost  of  maintenance,  where  the  business 
of  this  Society  is  transacted  as  faithfully  and  interestedly 
as  if  the  proprietors  of  the  office  were  salaried  officials  of 
the  Society.  You  all  know  that  reference  is  made  to  the 
office  of  the  Chairman  of  the  custodians,  and  the 
Treasurer,  where  the  office  is  open  at  any  and  all  times 
for  the  transaction  of  Historical  Society  business,  and 
information  in  regard  to  anything  that  concerns  it.  To 
these  two  gentlemen  the  Societv  owes  a  great  deal  of  its 
continued  success,  and  no  two  members  devote  more  time 
and  generous  work  than  these  two  faithful  officials.  Some 
one  does  all  these  things  which  we  enjoy,  and  once  a  year 
at  least  we  ought  to  tell  them,  and  the  other  members  of 
the  Custodians  Committee,  that  we  realize  and  appreciate  it. 

The  Committees  have  been  doing  their  accustomed 
good   work,   and   the   Committee    on    Publication    of    Old 
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Town  Records  should  especially  be  appreciated  and 
complimented.  The  vital  records  of  the  Town  of  Lynn, 
now  published  by  the  Essex  Institute,  in  which  this  Com- 
mittee has  so  greatly  supplemented,  and  in  instances, 
corrected,  the  public  records,  is  rare  historical  work. 
They  have  done  the  greatest  piece  of  work  in  this  regard, 
that  was  ever  done  by  a  historical  society,  so  far  as 
known,  and  it  was  done  by  members  of  the  Committee 
devoting  their  valuable  time  to  it.  The  quality  of  the 
work  is  a  standard. 

In  arranging  for  the  outdoor  meetings  and  excursions 
of  the  present  year,  it  would  be  of  great  convenience  if 
some  understanding  should  be  arranged  with  the  Houghton 
Horticultural  Society  in  regard  to  the  dates  of  excursions. 
A  fair  proportion  of  the  members  of  the  Horticultural 
Society  are  members  of  this  Society,  and  there  might  well 
be  some  understanding  before  schedules  are  made  up,  and 
dates  announced. 

On  June  3rd,  an  excursion  was  arranged  to  Wellesley, 
to  which  the  Horticultural  Society  invited  the  members  of 
the  Historical  Society,  and  on  the  same  date  occurred  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Bay  State  Historical  League  at 
Concord,  of  which  this  Society  is  a  member.  There  were 
only  a  few  members  at  Concord,  but  those  who  did  go 
were  shown  all  that  was  to  be  seen,  in  an  especially 
instructive  way,  and  given  an  unusual  opportunity  to  visit 
Concord's  historic  points  of  interest.  This  matter  can  no 
doubt  be  easily  arranged  for  the  good  of  both  societies,  so 
that  members  of  both  can  be  accommodated,  by  having 
consultation  before  any  dates  are  fixed  and  published. 

The  collections  of  the  Society  are  gradually 
increasing.  One  of  the  best  departments  is  that  of 
collecting  the  photographs  and  paintings  of  old  buildings, 
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which  has  now  grown  to  be  interesting  and  valuable.  One 
pleasant  gift  of  the  past  year  was  from  Gen.  Lander, 
Post  5,  G.  A.  R.,  of  several  volumes  of  papers  published 
during  the  War  of  the  Rebellion,  which  Post  5  wished  to 
deposit  with  the  Historical  Society,  to  ensure  their 
preservation. 

x\t  the  December  meeting  of  the  Council,  Mrs.  Jane 
Mansfield,  one  hundred  and  four  years  old,  was  made  an 
honorary  member  of  the  Society,  and  a  vote  was  passed 
that  she  should  be  asked  to  allow  her  photograph  to  be 
taken,  in  order  that  the  Society  might  have  for  preservation 
a  correct  likeness  of  Lynn's  oldest  resident. 

The  Society  referred  to  the  Council,  with  full  power 
to  act,  the  subject  of  the  maintenance  of  the  "  Old  Shoe- 
maker's shop,"  if  placed  in  the  Public  Garden,  and  the 
Council  sent  a  communication  to  the  Lynn  Park  Com- 
missioners, saying  that  the  Lynn  Historical  Society  would 
be  responsible  for  the  care  of  the  shop,  if  allowed  to  be 
placed  on  public  ground. 

This  report  is  an  abstract  of  the  most  prominent 
features  of  the  year's  work.  What  has  been  accomplished 
has  been  done  well.  The  work  that  can  be  done  is 
unlimited.  Every  member  of  the  Society  can  do  some- 
thing for  it.  There  is  something  }you  can  get,  but  you 
don't  think  of  it.  One  very  interesting  feature  is  the 
collection  of  the  photographs  of  old  buildings  herein 
mentioned,  in  which  we  have  already  been  so  successful, 
but  there  are  many  more  which  can  be  added,  without 
doubt,  if  members  will  only  be  on  the  lookout  for  them. 

We  have  great  reason  to  congratulate  ourselves,  and 
when  next  year  we  observe  our  tenth  anniversary,  we  can 
see  what  would  have  been  lost  to  the  City  of  Lynn  if  there 
had  been  no  historical  society  working,  during  the  ten 
years,  for  the  preservation,  and  publication,  of  all  these 
matters  of  interest.

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REPORT   OF  COMMITTEE  ON    GENEALOGY 


The  gathering  of  genealogies  is  not  common  with 
historical  societies,  and  our  Society  is  unique  in  this 
respect.

We  have  made  an  encouraging 
beginning,  and  feel  sure  that  if  the  members  of  the  Society 
will  aid  us,  the  genealogical  collection  will  in  time  be 
regarded  as  one  of  our  richest  treasures. 

The  committee  has  held  eight  meetings  during  the 
year.

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REPORT  OF   COMMITTEE  ON    PUBLICATION  OF  OLD 
TOWN  RECORDS. 


Zb  The  Lynn  Historical  Society : 

The  Committee  on  the  Publication  of  Old  Town 
Records  reports  that  the  especial  work  it  has  had  in  hand, 
the  gathering  of  records  of  births,  marriages  and  deaths 
which  occurred  in  Lynn  prior  to  1850,  is  resting  for  the 
present,  as  the  volumes  have  gone  to  print  and  one  volume 
has  been  published.  This  work  was  explained  in  the 
report  of  this  Committee  for  1904.  The  basis  of  the 
printed  volumes  was  a  careful  transcript  of  all  the  facts  as 
recorded  in  the  books  of  the  Town  of  Lynn.  To  these 
have  been  added  such  facts,  additional  or  supplementary, 
as  could  be  found  in  the  records  of  the  churches  and  the 
Friends  Meeting,  the  early  court  records  and  the  grave 
stone  inscriptions.  It  was  found  however  that  there  were 
valuable  records  in  family  Bibles,  old  samplers  and  in 
other  contemporaneous  and  original  material.  It  fell  to  this 
Committee  to  search  these  out.  To  circulars  and  personal 
letters  there  was  some  response,  but  an  active  canvass  was 
found  desirable,  and  with  the  statement  that  the  Council 
had  made  an  appropriation  and  that  a  canvasser  had  been 
obtained,  the  report  of  last  year  closed. 

We  now  have  to  report  the  result,  a  result  that  is 
largely  due  to  the  one  who  made  the  canvass,  for  by  training 
and  wide  acquaintance  she  was  well  fitted  for  the  work. 
There  have  been  gathered  in  the  canvass  and  by  corre- 
spondence   from    private  sources,   such  as  family  Bibles, 
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family  registers,  samplers,  old  diaries,  in  all  317  records. 
The  exact  number  of  separate  entries  can  not  be  definitely 
determined,  but  a  careful  examination  of  the  records  as 
gathered,  warrants  the  estimate  of  3,700  at  least. 

The  canvass  was  continued  until  it  was  found  that 
records  were  being  gathered  which  were  duplicates  of 
some  already  copied.  These  came  into  existence  because 
descendants  through  different  branches  copied  the  original 
record  for  their  own  family  Bibles.  This  indicated  that 
the  canvass  had  been  thorough  and  that  it  was  nearing 
completion,  as  much  so  as  practicable  in  such  an  under- 
taking, and  the  fact  is  here  recorded  for  the  benefit  of 
those  who  may  hereafter  consult  the  results.  The  canvass 
showed  also  another  fact,  negative  to  be  sure,  but  still  not 
without  weight.  The  search  was  not  to  see  if  one's  ances- 
tors' names  had  been  recorded  officially,  but  whether  there 
were  in  existence  any  of  their  contemporaneous  records  of  a 
date  prior  to  1850.  Now,  if  after  the  careful  work  of  the 
canvass,  no  such  records  have  been  found,  beyond  those 
already  gathered,  it  must  be  taken  as  strong  evidence  that 
they  no  longer  exist.  One  record  was  rescued  from  an 
ash  barrel  on  the  curb  stone. 

The  records,  as  fast  as  copied,  were  taken  to  the 
Essex  Institute  where  they  were  thoroughly  collated,  and 
such  facts  as  did  not  appear  in  the  Town  records  wen- 
incorporated  in  the  copy  for  the  printer.  Thus  far  the 
volume  of  births  is  the  only  one  that  has  been  published. 
The  second  volume,  marriages  and  deaths,  which  will  be 
larger  than  the  one  already  issued,  some  525  pages,  may 
be  expected  in  the  summer  of  1906. 

It  may  be  pertinent  to  indicate  how  much  use  has  been 
made  of  the  material  thus  collected  from  private  sources. 
No  estimate   has  been  made  of  entries  based  on  court   or 
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church  records.  Wherever  a  fact  was  used  that  was  not 
found  in  the  Town  records,  a  note  was  made  with  a  reference 
to  the  authority  for  its  use.  The  references  on  more  than 
one-third  of  the  pages  were  counted  to  obtain  a  ratio,  and 
this  ratio  warrants  the  estimate  of  615  additional  facts 
which  were  printed,  either  as  entirely  new  entries  or  else 
as  additions  to,  or  modifications  of,  facts  already  recorded. 
One  illustration  will  show  the  use  of  these  valuable 
private  records.  The  Town  Clerk  recorded  two  births  as 
follows  : 

Ally  Huldy,  d.  Nathan  and  Mary,  Oct.  30,  1781 
Jacob,  s.  Nathan  and  Mary,  Oct.  30,  1782 

But  after  comparison  with  the  private  record,  the  following 
entries  were  printed  : 

Ally  Huldy,  d.  [twin  P.  R.  44]  Nathan  and  Mary,  Oct.  30,  17S1 

Jacob,  s.  [twin  P.  R.  44]  Nathan  and  Mary,  Oct.  30,  1782  [1781 
P.  R.  44] 

The  abbreviation  P.  R.  44,  indicates  that  the  authority 
was  a  "record  from  a  family  register  in  the  possession  of 
Alfred  A.  Arrington." 

Of  the  317  private  records  gathered  by  this  Com- 
mittee, there  were  used  in  the  volume  of  births  alone  facts 
from  180.  An  attempt  to  classify  the  many  varieties  of 
modifications  would  be  fruitless.  In  each  instance  how- 
ever there  was  need  for  the  modification.  To  what  extent 
these  private  records  will  be  used  to  furnish  new  material 
for  marriages  and  deaths  can  be  learned  later.  A  compu- 
tation, similar  to  that  for  the  ratio  of  private  records  used, 
as  above  explained,  shows  that  a  fair  estimate  of  the  num- 
ber of  birth  records,  printed  in  this  volume  is  16,972. 

Thus  far  there  have  been  printed  the  vital  records  of 
forty-five  towns,  and  in  each  case  more  or  less  criticism 
has  followed.      If  the  searcher  finds  what  he  is  seeking, 
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then  he  takes  it  as  a  matter  of  course.  But  if  he  fails  to 
rind  what  he  is  looking  for,  or  if  rinding  it,  he  discovers  an 
error,  then  the  next  step  is  to  rind  some  one  to  blame  for 
the  blunder,  as  he  is  prone  to  call  it.  But  a  degree  of 
familiarity  with  such  volumes  and  with  the  condition  of 
town  records  in  general,  will  change  one's  idea,  and  he 
will  wonder,  not  that  errors  are  found,  but  that  there  are 
any  records  at  all. 

The  following  from  the  report  for  1896  of  the  Com- 
missioner of  Records,  Robert  T.  Swan,  Esq.,  whose  work 
for  fifteen  years  has  accomplished  so  much  for  the  care 
and  preservation  of  our  Massachusetts  records,  is  here 
quoted  for  its  suggestiveness.  After  briefly  outlining  the 
requirements  of  the  law,  he  shows  how  lamentably  it  failed 
of  accomplishment  in  many  places  : — 

"  From  the  earliest  days  of  the  Colony  the  recording  of  births, 
marriages  and  deaths  and  the  return  of  marriages  have  been  required,  but 
not  until  1844  do  I  find  any  law  for  the  return  of  births  and  deaths.  Then 
school  committees  were  to  return  births  and  sextons  deaths.  In  1849 
clerks  were  required  to  obtain  and  record  all  births,  marriages  and  deaths. 
For  many  years  parents  have  been  required  to  give  notice  of  the  births 
and  deaths  of  their  children  ;  householders  to  give  notice  of  births  and 
deaths  happening  in  their  houses;  and  the  eldest  person,  next  of  kin,  to 
give  notice  of  the  death  of  his  kindred.  These  notices  have  seldom  been 
given  from  the  first  passage  of  the  law  to  the  present  time."     .     ." 

"In  1S43  the  clerk  of  Essex  said  that  there  had  been  but  seven 
births  and  eleven  deaths  returned  to  the  clerk  in  eighteen  years  and  none 
[the]  last  year.  In  Lexington  in  1843  no  deaths  were  returned,  though 
the  clerk  knew  of  twenty-three.  In  Natick  the  clerk  knew  of  no  birth 
and  but  one  death  voluntarily  reported  in  fifteen  years.  In  North  Brook- 
field  no  death  had  been  reported  by  the  head  of  the  [a]  family  for  seven 
years.  .  .  .  Boston  made  no  returns  in  1S44  and  1845.  Newton 
returned  one  birth  "  out  of  probably  one  hundred."  Dennis  from  1S43  to 
1851,  Upton  from  1845  to  1851,  and  Cheshire  from  1843  to  1849  made  no 
returns.     Salem  made  no  marriage  returns  for  1S44.     .     .     ." 

(Eighth  Report,  1896,  on  the  Custody  and 
Condition  of  the  Public  Records  of  Par- 
ishes. Towns  and  Counties  by  Robert  T. 
Swan,  Commissioner,  pp.  36,37.) 
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In  view  of  these  statements  of  Commissioner  Swan,  it 
may  be  interesting  to  make  a  comparison  with  other  towns 
to  test  the  character  of  the  recording  in  the  Lynn  of  former 
years.  In  but  few  of  the  forty-five  towns  whose  vital 
records  have  been  published  as  vet,  has  any  attempt  been 
made  to  supplement  the  town  records  with  material  in 
private  hands.  In  one  town,  a  small  one,  the  number  of 
private  records  used  was  twenty-nine,  a  number  reached  in 
no  other  town.  In  the  records  of  one  town  of  the  forty- 
five,  a  large  one,  the  items  added  from  church  records  and 
from  grave-stones  far  exceed  those  from  the  official  town 
records,  showing  a  lax  condition  extending  over  a  long 
series  of  years.  It  is  a  severe  test  to  submit  the  official 
town  records  to  a  comparison  with  such  a  quantity  of 
private  records  of  births  as  have  been  gathered  in  Lynn, 
and  the  result  speaks  well  for  the  conscientiousness  of  the 
town  clerks  and  for  the  intelligence  of  the  householders. 

It  must  be  gratifying  also  to  the  members  of  the  Lynn 
Historical  Society  to  know  that  the  local  interest  in  this 
work,  which  is  wider  here  than  in  any  other  place  as  is 
shown  by  the  number  of  private  records  submitted,  has 
resulted  in  setting  a  high  standard  of  excellence  in  the 
publication  of  town  records. 

The  volume  which  has  been  issued  is  not  guaranteed 
to  contain  all  the  births  that  have  occurred  in  Lynn  from 
the  beginning  down  to  December,  1849.  It  is  however  an 
exact  transcript  of  all  births  that  have  been  officially 
recorded,  supplemented  by  such  as  could  be  found  in 
court  and  church  records  and  in  private  hands.  Further- 
more, in  the  printed  volume,  a  copy  of  which  is  to  be 
found  in  every  public  library  in  the  State  and  in  every 
Slate  library  in  the  United  States,  there  are  preserved 
facts   which  it  has  taken  time   and   money  to  gather  and 
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which,  thus  brought  together  and  rendered  accessible,  will 
save  great  labor  for  the  searcher,  be  he  historian,  convey- 
ancer, genealogist,  or  real  estate  owner  who  is  called  upon 
to  make  his  title  clear. 

If  it  shall  appear  that  there  are  still  any  unrecorded 
births,  marriages  or  deaths,  which  occurred  in  Lynn  prior 
to  1850,  it  is  probable  that  the  Committee  will  ask  for 
authority  to  print  such  in  a  supplement.  The  aid  of  all 
interested  is  sought  so  that  record  may  be  made  of  any 
omissions,   due  to  the  oversight  of  years  ago.

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REPORT   OF   THE   DEPARTMENT   FOR   THE   BLIND    AT 
THE   PUBLIC   LIBRARY 

Made  by    Miss  Jennie  Bubier,  custodian  of   the  books,  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of   the 
Lynn  Historical  Society,  January  10,  1906. 


Forty-five  persons  have  availed  themselves  of  the 
privileges  of  the  room  during  the  past  year ;  with  an 
average  attendance  of  ten. 

Two  hundred  and  sixty-six  hooks  have  been  taken 
out,  besides  the  readings  in  the  room  during  the  three 
afternoons  of  each  week  when  it  is  open  to  the  blind. 

Five  people  have  been  taught  to  read  during  the  year, 
and  two  have  learned  to  read  music. 

Twenty-seven  citizens  have  given  fifty-four  readings 
to  the  blind  at  the  Library. 

The  present  number  of  books  on  the  shelves  is  153, 
which  includes  the  booklets  compiled  by  the  custodian. 
A  magazine  called  "The  Christian  Record"  is  contributed 
monthly,  from  "  College  View,"  Nebraska. 

Through  the  interest  of  the  librarian,  a  larger  room 
was  this  year  given  to  the  blind,  and  fitted  with  cases  for 
their  books,  a  good  increase  in  comfort. 

Since  the  opening  of  this  department  in  the  Library, 
frequent  evidences  have  been  received  of  the  sympathy 
and  interest  of  the  public. 

For  the  past  three  years  the  Atalanta  Club  have, 
at  the  beginning  of  each  season,  sent  twenty-seven  sea- 
son tickets  to  the  rooms  for  their  lecture  course  ;  invitations 
have  been  received  from  the  Daughters  of  the  Revolution, 
and  from  the   Outlook  Club,  for  their  entertainments  ;    and 
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the  Lynn  Educational  Society  have  been  most  generous  in 
their  supply  of  tickets  at  each  musicale  given. 

During  the  summer  lawn  parties  were  given  to  the 
patrons  of  the  room  by  Mrs.  Micajah  P.  Clough,  and  Mrs. 
J.  N.  Smith,  which  were  thoroughly  enjoyed  and 
appreciated. 
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NECROLOGIES. 


AMOS    PRESTON   TAPLEY 

Son  of  Amos  and  Elizabeth  (Lye)  TapleY,  born  in  Lynn 
March  25,  181 7,  died  in  Boston,  March  18,  1905. 

Hardly  fifteen  years  of  age  the  boy  was  compelled  to 
leave  school,  earn  his  living  and  contribute  to  the  support 
of  his  widowed  mother.  A  place  was  found  for  him  in 
Boston  with  Josiah  Pierce,  boot  and  shoe  dealer.  Later 
the  business  was  bought  bv  Mr.  Bingham,  the  bookkeeper, 
and  Mr.  Tapley,  and  was  continued  under  the  firm  name 
of  Bingham  &  Tapley,  until  the  prevailing  business 
depression  made  it  necessary  for  the  partners  to  com- 
promise with  their  creditors  and  Mr.  Bingham  retired. 
Mr.  Tapley  succeeded  to  the  business,  and  although  under 
no  legal  obligation  to  do  so,  he  surprised  his  creditors  after 
a  time  bv  paying  from  his  own  resources  the  balance  of 
the  firm's  indebtedness,  covering  the  difference  between 
the  dividend  paid  and  the  full  amount  of  the  original 
claim,  including  interest. 

Prosperity  and  an  increase  of  means  drew  his  attention 
to  outside  investments.  His  natural  inclination  was  towards 
banking,  and  when  it  was  proposed  in  1854  to  start  a  new 
bank  in  his  native  city,  he  became  influential  in  its  organi- 
zation, was  a  member  of  its  first  board  of  directors,  and 
its  second  president.  This  latter  position  he  held  for 
thirty-five  years,  making  a  marked  success  of  its  duties. 
His  resignation,  more  than  once  tendered,  was  reluctantly 
accepted,  and  he  retired  January  10th,  1893. 
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With  the  introduction  of  the  McKay  sewing  machine, 
which  revolutionized  the  manufacture  of  shoes,  and  which 
process  was  of  inestimable  value  in  supplying  the  Union 
Army  with  footwear  during  the  Civil  War,  Mr.  Tapley 
was  intimately  connected,  serving  on  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee during  the  life  of  the  patent.  Through  his 
diplomacy  and  tact  many  differences  wrere  avoided  and 
many  misunderstandings  settled. 

He  was  brought  up  in  the  First  Congregational 
Church  in  Lynn,  but  the  Unitarian  faith  early  appealed 
to  him,  and  as  a  young  man  he  became  connected  with 
the  First  Church  of  Boston,  then  under  the  pastorate  of 
the  Rev.  Nathaniel  L.  Frothingham.  Removing  to  Lynn 
in  1844  and  residing  there  until  1887,  he  worshipped  at  the 
Second  Congregational  (Unitarian)  Church  of  that  city, 
and  resumed  his  connection  with  the  First  Church  of  Boston 
upon  his  return  there. 

During  his  long  life  he  was  a  constant  attendant  at 
church,  deeply  interested  in  its  work,  and  it  was  a  rare 
occurrence  when  he  was  not  in  his  pew  on  Sunday  morning. 

Born  in  humble  circumstances,  he  overcame  obstacles 
and  used  wiselv  the  prosperity  obtained  by  industry  and 
business  capacity. 

Well  poised,  kind,  courteous,  and  with  great  strength 
and  sincerity  of  character,  he  accepted  responsibility,  and 
adapted  himself  to  conditions. 

Charitable  without  ostentation,  his  benefactions  were 
liberal  and  widely  scattered  ;  inspiring  confidence  and 
affection,  his  friendships  were  lasting.  He  possessed  rare 
good  sense,  and  his  advice  and  counsel  were  often  sought 
and  freely  given. 

Politics  had  no  charm  for  him,  and  although  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Board  of  Alderman  in  his  native    city,  between 
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1853  and  1855,  he  declined  to  be  again  a  candidate,  and 
also  more  than  once  declined  the  nomination  for  Mayor. 

He  had  a  judicial  mind,  and  an  instinct  for  law, 
which,  with  training  and  opportunity,  would  doubtless 
have  enabled  him  to  take  high  rank  in  the  legal  profession. 

Absolutely  faithful,  confidential  positions  of  great 
responsibility  came  to  him  unsolicited,  and  he  acted  as 
Trustee  of  large  estates,  Savings  Banks,  Lynn  Public 
Library,  Pine  Grove  Cemetery,  as  well  as  other  institutions. 

Mr.  Tapley  was  twice  married.  In  1842  to  Adaline 
E.,  daughter  of  James  and  Elizabeth  (Rich)  Fuller,  who 
died  in  185 1,  leaving  one  son,  Henry  Fuller,  now  living; 
in  1856  to  Anna  S.,  daughter  of  Benjamin  and  Harriet 
(Qhoate)  Ireson,  who  with  one  daughter,  Alice  Preston, 
survives  him. 


LYDIA   ELLIS    GALLOUPE 

Daughter  of  David  and  Maria  Ellis,  was  born  in  Lynn, 
February  14,  1827.  She  was  educated  in  the  public 
schools  of  the  town,  supplemented  by  several  years 
attendance  at  the  Lynn  Academy  then  under  the  charge 
of  Jacob  Batchelder  as  principal.  Her  parents  being 
members  of  the  Society  of  Friends  she  was  a  birth-right 
member  also  and  her  education  was  continued  at  "  the 
boarding  school  of  the  Society  of  Friends  "  at  Providence, 
R.  I. 

On  November  27,  1854  sne  was  married  to  Dr.  Isaac 
F.  Galloupe  by  the  Rev.  Parsons  Cooke,  D.  D.  Soon  after 
that  event  she  was  visited  by  a  committee  from  the  Friends' 
Society  and  gently  informed  that  she  should  express  some 
regrets  for  marrying  "out  of  meeting,"  otherwise  they 
would  be  obliged  to  drop  her  name  from  the  list  of  mem- 
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bers  in  accordance  with  the  rules  of  the  meeting.  She 
made  no  reply  to  the  gentle  and  kindly  meant  hint  but  not 
long  after,  in  1855,  became  a  member  of  the  First  (Con- 
gregational) Church  where  she  continued  to  be  an  inter- 
ested and  active  member  until  her  health  failed. 

She  read  much  and  enjoyed  the  best  literature  and 
usually  her  reading  lamp  was  still  burning  at  midnight. 
History,  both  ancient  and  modern  was  a  favorite  subject. 
When  travelling  she  was  able  to  recognize  at  sight  many 
objects  that  she  had  never  before  seen.  For  instance, 
while  sailing  through  the  Scottish  lakes,  Loch  Lomond, 
Loch  Kathrine,  Ellen's  Isle  and  many  characteristic  spots 
were  recognized  at  once,  the  result  probably  of  her 
familiarity  with  Scott's  "  Lady  of  the  Lake."  Again,  at 
Waterloo  she  correctly  pointed  out  the  road  by  which 
Blucher  appeared  to  save  the  day  for  Wellington  and  the 
point  where  he  entered  the  field  at  the  critical  moment 
after  Napoleon  had  said  "  I  take  my  soup  in  Brussels 
to-night ;"  also  the  deep  gully  where  the  French  cavalry 
rushed  to  destruction — men  and  horses  piled  on  each  other 
rilling  the  gap.  This  place  was  doubtless  identified  bv 
reading  Victor  Hugo's  vivid  description  of  the  battle  of 
Waterloo. 

In  1872,  Mrs.  Galloupe  made  a  tour  through  Europe, 
visiting  the  places  she  was  most  desirous  of  seeing  and 
again  in  1878  a  longer  visit  of  six  months  going  from 
Russia  on  the  north  to  Italy  in  the  south.  When  asked 
what  interested  her  most  she  replied  "  Pompeii,  the 
large  and  densely  populated  city  that  had  been  buried  in 
ashes  from  Mt.  Vesuvius  for  2,000  years,  remaining  the 
same  as  it  was  before  the  eruption.  The  sight  was  unique 
and  intensely  interesting," 

She  was  a  member  of  the  Mayflower  Society  by  the 
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right  of  descent  from  William  Brewster  and  enjoyed  much 
the  meetings — all  were  Americans.  She  was  also  a 
member  of  the  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution, 
and  the  Third  Plantation  Chapter  in  Lynn.  Her  maternal 
grandfather  served  under  General  Washington  and  took 
part  in  the  preparations  at  Dorchester  to  force  the  British 
to  evacuate  Boston. 

She  became  an  interested  member  of  the  Lynn 
Historical  Society  as  soon  as  it  was  formed  and  attended 
the  meetings  as  long  as  her  health  permitted.  Among  her 
father's  papers  were  found  documents  relating  to  Lynn 
affairs  a  hundred  years  ago  which  the  Society  was  pleased 
to  accept. 

Her  life  was  nearly  uniform  unless  we  except  the 
dark  years  of  the  civil  war.  In  common  with  most  women 
similarly  situated,  with  young  children  to  care  for  and  her 
husband  at  the  front,  there  was  constant  cause  for  anxiety 
in  the  uncertainty  as  to  the  results  of  the  war.  Then,  as 
afterward  she  kept  informed  upon  the  world's  doings  and 
was  intensely  patriotic. 

Mrs.  Galloupe's  sickness  was  of  long  duration  gradually 
causing  loss  of  physical  strength,  but  not  of  mental  strength, 
which  continued  keen  to  the  last.  She  was  a  model  wife 
and  mother.  It  was  her  great  pleasure  to  constantly 
anticipate  and  minister  to  the  wants  of  those  about  her 
making  an  attractive,  comfortable  and  ideal  home.  Her 
unselfishness  towards  others  causes  her  loss  to  bring  regret 
and  sorrow  to  all  who  knew  her.  Her  departure  occurred 
on  the  first  day  of  June,  1905. 
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ABRAHAM  LINCOLN  ROGERS 
Was  born  at  Lock  Haven,  Pa.,  March  4,  1865,  the  only 
son  of  Thomas  Cain  Rogers  and  Margaret  Elizabeth  Hart- 
man.  He  married  at  Lynn,  December  14,  1892,  Emmelyn 
Stamler,  daughter  of  George  Thompson  Chase  and  Ellen 
Stafford.  Mr.  Rogers  was  injured  in  the  wreck  on  the 
Lake  Shore  &  Michigan  Southern  R.  R.,  at  Mentor, 
Ohio,  and  died  a  few  hours  later,  June  22,  1905,  at  the 
Cleveland  General  Hospital. 

He  leaves  a  widow  and  one  son,  Stafford,  who  was 
born  at  Milwaukee,  February  3,  1894.  They  are,  at 
present,  residing  at  Lynn. 

Thomas  Cain  Rogers  was  born  April  17,  1823,  at 
Longacoming,  Camden  County,  New  Jersey,  the  home  of 
the  Rogers  family  for  several  generations.  He  died  at 
Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  July  2,  1906.  At  Danville,  Pa.,  he 
married,  as  his  third  wife,  Margaret  Elizabeth  (b.  1825  at 
Danville,  Pa.,  d.  at  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  1898)  daughter 
of  William  Hartman,  who  came  from  Germany,  and 
Mary  Cameron,  daughter  of  Duncan  Cameron  and  his 
cousin,  Jeanette- Cameron,  who  came  from  Edinburgh, 
Scotland. 

The  early  life  of  the  subject  of  this  sketch  was  spent 
at  Williamsport,  Pa.,  Chippewa  Falls,  Wisconsin,  and 
Fort  Wayne,  Indiana.  He  prepared  for  college  at  the 
Fort  Wayne  High  School  and  was  graduated  from  Lehigh 
University,  as  mechanical  engineer,  in  1889.  Mr.  Rogers 
was  among  the  many  voung  men  attracted  to  Lynn  by 
the  electrical  industries  and  in  the  fall  of  1889  entered  the 
employ  of  the  Thomson  Electric  Welding  Company,  as 
chief  draftsman.  During  1891  and  1892  he  was  superin- 
tendent of  the  Electric  Pipe  Bending  and  Welding  Co., 
of  Newark,  N.  J.      In   1893,   he   took   up  the   commercial 
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side  of  engineering,  as  salesman  for  the  E.  P.  Allis  Co., 
Milwaukee,  Wisconsin,  manufacturers  of  large  engines 
and  pumping  plants.  In  1895,  he  moved  to  Lynn  and 
was  salesman  for  The  Babcock  &  Wilcox  Co.,  of  Boston, 
manufacturers  of  water  tube  boilers.  He  lived  at 
Jeanette,  Pa.,  in  1897  and  1898,  being  interested  in  the 
Standard  Connellsville  Coke  Co.  and  promoting  other 
business  interests.  In  1899,  he  again  returned  to  Lynn, 
becoming  connected  with  the  Stirling  Boiler  Co.  and  the 
Alphons  Custodis  Chimney  Construction  Co.,  with  head- 
quarters at  Boston.  The  following  year,  he  became 
manager  of  the  New  York  office  of  the  Stirling  Boiler 
Co. ,  living  in  New  York  and  New  Rochelle.  He  remained 
in  this  position  till  shortly  before  his  death,  when  he 
became  assistant  to  the  president  of  the  Piatt  Iron  Works 
Co.  Mr.  Rogers  was  a  member  of  many  Masonic  bodies  : 
Kilbourn  Lodge,  A.  F.  and  A.  M.,  Milwaukee,  Sutton 
Royal  Arch  Chapter,  Zebulun  Council,  and  Olivet  Com- 
mandery,  Knights  Templars,  Lynn,  and  Aleppo  Temple, 
Mystic  Shrine,  Boston.  He  was  connected  with  the 
Engineer's  Club  and  the  Lawyer's  Club,  of  New  York, 
Albany  Club,  Hermit  Club,  of  Cleveland,  Dayton  Club, 
Duquesne  Club,  of  Pittsburg  and  the  Mohawk  Club,  of 
Schenectady. 

Mr.  Rogers  was  a  man  in  whom  professional  abilitv, 
executive  power  and  commercial  success  were  highly 
developed,  but  the  keynote  of  his  character  was  heartiness, 
kindliness  and  unselfishness.  It  was  good  to  see  the  faces 
of  his  associates  kindle  with  pleasure  at  the  mention  of  his 
name.  He  is  not  one  whose  memory  will  die  out  of  the 
hearts  of  those  who  knew  him. 
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JOHN  CLARKSON  HOUGHTON 
Was  born  in  Lynn,  Massachusetts,  July  i,  1823.  He  was 
a  descendant  in  the  seventh  generation  from  John  Hough- 
ton of  Lancaster,  Mass.,  through  John,1  Henry,-  Henry, :; 
John,4  Peter,5  Cyrus. (i  His  father,  Cyrus  Houghton,  was 
born  in  Harvard,  Worcester  County,  Mass.,  April  22, 
1790,  on  a  farm  that  had  been  in  the  possession  of  the 
Houghton  family  for  six  generations,  his  ancestors,  as  far 
as  the  records  extend,  having  been  agriculturists.  Cyrus 
Houghton  married  Miss  Elizabeth  Sargent  Martin,  who 
was  born  in  Marblehead,  July  16,  1792,  the  daughter  of 
Sargent  and  Elizabeth  Lawrence  Martin,  and  soon  after 
settled  in  the  western  part  of  Lynn,  then  known  as 
"Breed's  End."  Five  children  were  born  to  them  and 
John  Clarkson  was  the  second  child,  and  first  son.  He 
was  educatated  in  the  public  schools  of  Lynn,  and  at  the 
Wesleyan  Academy  at  Wilbraham,  Mass.,  and  early  gave 
evidence  of  literary  tastes,  being  a  deep  student,  and 
extensive  reader  of  the  best  literature  of  the  times. 

He  began  the  active  duties  of  life  as  a  teacher  in  a 
school  on  Tower  Hill,  Lynn,  and  engaged  in  that  profession 
for  six  years,  having  commenced  in  1849.  ^n  I^55  ne 
entered  a  local  shoe  factory,  and  for  the  next  twenty-two 
years  was  engaged  in  the  shoe  business,  being  connected 
with  a  number  of  Lynn  firms.  Throughout  these  years  of 
business  activity,  he  always  held  rank  among  leading 
public  spirited  and  useful  citizens  of  the  place,  and 
energetically  devoted  himself  to  its  interests  and  advance- 
ment. In  politics  Mr.  Houghton  was  a  faithful  adherent 
of  the  Republican  party.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
Common  Council  in  1858,  and  in  1865  and  1867  he 
represented  his  district  in  the  State  Legislature.  For  ten 
years,  1858  to  1868,  he  served  on  the  Pine  Grove  Cemetery 
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Commission.  From  i860  to  1870  he  was  a  member  of 
the  School  Committee,  serving  one  year  as  its  secretary. 
He  was  one  of  the  trustees  of  the  Lynn  Public  Library 
from  the  date  of  its  organization  in  1862,  until  1877  when 
he  was  chosen  librarian,  a  position  which  he  faithfully 
and  acceptably  rilled  for  twenty-seven  years,  making 
forty-two  consecutive  years  in  which  he  was  connected 
with  that  instituton,  resigning  the  position  June  1,  1904,  on 
account  of  advancing  years  and  failing  health. 

During  his  term  of  service  Mr.  Houghton's  literary 
qualifications  and  administrative  ability,  proved  that  he 
was  eminently  fitted  for  the  duties  that  devolved  upon  him. 
He  lived  to  see  this  beniricent  institution  grow  from  a  com- 
paratively small  library  into  a  splendid  collection,  and  from 
cramped  quarters  into  one  of  the  most  commodious  and 
beautiful  library  structures  of  the  state.  His  acquaintance 
with  literature  was  wide  and  intimate,  and  from  this  came 
his  wise  selection  of  books  in  the  various  departments  in 
the  library.  Through  his  love  and  knowledge  of  local 
history  was  laid  the  foundation  of  the  large  historical 
collections  for  which  the  Lynn  library  is  noted.  His  own 
contributions,  through  the  local  press,  were  valuable 
additions  to  Lynn  history. 

At  the  age  of  sixteen  years,  Mr.  Houghton  united 
with  the  South  Street  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  and  for 
sixty-six  years  was  a  valued  member  of  the  same,  filling 
many  offices  of  trust  and  responsibility.- 

On  June  5,  1850,  Mr.  Houghton  married  Miss  Susan 
Maria  Tufts  of  this  city,  a  daughter  of  Deacon  Richard 
Tufts.  Four  children  were  born  to  them,  only  one  of 
whom,  Rodney  Whittemore  Houghton  is  now  living. 

Mr.  Houghton  took  an  active  interest  in  a  number  of 
societies  with  which  he  was  affiliated,  among  them  being 
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the  American  Library  Association,  the  Massachusetts 
Library  Club,  the  Lynn  Historical  Society,  Houghton 
Horticultural  Society,  The  Exploring  Circle  and  the 
South  Street  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  and  Society. 

His  long,  active  and  useful  life  of  eighty-two  years 
was  brought  to  its  earthly  close  at  his  home  on  Vine  street, 
July  26,  1905.  A  life-long  resident  of  his  native  city 
beloved  and  honored  bv  all. 


CLx\RA  A.  NEWHALL. 

Clara  A.  (Bartol)  Newhall,  daughter  of  Thomas  R. 
Bartol  and  Catharine  I.  (Doak)  Bartol  was  born  in  Lynn, 
January  8th,  1849,  anc'  died  in  Lynn,  October  24th,  1905. 
She  left  a  husband,  Bailey  G.  Newhall,  a  son,  Dr.  Alden 
R.  Newhall  of  Holliston,  Mass.,  two  sisters,  Mrs.  Caroline 
A.  Haggett  of  Mattapan,  Mass.,  Mrs.  Nellie  Smith  of 
Chelsea,  Mass.,  and  a  brother,  Samuel  S.  Bartol  of 
Swampscott.  She  was  of  a  kindly,  sympathetic  nature, 
and  took  pleasure  during  the  last  few  years  of  her  life  in 
serving  the  sick  as  a  professional  nurse.  She  was  a  life 
long  member  of  the  First  Methodist  Church,  was  for 
several  years  President  of  the  Ladies  Aid  Society  con- 
nected with  the  church,  the  Epworth  League,  a  member  of 
the  Ladies  Auxiliary  of  the  Lynn  Young  Men's  Chris1- 
tian  Association,  the  Barrett  Christian  Temperance  Union, 
the  Ladies  Auxiliary  of  Lynn  Council  Royal  Arcanum, 
and  of  the  Lynn  Historical  Society,  having  lived  an 
energetic,  busv,  and  very  useful  life. 
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SAMUEL   STILLMAN    IRESON 

One  of  Lynn's  oldest  and  most  respected  citizens,  passed 
away  at  his  home,  170  South  Common  Street,  Nov.  10, 
1905,  at  the  age  of  eighty-two  years  and  five  months, 
having  been  confined  to  his  bed  about  three  weeks 
with  bronchial  pneumonia.  He  was  born  in  Woodend,  in 
a  house  situated  at  what  is  now  the  corner  of  Essex  and 
Sheridan  streets.  He  was  the  son  of  John  and  Elizabeth 
(Bulfinch)  Ireson.  His  grandfather  was  also  John  Ireson, 
a  Revolutionary  soldier,  and  took  part  in  the  Battle  of 
Lexington,  in  Capt.  William  Farrington's  Company,  which 
was  called  the  trapping  company.  He  was  the  last  of 
nine  children  of  his  parents,  always  resided  in  Lynn,  and 
his  home  was  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Common  after  the  age 
of  fifteen  years.  Mr.  Ireson  entered  the  shoe  business  in 
early  life,  and  continued  active  in  it  until  1873,  when  he 
retired.  He  was  the  first  manufacturer  to  adopt  the 
practice  of  presenting  his  employees  with  Thanksgiving 
turkeys.  He  was  twice  married,  his  first  wife  being  Sarah 
Johnson,  daughter  of  Burchstead  Johnson,  and  his  second 
wife,  Harriet  Leavitt,  who  survives  him.  He  had  five 
children,  only  one  of  whom  is  living,  Mrs.  Carrie  A. 
Parker  of  Attleboro.  He  was  a  life  member  of  the  Y.  M. 
C.  A.,  a  member  of  the  Lynn  Historical  Societv,  Houghton 
Horticultural  Society,  and  of  the  Sons  of  the  American 
Revolution. 

Mr.  Ireson  was  on  a  train  one  cold  morning  in 
February,  1866,  going  to  Boston.  When  the  train  crossed 
the  Saugus  river,  the  engineer,  whose  name  was  Davis, 
leaned  out  of  his  cab  and  was  struck  by  some  part  of  the 
bridge  and  thrown  into  the  river.  The  train  was  stopped, 
and  the  man  was  seen  struggling  in  the  water,  but  was 
stunned  so  that  he  did  not  notice  a  plank  which  was  thrown 
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to  him.  The  day  was  cold,  and  the  river  was  rilled  with 
floating  ice,  but,  as  the  man  was  in  danger  of  drowning, 
Mr.  Ireson  went  out  upon  the  pier  beside  the  bridge,  and, 
divesting  himself  of  coat  and  boots,  jumped  into  the  water 
and  brought  the  engineer  safely  to  land.  In  recognition 
of  his  bravery  several  of  the  shoe  manufacturers  and 
other  business  men,  some  of  whom  were  on  the  train, 
and  witnessed  the  affair,  presented  to  Mr.  Ireson  a  wrater 
piteher  and  salver,  suitably  inscribed,  and  valued  at  $350. 


ALICE   BUXTON   (OSBORNE)    HUNTINGTON 

Was  born  in  Peabody,  Mass.,  May  10th,  1836,  and  died 
in  Lynn,  December  1,  1905.  She  was  the  oldest  child 
and  only  daughter  of  E.  Wellman  and  Abigail  B.  Osborne. 

When  she  was  very  young,  her  father  moved  to 
Weare,  N.  H.  and  it  was  here  that  she  received  her 
education  and  grew  to  maidenhood. 

In  i860,  her  father  came  to  Lynn,  where  he  estab- 
lished a  business  on  Market  square  and  became  one  of  the 
most  prominent  merchants  of  the  city.  She  lived  with  her 
parents  until  her  marriage  in  1881  to  William  D.  Hunt 
ington,  a  native  of  Vermont,  who  passed  away  April  18, 
1904. 

Her  bright,  cheerful  disposition  made  her  beloved  by 
all  those  with  whom  she  came  in  contact  and  her  kindness 
and  generositv  to  the  poor  and  unfortunate  endeared  her  to 
a  great   many. 

She  leaves  one  brother,  Wallace  Osborne.  She  had 
been  a  member  of  the  Lynn  Historical  Society  since 
April,  1899. 
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A    TRIP   TO    LYNN    FARMS. 

A  paper  read  before  the  Lynn  Historical  Society  by  Mrs.  Mary  A.  Parsons,  of  Lynn- 
field,  Mass.,  May  n,  1899. 


We  should  not  find  in  1 7 1 1 ,  steam  or  trolley  cars  to  take  us 
to  Lynn  Farms,  now  Lynnfield — it  would  be  a  novelty,  to  say 
the  least,  could  we  go  after  the  fashion  given  by  Dr.  Crowell  in 
his  history  of  Essex,  once  a  part  of  Ipswich,  of  a  family  going 
five  miles  to  church  : — "  The  mother  is  mounted  upon  a  horse, 
with  the  youngest  daughter  behind  her ;  while  the  other  three 
daughters  and  three  sons  with  their  father  at  their  head  travel  on 
foot.  The  mother  and  daughters,  however,  ride  alternately,  as 
fatigue  requires  or  choice  dictates."  Only  most  of  our  Lynn 
farmers,  to  reach  the  old  Tunnel  Meeting  House,  must  travel 
nearer  ten  miles  than  five,  for  you  know  this  territory  granted 
to  Lynn  in  163S  extended  "  six  miles  into  the  country." 

But  be  not  dismayed, —  we  are  going  each  on  his  own 
winged  steed,  a  fancy,  by  the  way,  how  much  more  charming 
than  would  be  "  Chicago  special  "  or  u  Fast  express."  We  are 
going  in  a  northwesterly  direction,  but  it  must  be  the  route  that 
takes  Birch  pond.  The  time  for  our  trip  is  in  May,  when  the 
grass  is  so  green  and  there  are  such  tender,  exquisite  tints  in  the 
budding  leaves  of  birch,  maple  and  oak,  contrasting  with  the 
dark  pines,  and  the  blue  sky  over  all  !  Just  as  beautiful  then  as 
now  I  am  glad  to  know.  But  if  the  trees  were  like  an  army 
with  banners,  it  was  still  a  hostile  army,  so  we  must  not  linger 
till  after  nightfall.  There  were  wolves,  wild  cats,  rattlesnakes; 
nor  was  it  easy  to  trace  the  road  when  so  little  land  had  been 
cleared.  During  the  forty  years  of  record  in  the  old  Precinct 
Book  all  the  meetings  for  public  business  were  held  in  the  day- 
time. Doubtless  for  the  early  settlers  quite  as  potent  imaginary 
terrors  dwelt  in  those  primeval  forests,  whence  issued  at  night 
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strange  cries  of  bird  and  beast ;  whose  dim  vistas  held  shadows 
that  lent  themselves  to  any  monstrous  form  the  fancy  might 
suggest. 

When  I  was  a  child  a  woman  brought  up  several  miles  from 
any  town  centre  told  me,  with  all  the  awe  of  complete  credulity 
in  her  tones,  that  one  Sabbath  day  an  old  man,  with  his  little 
grandson,  went  out  to  pick  a  few  berries  (she  probably  called 
them  "plums")  "jest  to  eat"  (meaning  to  eat  them  from  the 
bush),  when  a  dreadful  looking  wild  animal  came  out  of  the 
woods.  That  he  did  not  pursue  the  terrified  Sabbath  breakers, 
evidently  did  not  lessen  her  belief  that  he  had  veritably  appeared. 
Now  I  had  been  so  taught  that  she  seemed  latitudinarian  in  doc- 
trine to  me  ;  we  were  not  allowed  to  pick  berries  on  Sunday,  but 
an  altogether  different  matter  was  the  "  pennyrial"  which  grew 
in  the  pasture  close  by  the  meeting-house. 

We  shall  go  first  by  the  way  of  what  is  now  North  Saugus, 
and  take  a  look  at  the  home  of  Adam  Hawkes,  who  built  a  house 
probably  as  early  as  1639,  in  whose  chimney  were  bricks  with 
the  date  1601  on  them.  Mr.  Hawkes,  for  your  honored  towns- 
man is  a  descendant,  says  these  bricks  were  brought  over  as 
ship's  ballast.  Adjacent  to  this  is  the  farm  of  John  Jefords, 
later  called  Jeffries,  and  here  was  Mr.  Hawkes  born,  of  the  line 
of  this  Adam  and  that  of  Jonathan  Tarbell,  a  brave  Revolution- 
ary soldier,  and  later  owner  of  the  Jeffries  farm.  The  Mans- 
fields,  from  whom  the  corner  derives  its  name,  came  hither  at  a 
later  date  than  ours  of  171 1.  Soon  we  come  to  Wellman  prop- 
erty. George  E.  Herrick  has  a  deed  dated  1653,  where  a 
Wellman  bought  the  farm  of  John  Smith. 

As  to  the  houses,  I  doubt,  though  in  Queen  Anne's  reign, 
if  the  modern  cottages  called  by  her  name  bear  much  resemblance 
to  those  we  pass;  but  they  have  been  rained,  snowed,  blown 
upon  and  then  baked  in  the  fervid  summer  sun  until  they  are 
grav.  like  Nature's  beloved  rocks  that  she  keeps  while  nations 
decay.  Almost  always  I  think  you  will  find  the  old  farmhouse 
fronts  the  south,  and  that  not  onlv  so  that  the  living  rooms  may 
have   sunshine    but    that    the    house    may   serve  as  a   timepiece. 
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When  there  were  few  clocks  the  housewife  might  become 
skilled  in  telling  the  hour  by  the  way  the  sun  shone  in  the  south 
windows :  at  noon  it  flooded  the  whole  sill :  later  or  earlier 
there  would  be  a  certain  angle  of  shadow  narrow  or  broad,  as 
the  time  was  earlier  or  later.  If  the  carpenter  failed  of  exact- 
ness in   locating  the  house   there  was  need   of  a  "  noon-mark." 

Let  us  fly  across  country  from  about  a  mile  north  of  Mans- 
field's corner,  to  Humphrey's  pond.  Most  of  you  know  all 
about  that  grant  in  1635,  by  the  General  Court,  of  the  "  f  reshe 
pond  with  the  little  ileland  lying  nore  and  west  from  Saugus," 
and  soo  acres  of  land,  "  prided  he  take  noe  pte  of  the  500  acres 
within  five  myles  of  any  town  now  planted."  Also  the  liberty 
granted  to  Salem  and  vSaugus  to  build  "store  houses  upon  the 
ileland  and  to  lay  in  such  pvisions  as  they  shall  judge  necessary 
in  tvme  of  need."  Apparently  Mr.  Humphrey  grew  fearful 
that  he  could  not  conveniently  own  his  pond  unless  his  acres 
could  be  located  near  it,  for  at  a  later  date  land  all  around  the 
pond  was  given  him.  And  this  "Mr.  Humphrey's  Farme  "  has 
been  one  of  my  much  prized  boundary  points  as  well  as  Beaver 
Dam.  The  colonists  appear  to  have  been  greatly  impressed  by 
the  constructive  habits  of  the  beaver,  for  they  used  this  dam  in 
deeds  whenever  they  could.  So  when  I  found  either  of  the 
above  localities  or  my  own  Ipswich  River,  I  felt  as  Pip's  dear 
old  Joe  said  he  did  when  he  attempted  to  read,  "When  I  find  a 
J  and  a  O,  and  a  J.  O.,  Joe,  I  think  how  interesting  reading  is." 

Joseph  Newhall,  grandson  of  the  first  settler  of  that  name, 
bought,  with  Col.  Gedney,  of  Salem,  two-thirds  of  one-half  of 
the  Humphrey  farm,  in  169^.  Soon  after  he  bought  Col.  Ged- 
ney's  half  for  eighty-six  pounds.  John  Poole,  in  171 2,  pur- 
chased land  near  the  same  farm.  Coming  northwest  past 
Huckleberry  hill  you  must  not  let  the  present  beauty  of  Pilling's 
pond  be  marred  for  you  by  seeing  it  a  meadow,  the  grass  mak- 
ing green  billows  in  the  May  breeze  and  with  Bates's  brook 
running  through  it.  Daniel  Townsend,  killed  at  Lexington. 
lived  close  by,  Mr.  Wellman  says;  but  as  we  go  still  north  much 
ot  the  land  till  we  come   to    where    the    meetingf-house  was  to  be 
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seems  to  have  been  owned  by  Bancrofts  and  Goings.  Near  the 
railroad,  which  now  crosses  the  Lynn  road  at  the  Centre,  once 
ran  in  an  easterly  direction  a  bridle  way,  which  was  or  which 
met  an  old  .Salem  road.  It  must  seem  strange  to  Lynn  residents 
to  think  of  a  road  becoming  disused  and  the  gradual  disappear- 
ance of  all  traces  of  the  houses  once  built  near  it  except  perhaps 
here  and  there  a  little  hollow  in  the  ground,  yet  there  were  two 
or  three  houses  on  this  road  now  thus  marked  if  at  all. 

Lieut.  Thomas  Bancroft,  descendants  of  whose  three  sons  still 
live  here,  in  1670  bought  sixty  acres,  bounded  northwest  by  land 
of  Mr.  Holyoke,  one  of  Lynn's  grantees,  and  southeast  by  land 
of  Goodman  Collins  (Henry  Collins  was  also  a  grantee).  In 
1690  he  bought  sixty  more  adjoining.  From  a  deed  of  167S  we 
find  that  James  Russell,  of  Charlestown,  bought  the  Holyoke 
farm  of  550  acres,  partly  granted  to  and  partly  purchased  by 
Edward  Holyoke,  excepting  about  one  and  one-half  acres,  which 
was  the  easterly  corner  of  the  farm  and  which  Thomas  Bancroft 
had  built  a  house  upon.  In  1691  the  youngest  son, 
Ebenezer  received  the  "  housing"  etc.,  with  thirty-five  acres 
adjoining  by  agreement  of  the  heirs  after  the  death  of  their 
father.  This  was  on  the  north  side  of  the  railroad.  On  the 
south  side  lives  John  M.  Danforth,  a  descendant  of  John  Ban- 
croft, who  bought  twenty-five  acres  of  his  father  the  same  year, 
1691.  There  was  an  older  house  a  little  west  of  the  present, 
which  was  very  likely  built  by  John  himself.  The  new  Town 
Hall  and  the  cottage  next  it  stand  on  what  was  Bancroft  and 
then  Parsons'  land.  But  as  you  turn  to  go  to  the  old  burying 
ground  (only  there  was  no  road  there  then)  you  have  on  your 
left  land  belonging  till  1732  to  the  town  of  Charlestown,  and 
this  is  how  it  came  to  be  among  the  farms  of  Lynn  :  In  1678, 
Richard  Russell,  of  Charlestown,  died,  leaving  a  legacy  of  £200 
to  the  poor  of  Charlestown,  and  James  Russell,  executor,  gave, 
in  lieu  of  the  money,  a  part  of  the  Holyoke  farm,  about  ninety 
acres,  and  this  remained  in  the  possession  of  Charlestown, 
barring  a  few  modifications  by  way  of  exchange,  till  1825,  when 
it  was  sold  to  Warren  Xewhall,  of  Lynnfield  Centre.      It  included 
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at  first  what  is  now  Mrs.  Nash's  land,  both  burying  grounds, 
the  Xewhall  farm  having  land  a  part  of  the  way  on  both  sides 
of  the  Reading  road,  "  the  country  road  that  goes  over  the  said 
dam  or  causeway,"  that  is  Beayer  Dam. 

The  residue  of  the  Holyoke  farm  was  sold  in  169s  to  John 
Perkins,  of  Topsfield,  for  3^0  pounds.  His  line  still  holds  the 
farm,  though  the  portion  fronting  Main  street,  where  Rev.  Mr. 
Sparhawk,  who  married  a  Perkins,  lived,  was  sold  long  since. 
It  extended  thence  in  a  northwest  direction  to  the  Reading 
line.  To  reach  the  farmhouse  you  ascend  Powder  House  hill, 
which  is  in  the  northern  central  part  of  the  town.  The  powder 
house,  built  of  wood,  was  standing  within  sixty  years.  Possibly 
some  of  you  have  not  heard  that  the  town  of  Lynn  gave  8,680 
acres  of  land  to  persons  whose  names  are  recorded  in  a  book 
which  is  lost,  but  Andrew  Mansfield  had  preserved  some  of  them 
and  judging  from  the  list  in  the  History  of  Lynn  I  think  Lynn 
begged  for  the  additional  territory  first,  that  she  might  give  it 
away, — though  this  does  not  seem  Mr.  Newhall's  opinion.  Near 
the  Perkins  farm  was  that  of  Thomas  Townsend,  a  grantee  of 
Lynn,  as  well  as  Mr.  Holyoke.  Nathaniel  Hutchinson  gave  by 
will,  a  farm  to  his  cousin,  Nathaniel  Sherman,  to  reach  which 
you  must  go  through  Tophet  meadow  and  hill.  Why  Tophet  ? 
The  former  is  low  and  the  latter  steep,  illustrating  the  ease  of 
sliding  down  hill  to  ruin  and  the  difficulty  of  gaining  the  sub- 
lime heights  of  wisdom.  The  view  from  the  hill  top  is  beauti- 
ful. This  same  Hutchinson  devised  another  farm  to  Benjamin 
Chaplain,  also  a  cousin,  on  the  Beaver  Dam,  or  Reading  road. 
But  we  are  going  northward  now,  and  find  the  500  acres  granted 
Thomas  Willis,  purchased  by  Isaac  Hart,  who  bought  the  200 
acres  granted  Edward  Tomlins,  by  that  time  Captain  Edward 
Tomlins,  of  London,  "late  of  Linn,"  also  of  Thomas  Hutchin- 
son 2S9  acres.  The  only  boundaries  mentioned  in  the  Willis 
property  are  "the  line  between  Salem  and  Lynn  and  some 
lands  of  ye  late  Capt.  Robert  Bridges  and  Mr.  George  Co  wens." 
We  are  going  now  on  the  present  road  to  Middleton  and 
come  to  the  Ipswich  river,  which  was  the  northern  limit  of  old 
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Lynn,  and  was  also  a  boundary  line  of  the  Soo  acres  -ranted  by 
the  "  towne  of  Linne  unto  ye  Right  Hon'ble  Robt.  Lord 
Brooke."  He  was  a  Puritan  and  was  killed  in  the  Civil  War 
of  1642  (while  storming  Litchfield  Cathedral,  and  it  was  said 
on  .St.  Chad's  Day,  etc.). 

Mr.  Newhall,  in  his  History  of  Lynn,  quotes  Sir  Walter 
Scott  thus  : — 

"  When  fanatic  Brook 
The  fair  cathedral  stormed  and  took  ; 
But  thanks  to  heaven  and  good  St.  Chad 
A  guerdon  meet  the  spoiler  had." 

I  count  among  my  lineal  ancestors  four  Puritan  ministers, 
the  sister  of  the  apostle  John  Eliot,  and  at  least  three  deacons. 
1  have  wandered  far  from  the  doctrine,  but,  let  me  say  it 
reverently,  I  think  I  understand  there  is  something  grander  than 
the  noblest  cathedral  man  ever  built  ;  more  beautiful  than  the 
divinest  Madonna  Raphael  ever  painted — it  is  that  man  who 
sees  a  finger  pointing  towards  the  wilderness  towards  shame  and 
death  ;  and  hears  a  voice  not  to  be  gainsaid,  "  Thus  saith  the 
Lord.  •  I  have  sent  thee  !      Go  !'  " 

And  he  takes  the  road  with  a  firm  step  -and  a  steadfast 
heart.  What  time  has  he  for  games?  for  horse  races  and  bear 
baitings?  They  held  the  faith  of  their  neighbors,  but  they  acted 
their  belief. 

But  while  this  talk  has  gone  on  we  have  come  southward 
again,  about  a  mile  and  a  hall'  by  the  road  at  the  foot  of  Pine 
Hill,  and  have  reached  "  Hart's  slough,"  a  half  mile  northeast 
from  where  the  meeting-house  is  to  be.  I  would  not  tell  you 
till  we  had  passed  the  house  near  "Hart's  Corner,"  lest  you  feel 
twinges  as  if  invisible  fingers  pinched  your  flesh,  or  clutched  you 
by  the  throat;  or  lest  you  be  conscious  of  uncanny  solicitations  to 
set  your  hand  to  a  horrible  book,  with  ink  drawn  from  your  own 
veins.  For  here  was  where  lived  Elizabeth,  wife  of  Isaac  Hart, 
accused  as  a  witch  by  Mary  Walcott,  of  Salem  Village,  who 
declared  that  Goody  Hart's  apparition  had  afflicted  her  alter  this 
sort.      As  the  authorities   seem  to   have   been   satisfied  that  Mrs. 
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Hart's  spirit  must  needs  be  out  of  mischief,  if  her  body  were  in 
custody,  she  was  imprisoned  May  iS,  1693,  and  was  not  released 
till  December  7.  In  October  her  son  Thomas  petitioned  in  her 
behalf.  I  excerpt  a  few  lines  : — "  The  father  of  your  petitioner, 
being  ancient  and  decrepit,  was  wholly  unable  to  attend  to  this 
matter,  and  your  petitioner,  having  lived  from  his  childhood 
under  the  same  roof  with  his  said  mother,  he  dare  presume  to 
affirm  that  he  never  saw  nor  knew  any  ill  or  sinful  practice 
wherein  there  was  any  shew  of    impiety  or  witchcraft  by  her." 

Why  was  Mrs.  Hart  selected  as  a  witch?  The  fencing  of 
her  husband's  land,  near  1,000  acres,  must  have  been  a  serious 
business  and  part  of  it  was  on  the  Salem  and  Lynn  line.  Bad 
blood  might  have  been  caused  by  straying  animals,  but  here  is  a 
guess  all  my  own  :  There  is  a  bubbling  spring  still  owned  by  a 
descendant  of  Isaac  Hart,  not  far  from  what  is  now  the  Peabody 
line.  What  was  to  hinder  Mary  Walcott  and  some  of  her  young 
friends  from  finding  this  wonder  in  a  search  after  berries  ? 
"Why,  it  boils  !  It  must  be  hot  ?"  exclaims  Mary,  and  the  party 
stand,  staring  at  the  bubbles  thrown  up  like  water  in  a  big 
kettle  just  about  to  boil.  They  are  terrified  as  the  suspicion 
dawns  on  them  that  this  must  be  very  near  "  the  wicked  place," 
as  my  own  dear  mother  taught  the  children  to  name  that  prison 
for  lost  souls. 

Presently,  one  more  venturesome,  a  boy,  of  course,  touches 
the  water  to  test  its  temperature  —  touches  it  again,  and  cries  out 
amazed  : — 

-It's  cold!      Ice  cold  !" 

What  !  Water  boil  and  yet  be  stone  cold  ?  There  is  but  one 
name  for  such  phenomenon  among  the  common  people  of  that 
day. 

"  It  is  bewitched,"  says  Mary,  in  an  awe-struck  whisper. 

Suddenly  appears  from  behind  the  tree  overhanging  the 
spring  a  tall,  strong  featured  woman,  shading  from  the  western- 
ing sun.  with  long,  thin  fingers,  stern  eyes  of  disapproval  at 
this  characterization  of  her  health-giving  pool.  At  this  appari- 
tion the  children  flee  like  startled  birds,  as  if  they  had  heard  the 
incantation  over  this  witch  cauldron  : 
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•'  Bubble!   bubble. 
Toil  and  trouble." 

They  run  till  Mary  Walcott,  over-heated  and  over-tired, 
throws  herself  down  on  the  dewy  grass  at  home,  takes  cold  and 
has  neuralgia  for  the  first  time. 

The  gripping  pain  reminds  her  of  Goody  Hart's  long, 
lithe  lingers.  Yes  !  She  sees  them  !  Now  they  clutch  her  by 
the  throat,  as  she  falls  in  her  first  hysteric  fit  !  But  when  it 
comes  to  the  equally  strong  declaration  that  "  Goody  Hart's 
apparition  has  urged  her  grievously  to  set  her  hand  to  her  hook." 
k*  somebody  has  blundered  "  or  worse  ! 

Let  us  now  open  the  Precinct  Book.  Let  me  say  that  as  to 
spelling  that  depended  on  the  clerk's  acquirements,  sometimes  it- 
conforms  closely  to  the  modern  standard,  with  the  exception  of 
what  is  said  to  be  the  old  sign  for  th'  (resembling  y)  in  the  and 
vt  for  that.  Often,  however,  admirers  of  phonetics  would 
enjoy  it,  as  where  we  haye  "  gorg  nurs  "  for  George  Nourse,  or 
"pasneg"  for  parsonage.  Sometimes  the  difficulty  is  in  not 
remembering  all  the  letters.  Build  is  often  spelled  "buld" — 
now  and  then  the  blunders  are  deliciously  wrong,  as  pearnasgeg 
for  parsonage. 

(Note. — I  found  the  name  Lynn  End  mentioned  but  once 
in  the  book  and  that  not  by  a  clerk  of  the  "  North  Precinct  of 
Lynn,"  sometimes  "Northwesterly  Precinct,"  occasionally  varied 
in  form,  but  always  Precinct  where  any  meaning  is  called  for 
after  the  Precinct  was  formed.)

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and  John  Jeferds  to  ye  Land  John  Hawcks  sener  and  ye  bounds  of  ye  Land 
now  in  his  peseson  to  ye  lands  Isaak  Larabe  which  he  bought  of  John 
Hawcks  and  by  said  Land  to  ye  South  weast  corner  of  ye  fifteenth  rang  in 
ye  thurd  devision  of  Lots  and  yt  rang  Line  to  be  Bounds  to  the  town  hy  way 
by  nathanills  newhals.

then  the  Inhabitants  of  Lynn  on  the  north  side  salam  Road  met  at 
the  hous  of  Capt  Bancroft  and  Agreed  by  vote  to  petition  the  generall 
Cort  for  a  presenct  and  to  Leve  the  mator  with  a  committee  to  confirm 
the  towns  grant  if  thay  think  best  by  advise  or  by  advise  to  petition  for 
the  whole  thay  choose  Levtt  Pearson  Capt  Bancroft  and  Johon  gowing  a

at  a  meeting  held  by  ye  inhabitants  of  ye  north  presinct  in  Lynn  it

The  land  for  the  meeting  house  is  thus  described  in  the 
deed  of  sale — Rec'd  on  Record  June  the  14th,  17 15  :— 

"A  small  parcell  of  land  scituate  in  Lynn"  etc.,  "  contain- 
ing by  measure  about  21  poles  of  land."  It  was  purchased  of 
John  and  Nathaniel  Going,  John's  part  being  "the  north 
easterly  side  of  sd  parcell  and  containeth  about  thirteen  poles," 
while  Nathaniel's  part  is  "  the  southwesterly  side  of  sd  pcell  of 
land  containing  about  eight  poles."  Bounded  kt  north  easterly 
by  ye  land  of  sd  John  Going.  North  westerly  by"  ye  road  which 
leadeth  from  Harts  to  Redings.  South  westerly  by  Charles- 
town's  town  land,  easterly  by  land  of  sd  John  Going."  The 
house  seems  to   have  been  built  before  the  deed   was  given  for 
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these  words  are  in  it  : — "  And  ye  sd  parcell  of  land  is  butted  and 
boundeth  as  followeth,  viz.,  all  that  land  whereon  ye  sd  Precinct 
Meeting  House  now  standeth  "  etc.  The  instrument  is  signed, 
"This  seventh  day  of  December,  17 14.  and  in  ye  first  year  of 
ye  reign  of  our  Sovereign  Lord  George,  King  of  Great 
Britain,  etc."  Acknowledged  in  kk  Redding,  26  Jan.  1^14-15." 
The  price  paid  for  the  land  was  "  one  pound  and  seventeen 
shillings  " — "  one  pound  tenn  shillings  "  to  John,  and  "  seven 
shillings  "  to  Nathaniel  Going.  And  in  this  building  was 
gathered  "  the  Second  Church  in  Lynn." 

Thirty-two  persons,  Dec.  7,  17 13,  one  woman  among  them, 
"  freely  proford  for  ye  building  a  meting  house  "  one  hundred 
and  thirty  pounds.  In  17 16  more  than  had  been  promised  was 
paid  by  several,  besides  which  three  men  paid  each  kk  10 
shillings  towards  the  building  of  the  pew  his  wife  is  seated 
in,"  and  one  woman  paid  it  towards  her  own. 

According  to  tradition,  partially  verified  by  deeds,  Samuel 
Parker,  at  least  one  Eaton,  and  the  Pearsons  lived  in  the  west- 
ern, Moses  Aborn  and  George  Nourse,  in  the  eastern,  "Shobael 
Starns"  or  Stearns,  in  the  northern  part  of  the  town. 

In  1738  I  find  the  term  constable  first  used,  instead  of  col- 
lector, in  warning  a  meeting,  and  it  appears  occasionally  there- 
after. The  parish  did  not,  that  I  could  see,  choose  an  officer 
called  by  that  name.  In  1721  in  was  decided,  perhaps  because 
some  doubt  had  arisen,  that  the  assessors  "be  ye  committee  to 
manige  ye  prudensals  of  this  precinct  for  the  year  insuing,  and 
yl  they  are  impoured  to  apint  meeting  from  time  to  time,  as  ther 
shall  be  ocasion  by  a  warant  under  ye  dark's  hand,  by  order  of 
ye  assesessors  directed  to  ye  collector  to  warn." 

In  1 7 19  the  voters  are  invited  to  see  if  k'they  will  put  them- 
selves into  a  method  and  what  method  for  ye  mending  of  ye high- 
ways." March  20,  1 7 19,  I  find  the  first  mention  of  a  highway 
tax  :  "If  any  choose  not  to  work  he  shall  pay  half  one  crown 
to  ye  surveyor  and  he  shall  procure  a  day  work  for  it." 

August  3,  1 7 19,  the  voters  are  warned  to  "make  choice  of 
some  perticular  Gentilman  to  preach   with  us  in  order  Settle- 
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merit."  The  result  was  the  calling  of  Rev.  Nathaniel  Sparhawk, 
but  when  the  date  of  the  ordination  was  decided  on  the  second 
Wednesday  in  April,  1720,  we  have  this  evidence  of  a  lack  of 
unanimity  :  "  The  names  of  those  which  now  enters  their 
descent  against  ye  whole  proceedings  at  this  meeting,  Lieut. 
Poole,  Martain  Heyrick,  Sam11  Walton,  Sam"  Newhall,  John 
Hawks,  Elisha. Newhall." 

Yet  the  book  shows  no  lack  of  harmony  between  pastor  and 
people,  as  the  years  go  by,  till  1 73 1 ,  when  Mr.  Sparhawk  asked 
to  be  dismissed,  and  the  request  was  granted.  In  1724  we  have 
this  frankly  stated  proposal  :  "  If  it  be  in  your  minds  that 
Thomas  Going  be  ye  man  that  shall  repair  the  meeting-house 
and  bring  in  his  acompt  to  the  committee  to  offer  it  att  ye  next 
meeting  and  if  ye  precinct  will  allow  it  well ;  and  if  they  will 
not  then  it  must  be  done  some  other  way."  Directly  after  are 
these  consoling  words  :  "  Voted  in  the  affirmative  with  a  great 
majority." 

The  voluntary  system  of  church  support  at  first  tried  having 
proved  a  failure,  in  1726,  the  property  holders  are  assessed. 
There  are  seventy -nine  names,  including  that  of  one  woman. 
John  Williams  paid  the  highest  tax — it  was  2  pounds,  i8sh.  6d.  ; 
Timothy  Poole  paid  2  pounds,  5s.  2d.  The  sum  total  was  77 
pounds,  1  os.  Abatements  followed  forthwith  ;  Ebenezer  Ban- 
croft satisfies  the  Assessors  that  he  has  been  taxed  for  two  acres 
of  marsh  land  not  lying  in  the  precinct  and  is  abated  one  shilling  ; 
martin  herick,  so  modest  that  no  capital  letters  are  allowed  his 
name,  10s.,  etc.  In  1728,  after  the  bills  were  paid,  the  clerks 
adds,  "Ye  over  plach  in  these  two  rats  (rates)  was  Sunk  by 
reson  of  ye  deth  of  two  parsons."  In  17 19,  and  again  in  172S, 
there  is  talk  of  choosing  a  committee  to  see  about  being  "  set  off 
as  a  township."  There  is  no  record  of  the  result  in  the  first 
case,  but  in  the  second  the  report: — "  Voted  to  Chuz  no  com- 
mity." 

Rev.  Mr.  Sparhawk  dies  soon  after  his  dismission,  but  his 
wife  continued  to  live  in  the  Precinct,  and  to  pay  her  taxes,  till 
her  death  in    1768,  according  to  the  church  record,  which  has 
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this  quaint  comment  : — "  D;ed,  the  widow  Elizabeth  Sparhawk, 
suddenly,  not  so  much  as  able  to  give  the  least  account  of  what 
ailed  her." 

In  1732  we  see  the  name  of  John  Gerry  in  the  tax  list  for 
the  first  time.  The  family  of  that  name  now  here  is  understood 
to  be  connected,  though  residence  has  not  been  continuous. 
Only  once  in  the  old  book  do  we  see  the  legal  ice  thawed  and 
the  bubbling  up  of  joy.  This  time  came  when  Stephen  Chase's 
merits  as  a  candidate  were  pronounced  upon  by  the  church. 
He  says  the  vote  "  came  out  youmanly  (he  meant  unanimously) 
upon  the  Rev.  Mr.  Stephen  Chase."  The  Parish  are  asked  to 
concur  showing  voters  were  now  not  all  church  members  and  in 
this  case  the  vote  was  "  youmanions  " — almost,  he  has  it. 
Happy  Precinct  and  happy  young  minister  !  The  tidal  wave 
rises  so  high  that  the  people  resolve  to  build  a  parsonage,  and 
it  shall  be  (though  this  comes  later)  "36  foot  long,  and  19 
foot  wide,  and  ye  barn  to  be  20  feet  square,  and  to  ye  hous  to 
have  a  good  convenant  seler  and  two  staks  of  chimnis." 
The  man  who  tore  down  this  house,  for  Rev.  Mr.  Mottey  did 
not  build  on  the  site  till  1809,  told  Mr.  Wellman  that  it  faced 
the  south,  and  that  there  was  a  road  which  wound  around  it. 
As  it  must  have  stood  nearly  back  to  the  present  street  the 
effect  would  be  more  picturesque  than  elegant.  Rev.  Mr. 
Mottey  accepted  the  place  in  1783  in  lieu  of  l'  settlement," 
rating  the  land  and  buildings  thereon  at  200  pounds.  The 
land  was  obtained  by  the  Precinct  in  1732  from  the  com- 
mittee having  charge  of  Charlestown  Farm  by  exchange,  and 
was  described  as  "  the  easterly  or  southeastly  corner  of  said  farm." 
John  and  Ebenezer  Bancroft  each  sold  land  abutting  on  the 
Charlestown  Farm  in  order  that  this  eligible  spot  might  be 
procured. 

It  then  contained  "five  acres  and  half  a  pole."  When 
granted  Mr.  Mottey  it  is  said  to  contain  4^  acres  and  six  poles, 
"Excepting  and  reserving  to  them  (the  committee)  in  their 
capacity  for  the  use  of  their  constituents,  and  their  heirs  forever, 
the  burying  ground,  which  contains  64  poles,"  etc.  The 
"beulding  of  the  minstrill  Hous  and  Barn"  cost  228  pounds. 
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There  was  nothing  indicating  unruly  boys  until  1736,  at 
which  time  disorder  acted  in  the  meeting  house  was  to  be  prose- 
cuted ;  and  immediately  certain  persons  entered  "their  descent 
aginst"  the  resolution. 

Bovish  misbehaviour  suggests  the  school  question,  these 
men  had  been  righting  to  keep  the  wolf  from  the  door  in  a  sense 
you  and  I  know  nothing  about,  and  in  a  place  where  heaven 
and  its  antipodes  was  much  nearer  than  was  that  society  where 
leisure  allowed  opportunity  for  books.  Nevertheless  they  did 
not  forget.  In  1729  we  find  members  asking  the  Precinct  "  to 
make  chois  of  sum  parsons  to  manig  a  pition  to  ye  town  to 
obtain  sumthing  in  order  to  fence  our  buiring  place  and  bidding 
a  scold  [school]  hous  by  ther  seling  sum  comon  land  for  that 
end." 

The  Precinct,  better  instructed  as  to  its  rights  desired  "the 
town  to  give  us  scoll  money  yearly  for  ye  futur."  This  was  done 
promptly,  for  that  same  year  it  was  "voated  y*  ye  commity 
should  proportion  our  scold  mony  into  three  parts  to  wite  in 
ve  body  of  ve  precinct  and  over  hart's  slow  so  caled  and  over 
bats  brook."      [Hart's  slough  and  Bates'  brook.] 

As  to  fencing  the  burying  ground,  so  late  as  1737,  the  Pre- 
cinct either  declined  to  act  or  action  was  not  recorded  on 
this  article  of  the  warrant  : — *'To  see  if  the  precinct  will  set  up 
two  lengths  of  bord  fence  with  a  gate  in  the  medel  aganst  the 
burying  place." 

Though  our  fathers  seem  rather  lacking  in  the  modern 
sentiment  towards  burial  places,  they  were  glad  enough  of 
beautiful  things  for  their  church — this  is  shown  by  the  inscrip- 
tion, crowded  with  respectful  titles  on  the  six  silver  communion 
cups  presented  this  year.  We  are  sure  they  were  responsible  for 
this  which  is  engraved  on  each  cup  : — "  The  Gift  of  ye  Honour- 
able Coll.  Burrill,  Esq..  to  ye  Second  Church  in  Lynn.  1737." 
Captain  Timothy  Poole  gave  also  this  year  two  handsome  tank- 
ards, though  not  of  the  precious  metal.  We  believe  the  baptis- 
mal basin  to  be  much  older,  and  like  to  think  it  appeared  when 
the  first  baby  was  baptized  in  the  new  meeting-house. 
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John  Hawks  was  Collector  this  year  and  he  was  warned  to 
call  the  Precinct  together  to  see  if  it  would  pay  its  debts — the 
first  time  this  had  seemed  necessary.  Accordingly  it  was  voted 
to  raise  for  this  purpose  twelve  pounds,  five  shillings  and  sixpence. 

We  cannot  go  through  the  book,  for  I  have  taken  too  many 
notes  by  the  way,  but  you  will  wish  to  know  how  much  the 
ministers  received  as  "settlements"  and  salary. 

Mr.  Sparhawk  had  "  eighty  pounds  towards  a  settlement, 
and  towards  a  salary  and  maintenance,  ye  first  year,  65  pounds, 
then  after  that  70  pounds  a  year  for  the  present,"  also  "  a  soffic- 
iancy  of  wood  redy  and  conveniantly  ordered  for  ye  fire." 

Mr.  Chase  was  to  have  "  one  hundred  pounds  of  bills  of 
credit  yearly,  or  that  which  shall  be  equal  to  bills  of  credit,  as 
they  are  now  at  this  time."  He  had  also  the  promise  of  his  fire- 
wood and  of  the  parsonage  building  and  land  besides  for  the 
required  accommodations  to  keep  three  cows,  one  horse  and  10 
sheep."  A  prospect  was  held  out  to  him,  in  addition,  that  when 
he  came  to  have  a  family  a  larger  salary  might  be  his.  But  the 
fall  of  money  came  and  trouble  with  it. 

Let  us  remember  that  these  men  and  women  are  bound 
to  some  of  you  by  ties  of  blood — to  all  of  us  by  that  tie, 
stronger  than  blood — of  gratitude,  because  they  strove  and  were 
weak  and  suffered  that  we  might  be  glad,  be  strong,  be  free. 

Wordsworth's  "  Ode  to  Duty,"  to  my  mind,  best  voices 
what  they  would  like  us  to  feel  was  their  attitude.  Addressing 
duty,  he  says  : 

"  Stern  lawgiver  !  jet  thou  dost  wear 

The  Godhead's  most  benignant  grace  ; 
Nor  know  we  anything  so  fair 
As  is  the  smile  upon  thy  face." 

Note. — On  page  176,  of  Newhall's  "  History  of  Lynn  "  we 
find  that  the  town  of  Lynn  petitioned  for  more  land  in  1638. 
Mr.  Newhall  seems  of  the  opinion  that  having  given  u86So  acres 
of  land  to  100  families"  more  was  asked  for.  But  it  seems  to 
me  the  new  territory  of  "six  miles  into  the  country"  \\;i> 
desired  for  the  sake  of  some  at  least  of  the  granted  acres  :  See 
list  of  grants,  so  far  as  known,  page  171.
